The Faculty now resolved to recommend that 
the amended qualifications in respect of teachers 
of the colleges of Education (B.Ed., M.Ed.) shall 
not be applicable to those who were already in service 
at the time of laying down of these qualifications for 
appointments on equivalent posts in any college. 
However, for promotions or new appointments 
on higher posts, they shall be required to fulfill the 
new qualifications as passed by the Faculty vide its 
minutes of the meeting of November 23, 1976. 

The Faculty accordingly resolved to recommend 
that 0,65 (V) A and 0.65-XI (G) of the University 
Hand Book Part -II be amended as below : — 

(i) 0.65(V)A 

Put serial no. (1) to the matter given under 
nota bena and add serial (2) as follows : — 

“(2) Qualifications as contained in sub- 
clause (i) and (ii) above shall not be app- 
licable to those who were already in service 
at the time of laying down of those qualifica- 
tions for appointment on equivalent post in 
any college. However, for their promo- 
tions new appointments on higher posts, 
they shall be required to fullfill the new 
qualifications laid down above. 

(ii) 0.65 -XI (G) . 

Add the following nota bena under sub- 
clause (G) (i) of the aforesaid Ordinance as 
follows : 

“N.B, Qualifications as contained in sub- 
clause (G) (0 above shall not be applicable 
to those who were already in service at 
the time of laying down of these qualifica- 
tions for appointment on equivalent post 
in any college. However, promotions or 
new appointments on higher posts they 
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shall be required to fulfill the new qualifi- 
cations as laid down above.”

79/1739-49, dated the 23rd August, 1978 of Dr. M.R. Chilana reque- 
sting to convey his gratitude to the members of the Faculty and 
withdrawing his membership from the Board of Studies in Education 
consequent upon his reansfer as Field Advisor (N.C.E.R.T.) at 
Chandigarh. 

The Faculty noted the contents of the letter and resolved to 
record its appreciation for the valuable services of Dr. Chilana during 
his tenure of his membership of the Board of Studies. 

5. Under Section 24 E of the University Act, the Faculty appoint- 
ed Dr. J.K. Sood, Reader in of Education (P.G. Head), Regional 
College of Education, Ajmer as a member of the Board of Studies 
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in Education vice Dr. M,R. Chilana (since ceased) for the residue of 
his term ending on the 31st July, 1981. 

6. The Faculty considered ihe recommendations made by the 
Board of Studies in Education at its meeting held on the 29th August 
1978. 

Resolved to recommend that the aforesaid recommendations

‘Current problems of Indian Education’ as drafted by the 
Convener, Board of Studies in Education be referred to 
the Committee appointed by the Board of Studies vide 
its Resolution No. 10 (I) dated the 29th August, 1978,

‘ (a) Since the Scheme of Examination and Courses of 

Study are identical for the B.Ed. (Regular), B.Ed. 
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(S.S.C.C.C.) and Shiksha Shastri Examinations, 
the Committee appointed by the Board \ide aforesaid 
resolution to sugggest revision of courses of B.Ed. 
may also review the courses of (i) B.Ed. (S.S.C.C.C.) 
and (iO Shiksha Shastri E.xaminations accordingly, 

(b) The recommendations of the Committee be processed 
through the Board of Studies in Education.

It was reported that the syllabus referred to in the 
Resolution was not received from Shri Agnihotri. 
Resolved further that necessary correetions for the spelling 
mistakes in the syllabus when received from Shri Agniho- 
tri be incorporated in the new syllabus before printing 
the same. 

7. Arising out of the discussion on the foregoing resolution No.6 
of the Faculty with regard to the recommendations made by the 
Board of Studies in Education vide its Resolution No. II (1) dated 
29th .August I9"8 the members pointed out that the detailed syllabi 
in respect of content papers in all the subjects need a review. The 
Faculty also considered the matter with regard to the standard of 
syllabi of the content papers in the subjects concerned whether the 
contents should be of degree level or the contents should be of 
Higher Secondary’ level. 

The Faculty discussed the matter at length and resolved to 
recommend as follows : — 

(A) The sv’Uabus of the content papers in the concerned sub- 
jects should be based on the syllabus of the subjects of 
Secondary and Higher Secondary level. 

(B) the detailed syllabus inrespect of the content papers be 
reviewed in the light of the above by the Committee app- 
ointed by’ the Board of Studies vide its Resolution No. 10 
(I) dated 29th August, 1978 under the Convenership 
of Dr. L.K. Oad. 

(C) The teachers of the subject concerned in the affiliated 
education colleges be requested through the principal to 
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send their suggestions in the matter for consideration of 
the Convener of the Committee directly, 

(8) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the Commi- 
ttee of courses in Library Science made at its meetings held on the 
29th August, 1978 and 7th March, 1979. 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations of the, 
above Committee of courses in Library Science and Documentation 
be accepted with the following modifications obseivations : 

(I) Ref: Resolution No. 4<S5 of the Committee of Courses in 
Library Science dated the 29th August, 1978. 

These be not accepted and instead the recommenda- 
tions made by the Committee of Courses in Library 
Science on the 7th March, 1979 amending its earUer 
recommendations Nos. 4 & 5 be accepted in their place.

(1) For the sake of uniformity in the number of days and the 
span of period, the colleges of Education for continuance, 
may have a separate schedule of the vacations and holi- 
days, specifically laid down by the University and adhered 
to religiously by individual colleges of Education. 

(2) The N.S.S., which is doing creditable activities in Arts/ 
Science colleges in Rajasthan and in colleges of Educa- 
cation in the neighbouring states, may be introduced in 
the colleges of Education in Rajasthan. 

(3) For the purpose of smooth execution and uniformity, 
instead of fixing any specific date by which B.Ed. applica- 
tion forms be invited and admission done, which lingers 
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on for weeks, may be finished by a week after the B.A. 
result is out. Percentage of seats may be fixed for the 
results awaited by the University. 

(41 For assessment of the B.Ed. scripts in each theory paper, 
the full centre of the college of Education be assigned 
to one individual examiner and not to two persons, last 
time a glaring disparity in the marking standard of rece- 
ipts of a subject in one and the same college crops which 
need dispensed with to the utmost.

(16) With reference to the resolution No. 27 of the Academic Coun- 
cil dated the 1st October, 1978, the Faculty considered a proposal 
received from Shri Moti Lai Joshi (Member-Syndicate), Principal, 
Government Sanskrit College, Manoharpur as contained in his letter 
No. 2687 dated the 28th August, 1978 to the effect that the provisions 
of 0-81-A of the University Hand Book Part-II regarding admission 
to B.Ed. (Regular) examination in the affiliated T.T. Colleges be 
also made applicable to the Shiksha Shastri Examination. 

The Faculty after discussing the matter at length, resolved 
to recommend that the proposal be accepted in Principle and nece- 
ssar>’ provison outlining the procedure for admissions to Shiksha 
Shastri Examination along the lines of 0.-81-A, be incorporated in 
the ordinances. The draft of the same be prepared in consultation 
with Principal V.B.L. Mathur which be treated as the draft proposed 
by the Faculty and the same be placed before the Academic Council 
directly. 

(17) The Faculty considered letter No. EV/VII (147)/78/22621-698 
dated the 7th August, 1978 received from Evaluation Officer, Asso- 
ciation of Indian Universities, Rouse Avenue, New Delhi regarding 
introduction of Music and Dance in the B.Ed. course {Vide Appendix- 
VI). 

Resolved that the letter be referred to the Committee appointed 
by the Board of Studies in Education vide its Resolution No. 10(1) 
dated the 29th August, 1978. 
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(18) The Faculty considered the recommendations made by the 
Committee (appointed by the Faculty of Education vide its resolution 
No. 4-III(iii) dated the 28th Feb./lst March, 1978) at its meeting held 
on the lst/2nd August, 1978 {Vide Appendix-VII). 

The Faculty resolved to record its appreciation for the tremen- 
dous work done by the Committee in making these recommendations.

The aforesaid recommendations made by the Committee 
be referred to the Committee appointed by the Board of 
Studies in Education vide its Resolution No. 10(1) dated 
the 29th, August, 1978 with the observation that the 
contents of theory syllabus to be finally recommended 
by that Committee shall be identical for all the three 
courses of study viz. B.Ed. and B.Ed. (S.S.C.C.C.) and 
Shiksha Shastri Examinations : 

N.B. — The allocation of marks for “practice Teaching” for 
the examinations of 1980 shall be the same viz. Internal- 
100 marks and Extemal-200 marks which shall also be 
applicable for the examinations of 1981. 

(19) With reference to the Faculty of Education Resolution No. 
19(111) dated the 28th Feb./lst March 1978, the Faculty considered 
the following proposal made by Dr. L.K. Oad, Principal, B. V. 
College of Education, Banasthali as contained in his letter No. 6585/ 
77-78 dated the 19th February, 1978. 

“The qualifications laid down for lecturers teaching 
science subjects should be made more expUcit to avoid irre- 
gular practices in the appointment of Science Teachers. It 
has been observed that most of the Colleges appoint one 
M.Sc. with a degree in Education to teach all the science 
subjects. The qualifications may be specified as follows 

Lecturers for teaching General Science and Biology 
Ilnd Class M.Sc. with Zoology or Botany and II 
. Class M.Ed. 

Lecturers for teaching Physics, Chemistry or Maths, 

Ilnd class Master’s Degree in the relevant subject 
and Ilnd Qass M.Ed.”. 
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Ha\'ing discussed the matter at length, the Faculty resolved 
that the consideration be postponed.

Resolved to recommend as follows :

In view of the fact that the Schemes of Examinations 
and Courses of Study of the Shiksha Shastri Examination 
shall be identical with ^Ed. Examinations of 1980 and 
onw^ds, the proposal be accepted with effect from the 
admissions to be made to M.Ed. classes from the session 
1980-81 for such candidates only as passed Shiksha- 
Shastri Examination under identical scheme of Examina- 
tions and courses of study. 
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( ii) Ref: Proposal No. 2 above. 

The proposal be not accepted and status-quo be 
maintained. 

(21) The Faculty considered a proposal as contained in the letter 
No. F. 19 (12) Edu.1/77, dated^ 18th January, 1979 received from 
Shri K.S. Rastogi, Education Commissioner, Government of Rajas- 
than, Jaipur to the effect that a short term course for the B.Ed. Exa- 
mination be started for such teachers as have already passed S.T.C. 
Examination {Vide Appendix~JX). 

Resolved to recommend that the proposal be not accepted. 

(22) The Faculty considered the following recommendation No.5, 
of the Committee of Courses in Library Science, dated the 29th, 
August, 1978 : 

“The Committee resolved to recommend that existing Co- 
mmittee of courses in Library Science, be replaced by a Sepa- 
rate Faculty of Library Science and Documentation as Library 
Science is a multidimensional subject. The University is 
therefore requested to agree in principle for establishment of 
Faculty of Library Science and Documentation. Till the 
time such a separate Faculty is actually established, it is^su- 
ggested that this Department may be included in the Faculty 
of Social Sciences. This point is being emphasized because of 
the fact that Board of Studies in Library Science and Docu- 
mentation can’t be constituted under the University Act under 
the Faculty of Education due to the fact that this department 
is having post graduate classes and research facilities. It should 
have a separate Board of Studies in Lib.Sc. and Documen- 
-tation.” 

It already stands disposed off vide foregoing resolution No. 
8(1) of these minutes. 

(23) The Faculty considered the following recommendation No.6 
of the Committee of Courses in Library Science, dated the 29th, 
August, 1978: 

“The Committee recommended that the following Ordinance 
may be passed by the appropriate bodies and incorporated 
in the syllabus at the. appropriate place 
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“Tliose who have already passed Master’s or Bachelor’s 
Courses in Librarv' Science or equivalent examination 
from any University shall not be eligible for admission 
to the same class”.

A board of eminent teacher 
educations be appointed to examine the randomly sele- 
cted candidates. The candidates be selected from diffe- 
rent levels i.e. First position; Meritorious (scoring above 
75% marks) first class, second class, third class and, 
failure if any. 
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The exammation be conducted at Jaipur (University Head 
Quarter) where they Mill be required to teach any class of Secondary' 
School in their tv,-o respccfive subjects. They Mill be given two days 
margin for preparing them for the examinations. The marks of 
each college will be adjusted according to the judgment of this Board 
in order to bring the uniformity in the results of all the colleges. 

Resolved to recommend as follows :

It be referred to the Equivalence Committee to recon- 
sider the matter in the light of the above proposal.

(26) The Faculty considered letter No. D. 3/8796, dated the 23rd 
February, 1979 received from Shri G.L. Bhargava, Coordinator, 
Institute of Correspondence Studies & Continuing Education, Univer- 
sity of Rajasthan, Jaipur, regarding the syllabus of B.Ed. Examina- 
tion (Vide Appendix-X). 

Resolved that the letter of Shri Bhargava be referred to the 
Board of Studies in Education for consideration. 

(27) The Faculty noted the following : 

( i ) The Faculty considered letter No. F.7-3/77-78/172857, 
dated the 6th October, 1977 received from Dr. .A..N., 
■ Bose, Principal, Regional College of Education, Ajmer 
regarding submission of Dissertation at M.Ed. level and 
recommended that in case of candidates having offered 
dissertation invoh’ing inter-disciplinary approach to more 
than one subject, the supervision by more than one 
person be permitted and such a super\ision be termed as 
Joint Supervision. The dissertation submitted by such a 
candidate be, however, assessed under the eristing rules 
by one external and one internal examiner. The internal 
examiner shall, under the scheme of Joint Supervision, 
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be the persons belonging to the faculty of Education. 
If, however, both the persons under Joint Supervision 
belong to the Faculty of Education, the senior persons 
shall be associated with the evaluation, 

( ii) The Academic Council vide its resolution No. 38(VII), 
dated the 22nd June, 1978, referred back the aforesaid 
recommendations of the Faculty for re-consideration and 
suggesting consequential amendments, if any, to the 
relevant ordinance 329-A. 

Accordingly, the Faculty re-considered the matter and resolved 
to recommend that the following consequential amendments be made 
to the relevant ordinance 329-A. 

0-329 A : 

(I) The following new para be inserted after the para 3 of 
0.329-A of the University Hand Book part-II, commen- 
cing with the words “The dissertation together” and 
ending with the words “by the 7th March every year”. — 

“In case of candidates having offered dissertation 
involving interdisciplinary approach to more than 
one subjects, the supervision by more than one 
person be permitted and such a supervision be ter- 
med as Joint Supervision.” 

GI) The following para be added after the words “50 marks” 
appearing in the. scheme of examination: 

“Under the scheme of Joint Supervision, the internal 
examiner shall be the person belonging to the faculty 
of Education. If, however, both the persons under 
Joint Supervision belong to the Faculty of Educa- 
tion, the Senior person shall be associated with the 
evaluation. 

(28) With reference to the resolution No. 15 of the Academic- 
Council, dated the Jst October, 1978, the Faculty considered the 
following resolution received from the Evaluation Officer, Associa- 
tion of Indian Universities, New Delhi as 'contained his letter No. 
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V/Vri’ (109)/78/25404-25508 dated 31-8-1978 regarding introduction 
of syllabus for population studies at the undergraduate level : 

“The population policy of the Government of India was wel- 
comed. It was noted that the agricultural Universities had 
already recommended that population education be made a 
compulsory subject for their under-graduate courses, Resolved 
that a model syllabus for population education be prepared 
and circulated to the Universities for adoption in their under- 
graduate curriculum.” 

Resolved that it be referred to the Committee appointed by the 
Board of Studies in Education vide its resolution No. 10 (I) dated 
the 29th Augus*, 1978. 

(29) The Faculty considered the following proposals made by 
Shri Ravindra Agnihotri, G.P. College of Education, Bagar(Jhun- 
jhunu) as contained in his letter, dated the 15th February, 1979 ; — 

Proposal No. 1 ; 

It has been observed that students who pass B.A./B.Sc./ 
B.Com. Honours course from Delhi University, and wish to 
get admission in B.Ed. Class of our University often suffer a 
great loss. To offer them admission or deny it, depends on 
the sweet will of the college, because the admission rules of 
the University say nothing about it. 

As per rules of Delhi University students of Honours 
Course have to study only the main subject for three years. 
The student is examined by the University in other two sub- 
sidiary subjects one by one each year. Thus they study these 
subsidiary subjects and only for one year. However, keeping 
in view the convenience of the students, some college of Delhi 
University teach one of the two subsidiary subjects of a student 
for two years, although the University does not examine that 
subject in both years. In other words, the University expects 
a student to cover the course of subsidiary subjects in one 
year only, while some colleges extend the study of this one 
years’ course to two years. 

Now in our college of Education, some students get 
admission because they studied (th& one years’ course of) 
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subsidiary subject for two years while others do not because 
the University offers it for one year only. 

T think the faculty should take note of it, and prepare a 
uniform policy to be adopted by all its colleges. 

Proposal No. 2 ; 

In B.Ed., we have reserved some seats for physically 
handicapped candidates. From mypersonal experience,.! beg 
to say that this reservation is being misused. Persons who 
have a smaller eye than the other or have six fingers in a 
hand — all claim to be physically handicapped, which I think 
was not intended. It seems necessary that the term Physically 
handicapped’ should be defined in clear style. 

Proposal No. 3 ; 

In the last meeting of our faculty, we had a healed dis- 
cussion over the so called issue of inflation in internal assess- 
ment of practice in teaching. By some honourable members 
of the house, it was held responsible for the puffy result of 
some colleges, while in turn brought a bad name to the Uni- 
versity. 

My humble suggestion is that the time of practical exami- 
nation, the internal assessment should be handed over to 
external examiners, and they should post the marks on the 
same sheets, Perhaps this may check the inflation to some 
extent. 

Resolved to recommend as follows : 

(I) Ref: Proposal No. I above : , 

In view of the foregoing resolution no. 6 of these 
minutes read with resolution no. 6 dated 29th August, 
1978 of Board of Studies, no action is called for in the 
; matter. 

(II) Ref: Proposal No. 2 above : 

It be referred to the Committee appointed by the 
Faculty vide its foregoing resolution no. 9(111) of these 
minutes. 

(ni) Ref: Proposal No. 3 above : 

The Consideration be dropped. 
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(30) The Faculty considered the following proposals made by Shri 
G.M. Yajnik, Principal, Go%'t. T.T. College, Ajmer as contained in 
his letter No. G.T.T.C./B.K.N./79/2482 dated the 24th March, 1979: 

(1) It is hereby proposed that the M.Ed. (Correspondence) 
degree of the University of Himachal Pradesh should be 
derecognized by the University' of Rajasthan because 

f i ) It enrolls students not in himdreds but in thousands 
for which it is incompctant to handle. 

( ii) There is little prorision in the syllabus for disserta- 
tion as compulsory pre-requisit. 

(iii) The real purpose of starting this course in the Uni- 
versity' seems to be money-making rather than to 
strive for academic excellence. 

(2) The college of Education which are fieggerantly and 
deliverately flouting the essential rules of the University' 
must be serv'ed notices of disafiUiation from the next 
session and stick to it in case minimum norms remain 
unfulfilled by the end of this very session. 

(3) The experience of these Principals, professors, senior 
lecturers and lecturers etc. should be deleted for all 
practical purpose in case they did not fulfil the prescribed 
university' qualifications when they joined. Steps should 
be taken to replace them by qualified and competant 
hands before the commencement of the next session. 

(4) Though fee has been enhanced to stop capitation fee 
corruption and other malpractices, yet some of the ins- 
titutions are still in the grip of these vices. The um'versity 
must find out ways and means to prevent it. Those 
institutions which are foimd incorrigible in this respect 
must be disaffiliated. 

(5) The content of the ‘content cum methodology paper’ 
in various teaching subjects is not set on a uniform and 
sound patterns i.e. in some subject content is of Sec./Hr. 
Sec. level whereas in other thereof degree level; in some 
subjects it is too much in detail while in others it is scant. 
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It should, therefore, be rationalized, balanced and 
integrated. 

. (6) Earnest efforts should be made by our University to make 
our B.Ed. syllabus more relvant, realistic and progressive 
by revising and updating it. As a preliminary step a 
high power committee should be appointed to recast 
the total syllabus of both B.Ed. and M.Ed. level. 

Resolved to recommend as follows : 

(I) R^f : Proposal No. / above : 

It already stands disposed off vide foregoing resolution 
no. 25(1) of these minutes. 

(II) Ref: Proposals Nos. 2 & 3 above: 

These proposals be accepted in principle and while 
granting fresh affiliations to the B.Ed. Colleges 
or while extending the period of temporary affiliation of 
the existing B.Ed. colleges, the contents of these proposal 
be kept in view by the University authorities. 

(III) Ref: Proposal No. 4 above : 

The consideration be dropped. 

(IV) Ref: Proposal No. 5 6 above :

The S^ate Government has decided to introduce the new curri- 
culum (at the secondary' stage) from July 1979. The Rajasthan 
Board of Secondary' Education has also reafhrmed the Government 
policy. One important break-through in the new curriculum in 
introduction of Socially Useful Productive work (SUPW) as a com- 
pulsory' subject, for all pupils. It is enrisaged, that separate teachers 
for teaching this subject will not be prorided. In other words every 
teacher is required to be trained in SUPW also alongwith other pro- 
fessional theory' and practice. 

The question was discussed in the meeting of B.O.S. in Educa- 
tion also, but somehow the matter was postponed. However, I 
strongly feci that if SUPW is not introduced simultaneously in the 
B.Ed. syllabus, either the new curriculum will fail or our B.Ed. 
teachers will become unemployable. 

In the interest of education and academic profession, I strongly 
feel that the Vice Chancellor may be requested to use his special 
povr'ers and make S.U.P.W. as a compulsory part of B.Ed. Curri- 
culum with effect from the examination of 1980. 

A National Conference on S.U.P.W. was held at Ahmedabad 
from Oct. 15 to 18, 1978. The conference -has given suggestive 
outline of courses in S.U.P.W. keeping in view our own Conditions, 
I am suggesting a few modifications in our existing syllabus so that 
some modest start may be made pending over all change in the 
syllabus. 

Suggested modifications are enclosed for your kind consi- 
deration .

Sir, 

After working as Headmaster for a pretty long time and also 
working as District Education OfBcer, I have got a' feeling that there 
are at least three areas where the present programme of teachers 
colleges fails the education system badly. 

I am bringing it to your notice to kindly to bring it to the 
notice of the faculty members for their consideration. I am listing 
below the three areas : — 

(1) The teachers colleges have failed to give the teachers 
the appreciation of the quantum of work they are expected to per- 
form. In practice, in ensuasm of supervising each lesson, the teacher 
is given the idea that if he is called upon to teach sincerely, he could 
teach only one period a day. 

In block practice also at least four periods work load is assi- 
gned. So the expectation that one cultivated are at the most work 
load of four periods. 

ll\^en on appointment, he joins as III grade teacher the work- 
load assigned as seven periods a day a forty two periods a week. 
So he is perplened. The negative forces persuade him to believe 
that the working of teachers colleges was utopian and has nothing 
to do with reality and hence he skips regular class preparation lapsing 
the stage as if he were untrained. 

(2) The second area in which the teachers colleges have failed 
the teachers is development of code of beha\’iour and espirit decorpse. 
He gathers whatever tricks he gets for heensay. There is no syste- 
matic effort to develop and inculcate mode of behaviour (i) towards 
fellow' colleges (ii) towards headmasters and (iii) towards self-ordina- 
tes if one is called upon to preside over an institution. It results in 
maximum guamets in institution and washing of dirty linen in public. 
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Probably in no other service, this mutual reoinination more apparant 
and glaring than in education. 

(3) The third area where the teachers colleges have failed the 
profession is lack of organization of written assignment As^ an 
eye wash a provision is made in each lesson plan for home assign- 
ment. But who shall correct is no business of teachers colleges. I 
have get to find a superviser in teachers college who would call for the 
corrected answer books of pupil teachers and assess the quality of 
correction or give suggestions on remarks. In my view, it needs 
much more attention even if one or two lessons’ supervision is 
skipped. 

I hope you will kindly convey my views to other faculty mem- 
bers and convey their reactions to me.

The Central Board of Secondary Education besides framing 
the syllabi and courses for Secondary and Senior School Cartificate 
Examinations, prescribes the minimum qualifications in various 
subjects for the teachers of its member schools, \^ath the obj^t of 
raising standard of teaching and thereby improving the quality of 
Education. 

The Board in its eflforts to popularise Music and Dance in its 
schools have laid down exhaustive syllabuses suiting the requirement 
of different regions of the country. This object cannot be fully achi- 
eved unless the teachers are adequately trained not only in the con- 
tents of Music and Dance but also in the principles of teaching and 
modem pedagogy. 

With this end in view the Board’s Committee of Courses in 
Music and Dance in the last meeting held on 5th January, 1978 in 
the office of Dr. (Mrs.) Kapila Vatsyayan, Joint Secretary, Ministry 
of Education and Social Welfare, GovL of India, who is the con- 
vener of the Committee, recommended that in the syllabus of B.Ed. 
Music and Dance be also incorporated as the subject of teaching.

The Committee, after great deal of discussions, resolved as 
under: — 

1 . That it is imparative to detach the practicums from the 
Part II of the existing practice of teaching and attach 
them to Part I i.e. theory papers, as sessional w’ork. 

2. That the existing practicums i.e. assignments in Part II 
should be re-examined and modified (if need be) so as 
to make them more meaningful and relevant to the 
theory papers concerned. 

3. That the practicums so determined should be transferred 
to the relevant theory papers as part of sessional work. 

4. That these practicums should replace the existing essays 
under sessional v/ork of theory papers and should carry 
weightage 5 marks only in each paper remaining 20 
marks shall be meant for periodical exams. 

5. That in order to have equitable distribution of practicums 
in each paper, some new practicums relevant to the paper 
were formulated and added while some were deleted to 
avoid overlapping or irrelavance. 

6. That the student teachers would be expected to do only 
one practicum in each theory paper (out of three). 

7. That all the assignments which form part of sessional 
v/ork shall be assessed iutemally. 
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Id the light of the aforesaid principles the Committee reco- 
mmends that : — 

1. Out of the existing practicums in “Part II Practice of 
teaching” the following should be deleted to avoid over- 
lapping and/or to have-equitable distribution 

(a) Assignment at No: 5 i.e. observation of behaviour 
and its techniques of recording. 

The rational behind deleting it is that it is some 
what difficult and, part of it would be covered by 
assignment at No. 1 (to be reworded & redefined) 
and No. 6, i.e. a brief case study. 

(b) Assignment at No. 9 i.e. planning and organization 
of Co-curricular activities. 

The rational behind deleting it is to minimize 
No.of assignments in Paper IV. Moreover it is partly 
covered by assignment of No. 1 of paper IV to be 
reworded and redefined) 

( c) Assignment at No. 10 i.e. guidance and counselling 
of problem students. ' 

The rational behind deleting it is that partly 
it will be covered by assignment No.6 (A brief case 
study) 

(d) Assignment at no.. 13 i.e. acquaintance with the 
books of accounts of any Commercial bank, or 
business House or Educational Institution. 

The rational behind deleting it is that acquain- 
tance with accounts books of any Commercial Bank 
or business House is more related to Commerce 
students rather than to all other students and acqu- 
aintance with account books of educational insti- 
tution may be covered by assignment No. 8 i.e. 
(ihaintance of School records & registers). 

After deleting the above assignments under (a,b,c,d,) returning 
or pruning a few and reformulating some new assignment the final

Introduction of syllabus for population studies at the under- 
graduate level was considered : — 

“The Population Policy of the Government of India was 
welcomed. It was noted that the agricultural univer- 
sities had already recommended that population educa- 
tion be made a compulsory subject for their undergra- 
duate courses. Resolved that a model syllabus for the 
population education be prepared and circulated to the 
Universities for adoption in their undergraduate curi- 
culum.” 

(6) It was reported the Faculty that : — 

( i ) Under 0.86-A, a candidate after passing the first 
year T.D.C. Examination of the University is per- 
mitted to change one of the optional subjects in the 
Second year T.D.C. class on the condition that he 
shall appear and pass in the paper(s) prescribed for 
the First Year T.D.C. Examination of the University 
in that subject. This facility to change one of the 
subsidiary subject is not available in the case of 
Honours courses, where the division of a candidate 
is worked out on the basis of the aggregate marks 
taken together of Hoiis. part-I, Pt. II, and Pt. Ill 
Examinations in the Honours subject only. 

( ii) The Academic Council vide its Res. No. 6, dated 
the 15/1 6th November, 1978 considered extending 
the same facility of changing one subsidiary subject 
under Group ‘B’ in Hons. Pt. II class and to amend 
0.86-A accordingly and resolved that it be referred 
to the Faculties of Arts, Fine Arts, Social Sciences, 
Science and Commerce for consideration. 

Accordingly the Faculty considered the question of ex- 
tending the facility of changing one subsidiary subject under 
Gr. B. in Hons. Pt.-II examination. 
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Resolved io recommend that the facility of changing one 
subsidiary subject under Gr. B. be extended to the candidates 
appearing at the Hons. Pt. II, examination also. 

(7) The Faculty considered the following proposals : 

1. The matter of granting affiliation to the “Rajasthan 
School of Arts, Jaipur” to enable the Institute to 
impart teaching in (i) Two Years Pre-University 
Course, (ii) Three Years degree course (Bachelor of 
Fine Arts) and (iii) Two Years Master of Fine Arts, 
(as contained in the letter No. F 26(A) 48 Estt./ 
DCE/78/82 dated 30.1.1979 from the Director of 
Collegr Education) (Vide Appendix I). 

2. The matter of granting afnliatioii to the “Rajasthan 
Sangeet Sansthan, Jaipur," to enable the Institute 
to impart teaching in (i) Two years Pre-University 
Coursers, (ii) Three years degree courses (Bachelor 
of .Music) and (iii) Two Years Post Graduation 
Course (Master of Music), (as contained in lettee 
No. F 26(A) 48/Estt./DCE/78/87 dt. 31.1.79) (\nde 
Appendix II). 

After a prolonged discussion on various aspects touching 
the Problems, the Faculty observed that (i) the communications 
under reference received from the Director of Education do not 
convey complete information on the basis of which concrete 
recommendations could be made by the Faculty about the pro- 
posed move to adopt the courses of study which have not yet 
been framed by the proposed Institutions, (ii) the communica- 
tions also do not convey the quality and qualifications of teachers 
who are engaged in the Institutions. As far as the knowledge 
of Faculty goes, the Faculty observed that the persons engaged 
in the Institutions do not possess the required minimum quali- 
fications as prescribed by the University for running the courses 
of degree level, (iii) the equipment, building and other require- 
ments for running the proposed courses could be assessed only 
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after detailed information on the aforesaid two points is avai- 
lable to the Faculty. The existing equipment in these Institu- 
tions is not at all adequate, and (iv) the Faculty also observed 
that so far, degrees awarded in respect of Professional courses 
carry a part of syllabus touching the parephery of subsidiary 
subjects. The Courses of study proposed to be instituted should 
be framed for any such degree on the analog}’ of the existing 
practice followed by the University in respect of professional 
courses. 

The Faculty, therefore, resolved unanimously to reco- 
mmend that the question of granting affiliation to any of these 
two Institutions viz. (i) Rajasthan School of Arts, Jaipur and 
(ii) Rajasthan Sangeet Sansthan, Jaipur for running a professio- 
nal course be deferred until detailed information on the poiqts 
referred to above as observed by the Faculty is received and 
concrete recommendations are made by the Faculty. 

The Faculty resolved to recommend further that the 
possibilities of equipping the existing Institutions and Univer- 
sity Teaching Departments to prepare them for the courses of 
study for B.F.A. and M.F.A. degrees in the subjects concerned 
be explored by requesting the Government to prow'de adequate 
additional funds so that real Development on desirable Aca- 
demic standards is possible. It will be only then that the real 
purpose of carving out of the Faculty of Fine Arts would be 
served.

The Vice-C'nance'ior informed the Syndicate that the memfaers 
of the R.aja5than University Non-Teaching Staff Association v/ent 
cn a pen-dovv-n strike v/.e.f. 1 2th January, 1979 and declared a total 
strike ssith effect from I9th January/, 1979 against the continuance 
of Shri Yash Pal fCapoor and Shri K.G. Arora on deputation in the 
University Ofnee insisting that no person should be brought by 
the Uni'/ersity on deputation because such an action mars the future 
prospects of the serring University employees. The said staff had 
been on strike from I2th Decembtr, I97S to 20th December, 1978 
also. A-boiirior. of the practice of inviting persons on deputation v/as 
one of their demands at that time also but it was not accepted and 
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the President of the Rajasthan University Non-Teaching Staff 
Association ( RUNTSA ) had been categorically informed about it. 
The Vice-Chancellor also apprised the Syndicate about the indis- 
ciplined behaviour of some staff members on the 18th January, 
1979 and the discussions he had had with the representatives of the 
RUNTSA in this connection from time to time. 

After considering the metter at length and discussing it with 
the representatives of RUNTSA, the Syndicate adopted the following 
resolution : 

“The Syndicate after discussing at length the situation that has 
developed in the wake of the strike of the ministerial staff 
and after discussing the issue with the representatives of 
the Ministrial Staff Association views with grave concern 
the pen-down strike of the Class III employees which has 
created so much of hardship for the students, teachers and 
the society at large and resolves that : 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor has done the maximum possible 
by agreeing to treat the persons who have come on 
deputation as ex-cadre so that the chances of promotion 
of the present employees be not obstructed, 

(2) The Vice-Chancellor be requested to examine the conten- 
tion of the employees regarding the utility of the persons 
taken on deputation and take the final decision about 
their continuance or otherwise, 

(3) That the Syndicate feels that after the steps already taken 
by the Vice-Chancellor there is hardly anything in the 
demands of the employees to continue/persist in their 
strike. 

(4) That it appeals to the employees to come back to work 
forthwith in the lerger interest of the University, and 

(5) That if the employees join their duties forthwith, their 
period of absence from duty caused due to strike/pen- 
down strike may be counted against their leave. 

Note : Dr. H.C. Bhartiya gave a note of dissent. 

The meeting ended with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

3. Before taking up the regular agenda of the 
meeting, the Vice-Chancellor informed the 
SsTidicaie about the untimely sad demise of 
Shri J.N. Mathur, Additional Registrar on the 
31st December, 1978, The Syndicate put on 
record its appreciation for the excellent services 
rendered by Late Shri Mathur during the Ions 
period of his services. His dedication to the 
cause of the University had been remarkable 
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. and the University was proud of it. The 

Syndicate resolved to convey its deep felt 
sympathies to the members of the bereaved 
family and stood in si lance for two minutes 
to pay homage to the departed soul. 

1. The Syndicate confirmed the minutes of its meeting held 
on 26th December, 1978. 

ESTABLISHMENT SECTION 
Section — ‘A’ 

2. The Vice-Chancellor apprised the Syndicate about the 
receipt of a letter dated the 6th January, 1979 received from Shri 
R.K. Gupta, Joint Secretary, Rajasthan University Teachers Asso- 
ciation in which he conveyed the point of view of RUTA Executive 
regarding the promotion problem of the University teachers. 
Vide Appendix — L 

The Syndicate in this connection reconsidered its earlier 
decision taken vide its Resolution No. 5 dated the 26th' December, 
1978. Having considered the matter at length, the Syndicate 
resolved as follows : , 

( I ) the decision as contained in Sub-clause (ii) of clause (b) 
of para A of Res. No. 5 be re-worded so as to read as 
follows : 

“To begin with the ex-cadre personal promotion 
' shall be limited to 5% of the total number of sanctioned 
post in each cadre, namely. Lecturer and Reader, as 
on 1st July, 1978. The allocation of such posts be 
made department wise by the following Committee 
keeping in view the point of equitable distribution as 
far as possible : 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor 

(2) The Pro-Vice-Chancellor 

(3) Prof. Iqbal Narain 

(4) Prof. B.L. Saraf and 

(5) Shri N.M. Kothari- 

( II) the Committee for selection of teachers for the aforesaid 
ex-cadre personal promotion be the same as laid down 
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under sub-clause (III) of clause (b) of para A of Res. 
No. 5. 

(in) add the following sentence at the end of sub-clause 
(iv) of clause (b) of para A of Res. No. 5 : 

“However, the ex-cadre personal promotion be 
continued to be made in accordance with the provisions 
as contained in note no. (2) appearing between S.20 and 
S.20-A on page 47 of University Hand Book Pt.-II as 
per past practice until the sanction of the State Govern- 
ment is received on the proposal made by the 
University.’' 

A^. B. : — Dr. H.C. Bhartiya expressed his total disagree- 
ment with the aforesaid decisions on the issue of 
promotions of University teachers. 

3. With reference to the Syndicate Res. No. 6 dated the 
1 6th June, J 978 read with its earlier Res. No. 18 dated the 29th 
April, 1976, it was reported to the Syndicate that in addition to the 
Six teachers already granted ex-cadre Personal Promotion, some 
more teachers have completed 55 Years of age as on 31st December, 
1978. and they are ; 

( i ) Dr. G.C. Shivhare, Reader in Chemistry 
( ii ) Mrs. Savitri Narula, Lecturer in Mathematics 
( iii ) Dr. M. G. Bhatwadekar, Reader in Physics 
( iv ) Dr. S. K. Shukla, Lecturer in Hindi 
( v) Dr. R. C. Purohit, Lecturer in Hindi 
( vi ) Shri S. R. Baj, Lecturer in Law 
( vii) Mrs. Prema Sarien, Lecturer in History 
(viii) Shri P. N. Varma, Lecturer in Chemistry 
( ix ) Shri Girraj Prasad, Sr, Lecturer in Maths. 

( X ) Shri R. S. Dangayach, Sr. Lecturer in Accountancy 

While these persons satisfy other conditions for ex-cadre personal 
promotion as laid down by the Syndicate Vide its Res. No. 18 dated 
the 29th April, 1976 they do not satisfy the condition No. 1 to 
the effect that in order to be eligible for ex-cadre Personal promo- 
tion they should have reached the maximum of their grade. On the 
date the Syndicate adopted the said resolution, the University 
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teachers were drawing pay in the old scale but they have now been 
given benefit of pay scales prescribed by the University Grants 
Commission with effect from the 1st September, 1976. None of the 
above mentioned teachers have reached the maximum of the new 
pay scales. All of them are drawing pay at a stage much higher 
than the maximum of the relative old pay scale. 

The Registrar reported that the Six persons already granted 
ex-cadre Personal Promotions vide Syndicate Res. No. 6 dated 16th 
June, 1978 also did not satisfy the aforesaid requirement. 

It was, further, reported that consequent upon the ex-cadre 
Personal Promotions in the manner Stated above, one of the teachers 
has superseeded other Senior colleague in the department 

The Syndicate, therefore, considered (1) a Proposal to the 
effect that the said condition No. 1 be suitably interpreted or revised 
so as to enable the teachers who satisfy other conditions prescribed 
by the Syndicate excepting that of reaching the Maximum of the 
grade be also considered eligible for ex-cadre Personal Promotion 
and (2) whether ex-cadre Personal Promtion could be granted to a 
person who is junior to other colleagues in the department meaning 
thereby that such a person shall skip over his seniors consequent 
upon his ex-cadre personal promotion. 

Resolved that a ' committee consisting of the following may 
look into the matter and examine the implications of the aforesaid 
proposals and submit its report for consideration of the Syndicate 
at its next meeting : — 

(1) Pro-Vice-Chancellor, (Chairman) 

(2) Shri N.M. Kothari, and - 

(3) Dr. H. C. Bharti3'a. ^ 

4. The Syndicate considered the following recommenda- 
tions made by the committee appointed by the V.C. Committee 
under the convenership of Prof. Kashi Prasad to look into all adhoc 
appointments and promotions of the non-teaching staff made in 
the University from 1st April, 1978 and onwards : 

( i ) All Vacancies in the University both teaching and non- 
teaching which may be filled up by open market recruit- 
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ment should be notified to the Employment Exchange. 
This was a statutoiy’ requirement. Wide publicity should 
also be given about these Vacanries. 

2. The vacancies of peons should be filled up only from 
the Panal of names sent by the Employment Exchange. 

3. The University should reserve a proportion of vacancies 
in all ranks of the non-teaching staff for candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

4. No recruitment should be made on ad-hoc basis. This 
causes unnecessary' hardship if the adhoc appointees 
have to be ultimately thrown out. 

5. Competitive examinations, without any interviews 
should be held for the posts ofL.D.C. The University 
may charge a small fee (Say Rs. 7.50 for general and 
Rs. 5.00 for Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes candi- 
dates) for this. ' 

6. The minimum qualification for the post of an L.D.C. 
should be laid down. Since ultimately most of ’he 
LDC’s would be promoted to higher posts, it is suggested 
that the candidates should be Graduates with know- 
ledge of type-writing. 

7. If the minimum qualification for a candidate for the 
post of L.D.C. be kept as graduation, then Matriculate 
peons should not be promoted as LDC. To remove 
their grievances, the matriculate peons may be given a 
special pay after they have completed five year services 
or after they have passed the High School Examination 
whichever is later. 

8. Ad-hoc promotions should be avoided as far as 
possible. ^ Posts may be filled up by ad-hoc pro- 
motions only when the urgency of doing so was clearly 
brought out and only from among the qualified candi- 
dates and in order of seniority. Ordinarily the 
promotions should be given only after the recommen- 
dations of the Departmental Promotion Committees. 

9. The Syndicate may consider whether high academic 
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qualifications are required for the posts of Asstt. 
Registrars, Dy. Registrars, Controller of Examinations 
and the Registrar. 

The posts of UDCs and Section Officers should be 
filled up by promotion only, provided the minimum 
qualifaction for appointment as LDC was graduation. 
A proportion of posts of Section Officers should be 
kept reserved for promotions of Sr. Stenographers who 
have no other channel of promotion. 

Note ; The word “Matriculation'^ has been used in 
this report in the sence of Secondary or High 
School Examination which is held as a public 
Examination at the end of the 10 year of the 
School. 

In this connection the Syndicate also considered the follo- 
wing suggestions made by the members in the meeting itself ; 

1. That ad“hoc appointments made, if any on the basis of 
necessity should not exceed a period of three months 
in any case, and the number of such appointments 
should be as few as possible, 

2. Fee to be charged for the competitive examinations as 
referred to in Para 5 supra should be Rs. 10/- instead 
of Rs. 7.50, 

V 3. All the temporary appointments against permanent 
sanctioned posts should be made by a committee 
appointed by the Vice-Chancellor for such duration of 
time until permanent appointments against those posts 
are made. 

Resolved as follows : 

( i ) The recommendation No. 9 referred to hereinabove has 
mow become infructuous and therefore, it be deleted, 

(ii) Remaining recommendations together with the 
suggestions of the members referred to above be 
accepted in principle, and 

(iii) the existing recruitment rules be revised in the light of 
the aforesaid recommendations and the Registrar be 
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requested to putup before the Sj^idicate for consi- 
daration the reused draft of recruitment rules togther 
with explanatory- note at it next meeting. 

5. The Vice-Chancellor read out to the Syndicate a letter dated 
the 2Sth Oct., 1978 received from Dr. G.C. Patni, Retd.Professor 
of Mathematics, regarding the issue of appointment of Dr. M.C. 
Gupta Reader: as Professor of Mathematics in this University 
and his subsequent reversion to the post of Reader. 

Resolved that the contents of the letter be noted.

Dear Sir, 

The number of complaints received by the University from 
the teachers, students and employees of the private colleges has 
gone quite high during the last one year. These complaints very 
often relate to excesses done to teachers and employees and 
financial academic and administrative irregularities perpetrated by 
the College managements. The University has a direct responsi- 
bility for exercising an effective control over the general working 
in the affiliated colleges so as to ensure the maintenance of a 
satisfactoiy academic standard. 

The University enjoys enough authority for supervision and 
exercising control over the managements of the private colleges 
under the provisions laid down in the University Hand Book. 
However, it is a painful experience that the erring managements 
of various colleges such as L.B.S. College, Jaipur, Nehru Memorial 
College, Hanumangarh, Banasthali Vidyapeeth, Banasthali, M.B. 
Todi College, Laxmangarh etc have flagrantly defied the directions 
issued to them by the University from time to time. Such open 
defiance by the managements of the above mentioned colleges have 
reduced the University control to shambles and mockery. 

It has, therefore, become emergent to review the relevant 
provisions laid down in the University Hand Book and to find out 
ways and means to make the University. Say more effective, in 
the matters of the private colleges which ultimately adversely affect 
the academic aspects. 

May I, therefore, urge upon you to constitute a high level 
committee to go into the above mentioned aspects of the private 
colleges and submit its report within a specified time ? Meanwhile, 
the University should take some effective measures to prevent the 
defaulting private colleges from persisting in their irregular and 
autocratic ways. There are some colleges which have "defaulted 
so grievously that they deserve even disaffiliation.

Terms of Reference : 

The terms of reference of the Committee were as follows : — 

1. To identify weaknesses and lacunae in the present set 
up and services of the library system and to suggest 
remedial measures for them. 

2. To identify what further services the library system 
ought to render in phased stages to its patrons and to 
suggest ways and means to be adopted to that end. 
(In this connection it may be noted that the University 
has recently purchased a Xerox Machine and Microfilm 
epuipment at a high cost which are yet to be put to 
use). 

3. To advise as how the additional space now provided 
through extension to libraiy^ building be put to the best 
possible use. 

4. To evaluate the present staff structure and organisation, 
its adequacy or otherwise, designations grades and 
emoluments, internal promotion policy etc. of the 
Library and to suggest means to ensure maximum job 
satisfaction in place of growing frustrations which the 
staff at present seem's to harbour. 

5. To advise regarding the policy to be pursued in stock- 
taking of publications in the library. ( It may be noted 
that since its inception no such exercise has been under- 
taken). 

6. To advise regarding the disposal of an increasing 
number of publications, which are surplus to the 
normal requirements of the library. 

7. To evaluate the publications activity of the University 
library and to provide over-all guidelines for the future. 

8. To suggest remedial measures to halt losses suffered by 
the library owing to a variety of un-social activities. 

9. To suggest well defined norms for allocation of recur- 
. ring book grant for the various subjects instead of the 

present ad-hoc approach. 
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10. To recommend the nature of relationship that ought to 
subsist between this library and other units of the 
University. 

11. To recommend steps to reform the present arrangement 
of technical processing of the library' books, since two 
different editions of classification scheme are being 
followed since the last 10 years. In this context also to 
decide the cataloguing procedure of books in Indian 
languages which are now being catalogued in an 
uns'tandardised Roman script. 

12. Any other matter which the Commitee may consider 
impinges on the proper functioning and development of 
the library system. 

The terms of reference were quite comprehensive and they 
could also be interpreted quite liberally. As Dr. R.C. Mehrotra, 
the then ofiiciating Vice-Chancellor put it in the inaugural meeting, 
“that the formal terms of reference have been dra\ra up for this 
committee, yet I would suggest that apart from these terms the 
Committee should feel free to discuss and advise on any other 
matter which it considers relevant*’ 

Committee Meetings : 

The Committee 6 meetings were held on January 27, 1973, 
March 17, 1973, April 21 and 22, 1973, February 9 and 10, 1974, 
April 12, 13 and 14, 1974 and February 25, 1975. 

Approach : 

The Committee examined the notes and position papers 
submitted by the Director of University Libraries, Jaipur, infor- 
mation made available by the office of the Registrar, University of 
Rajasthan and responses of teachers in the affiliated colleges and 
in the University through a printed questionnaire {Annexure-II). 
The Committee visited the various University College campuses 
and departments. Discussions were also held separately with 
representatives of teachers, students and various categories of staff 
in the University library. 

The Committee submitted an interim report on February 10, 
1974 on some issues which needed immediate attention {Annextire- 

iir). 

Rajasthan University Library : An Overview 

The Rajasthan University library' was established at Kaisar- 
garh in 1949 in a comer of the office of the first Vice-Chancellor 
of the University. The library system consisted of a Central 
library, supplemented by book-collections in the erstwhile teaching 
departments. The nucleus began to take shape with the establish- 
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merit of a book-collection in the department of Economics in July 
1 949. The following year, two more collections were added with 
the establishment of the departments of Philosophy and Geology 
at Jodhpur and Udaipur respectively. In 1953 the University 
staned a deparment of History at Jaipur and it took over the 
Rajasthan Government Law College. In 1960 the departmental 
collections of Economics, Philosophy and- History were merged 
with the Central library. 

At present the Rajasthan University library forms a system 
consisting of the Central library, the departmental collections of 
Botany, Zoology (shifted to Jaipur in 1963 and 1962 respectively^. 
Geology (at Udaipur) and Law, as also the libraries of the four 
college campuses (Under-graduate wing) of the University. There 
are also sizeable collections of books in Gandhi Bhawan and 
Chhatra Sadan. The journal, collection in Chemistry is located 
in the department of Chemistry. 

Library Building and its extension : 

The library from a modest beginning has passed through 
several phases of improvised locations. In August 1957, the Uni- 
versity shifted from Kaisargarh to the new campus in Bapuuagar 
and was located in the acad^emic block. The library shifted to the 
Present building which was formally inaugurated on October 2, 
1959 by the late Prime Minister, Jawaharlal Nehru. Facing the 
administrative block the library now occupies a double-storeyed 
building. The total cost of construction of the building and 
equipment came to about Rs Seven Lakhs, of which the U.G.C. 
contributed four lakhs. The 33,605 sq. ft. floor space (235' x 143') 
of the library was designed to accommodate about 2 lakh volumes 
and some 200 readers. There are two reading halls (70^' x 53 each) 
one each on the ground and first floor. A reading hall, a delivery 
hall (foyer^6' x ^‘6') and an administrative wing are also located 
on the ground floor. Above the adminitrative wing, on the first 
floor there is a committee room. The basement was designed to 
house a ‘bindery' and rare, out of-print books. The stacks are 
situated opposite the delivery hall (foyer) and consist of a tier of 
four magazines one above the other, each 74' x 43J'. 

With the increase in the number of students, research 
scholars and teachers and the opening of new departments, dem- 
ands on the resources and services of the library grew well beyond 
the original stipulations. Consequently, in 1964 the U.G.C. 
accepted the proposal to extend the building at a cost of Rs. 12 
lakhs. The extension work was to be completed in two stages. 
The first stage comprised 4 stacks (each 74' x 43 J') to house about 
2 Lakhs additional volume, 2 large halls (one under-ground) and 
4 other medium size halls ( one of them being in the basement ). 
The construction of the 1 St stage is now complete. The second

^tEge of the extension which is to comprise a research block ( with 
about 75 independent cubicles), an art gallerj" and an auditorium 
is to follow. 

Extension Uhrzry : 

In November 1^61, the library- started an extra campus service 
by establishing the Rajasthan Universitv' Extension librarv' at 
Udaipur. But in view of the amendment in the Udaipur Univ-er- 
sitv" Act, changing its pattern from a unitarv' to a multi-faculty 
set-up, the Extension librarv’, with all its assets was handed over 
to the Udaipur University. 

Lihrarians : 

Prof. M.V. Mathnr was the first librarian of the Rajasthan 
University Lifararv% He looked after the librarv' as Hon. Librarian 
till 1953. From 1953 to i960. Dr. D.L, Gupta, Reader in Econo- 
mics held that position. Prof. S. Bashiruddin took over as full- 
time University Librarian on Januarv' 15, I 62. Prof Satish 
Chandra become Honorarv' Librarian iu Januarv* 1964. The present 
University Librarian, Shri N.N. Gidwani has also been designated 
Director of Libraries, University of Rajasthan. 

Collections : 

On June 30, 1974 the library had a total of 229255 publica- 
tions including books, reports manuscripts, and microfilms 
•Annexiire /TO- The librarv* has a Journals Section which receives 
about 200*3 journals covering a wide range of subjects. There arc 
about 2500 referenee tools displayed on open shelves in the Reading 
Hall on the first floor. The library* acquires important reports 
issued by various government depart ments/mirustcries in India and 
abroad, and also by various Institutions of higher learning. The 
libraiv* keeps one or two copies of everj^ doctoral thesis approved 
by this University. There are nearly 6614 such thesis. The librarj' 
also possesses a collection of rare and out-of-print books. The 
librarx’ has a collection of books, periodicals and reference works 
on fine arts, architecture, sculpture and paintings of India and 
other countries. A few original paintings have also been acquired. 
The libraiy' possesses a small collection of gramophone records, 
wall maps, micro-films and manuscripts (Annexitre V). 

Aub Collection : 

This collection of over 8000 documents pertaining to 1870- 
1945 period was acquired from the Residency Office af Mt. Abu 
in 1954. It is considered a priceless source material for research,

The librarj' also received a book grant of about Rs. 15 
lakhs from the U.G.C. during the Fourth Five Year Flan. Detailed 
subject-wise break-down of this grant as also of book grants 
received from the U.G.C. in earlier Plans are given in Annexure-VII. 


A statement of budgetted grants under various heads for all 
the units of the library system of the University for the financial 
year 1973-74 is available in Annexure-VIII. 

The Central library had on April 1, 1973, a total staff of 99 
persons. A detailed category-wise statement, with existing grade 
is given in Annexure-IX. A consolidated statement of the 
sanctioned posts in the various units of the entire library system is 
given in Amexure-X. 

Services : 

The more important services that the University library 
renders are listed below ; 

Working days and hours : The library remains open throught 
out the year, (except for five days) from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. on 
working days and from 1 1 a.m. to 5 p.m- on Sundays and other 
holidays. 

Borrowing facilities (Main Counter) : The book-issue counter 
starts working half an hour after the opening time and suspends 
working half an hour before the closure of the library. 

Reading facilities on the premises ; Free access is provided to 
books kept in the 1st and 2nd stack halls. Free access is also 
available to reference books and current issues of periodicals, 
displayed in the reading hall on the first floor. 

The materials to which access is controlled are being serviced 
through two points: one the text-books counter in the reading hall 
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on the ground ficor and the other the periodicals counter on the 
first fioor Books and other dccuinents and reading material are 
issued for consultation on the piemises from these service points 
against membership identit}' cards only. 

Text^ool:s cnumer ;Books from this counter are issued to 
students and teachers for a v.^eek only. Books marked ‘counter 
book’ are not loaned out. Usually one copy of each book kept in 
this section, carries the marking ^counter book’ so that one copy 
of each of the text books is generally available for consultation in 
the iibrar}\ 

PenodlccJs coimter : It looks after service of back files of 
joumais and ne^'spapers, theses, Abu Collection, reports, works 
on 5ne arts, out-of-print and rare books, pamphlets, older editions 
of reference books. reserv*e Hindi collection, books in sets and 
maps. 


IrJer-Ubrary loan : The librarj' pro\ide5 this facility from 
other libraries in India and abroad on the basis inter-Iibrar\" loan 
service. All postal charges are defrayed by members concerned. 
Similarly, the libraiy also sends out books to other University 
libraries on inter-librar>' loan. 

Special cccorrmodatwn facilities for research scholars and 
teachers : Till recently a Standing Committee appointed by the 
Vice-Chancellor used to allot improvised cabins to research scho- 
lars. Tee librarv' had only ten such cabine which accommodated 
20 research scholars. Research scholars were also entitled to 
make use of the hall on the first fioor where lockers wers available. 
Now research students and teachers are allotted the reading hall on 
the ground fioor in the new extension which has more space and 
better facilities of seating. 


Reference and bibliographical services : There is no formal 
Infonnation'"Rererence Service desk in the librarvT This service is 
faemg provided by the members of tha librarv^ staff as and when 
necessarv". 

Docianentatwnl Indexing Services : The librarv' has, from 
time to time, compiled and published bibliographical tools of 
academic interest. Some of them are ; Select Bibliography of 
Panchayati Raj, Planning and Democracy (I9^i4) Union Catalogue 
of periodicals available in the Libraries of the Umversity of 
Rajasthan (19:^0), Select Bibliography on Indian Government and 
Politics (1965), Catalogue of THieses and Dissertations (194S-1965) 
submitt^ to the University of Rajasthan (196^), Union Catalogue 
of serials in .Academic Libraries in Rajasthan (196S). Reading in 
Contemporary" Political Science — A Select Bibliography (1969). 
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Index India and Hindi Sandarabh : The library has been 
bringing out Index India since 1967 regularly. This is a quarterly 
documentation list of material relating to India in English, combi- 
ning in one sequence Indian Newspaper Index, Index to Indian 
Periodicals, Index to Composite publications, Index to Book 
Reviews, Index to Theses and Dissertations, Index to Biographical 
Profiles along with author and subject indexes. Another venture 
is Hindi Sandarabh — an Index to select fifty outstanding Hindi 
periodicals. Two annual issues for the years 1969 and 1970 have 
been brought out so far. 

Extension Activities : The Library has been organising 
professional seminars (like the first University Librarians’ seminar 
which was held in Jaipur) and arranging various Book Exhibitions, 
Art Exhibitions, Paintings (from Art books) on some particular 
school of art. Preceedings of Seminars of College Librarians 
(1965 and 1967), Manual of School Librarianship (196^, Procee- 
dings of the First National Seminar of University Librarians (1966) 
have also been published by the University library. 

Children's Library : For the benefit of the children of 
Jaipur city a separate Children's Library has been located in the 
libraty. This section has a collection of about 6000 books both in 
English and Hindi (Appendix-XTj. Several journals for Children 
are also being subscribe, 

Reprographical Services : Xeroxing and microfilming units 
have been recently installed in the library and have been put into 
use. Micro-film Readers are also available for use by researchers. 

The various services that the library renders are governed by 
a set of rules which are modified from time to time (Appendix-XH). 

Performance Review ; The library has also compiled a 
detailed performance review over a quarter of a century (Appen- 
dix-XIII). We are also giving an a Appendix-XIV. Annual 
report of the library for 1973-1974. 

The University Library System : — 

The University of Rajasthan Library system comprises of 
the following units : 

1. University Central Library. 

2. Libraiy^ of Mafaarani's College Campus 

3 Library of Maharaja's College Campus 

4. Library of Rajasthan College Campus 

5. Librar}' of Commerce College Campus 

6. Library of School of Law Studies 

7. Departmental collection in the Univ. Deptt. of Botany 
Departmental collection in the Univ. Deptt. of Zoology 
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9. Departmental collection in the Univ, Deptt. of Geology 
(Udaipur). 

10. Departmental collection in the Univ. Deptt. of 
Chemistry 

11. Library of Gandhi Bhawan 

12. Inter-Hostels library 

13. Library of Registrar’s Office 

14. Library of the Work-shop of the Deptt. of Library 
Science 

15- Librarj’ of the Institute of Correspondence Studies 
(Graduate) 

16. Library' of the Post-graduate Correspondence Studies 

17. Library of the Department of Business Management 
(Institute- of Management) 

The Committee visited most of the above mentioned 
libraries. The Committee was given to understand that three 
Study Centres have been sanctioned by the UGC and that neces- 
5 ary' steps are under way to fulfil the formalities in their regard. 
Some ol the departments also have useful collections of books 
and journals. 

According to the University Auditors’ report for the year 
1971-72 the toti book value of publications in various units of 
the library system was Rs. 5708779/-. Separate unit-wise details 
are provided in Appendix-XV. 

In the above context the Committee also considered a note 
provided by the libraiy' {Appendix-XVl). 

It was also noted that the Central library' acquires and 
technically processes books for itself as well as for the departments 
of Law, Botany, Zoology, Chemistry, Geology (.Udaipur) and 
Gandhi Bhawan. Libraries of Library’ Science Department, consti- 
tuent colleges as also those of Institutes of Correspondence 
Studies and Business Management acquire and technically process 
books at their own end. 

REQUIREMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

We would now turn to offer our analysis of the requirements 
of the library to-day which we are naturaib' deleneating against a 
a perspective of tomorrow together Mth the suggestions that we 
want to make to meet these requirements. 

1. Systemic Requirements : 

The Review Committee feels that the library system needs 
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streamli ning both from organizations and procedural angles. The 
Committee would like to recommend in this connection : 

1. All the libraries that are run under the supervision of 
the Central Librar>^ should collectively form the University Library 
system. 


2. The Director of University Libraries should be the 
executive head of the system with administrative and financial 
powers statutorily vested in the Head of a department. 

3. A Teaching-wing Library Committee should over-see the 
proper functioning of this system by formulating proper policies. 

4. The Central Library should exeluhsively concentrate on 
building up a model collection which would subserve requirements 
of posF-graduate studies and research. Its acquisition policy, 
therefore, should primarily be geared to this end. Acquisition and 
processing of under-graduate material should normally not be 
made in the Central library. It should be taken care of by the 
concerned campus libraries. 

5. The libraries attached to the School of Law Studies, the 
Department of Geology (Udaidur) and Poddar Institute of Business 
Management Instutate of Correpondence Studies be allowed to 
acquire and technically process books at their own end. This 
policy should also be followed in case of other imit libraries. 
However, technically qualified personnel be provided wherever 
required. 

6. The Director of Libraries, as Head of the System, 
should have the power to make inter-unit transfers of professional 
staff (in Jaipur) in the interest of proper funtioning of the system. 

7. A centralised union catalogue of periodicals holdings 
of all the libraries of the system should be maintained in the 
Central Library. 

8. In the budget books of the University, the total grants 
made to all the libraries of the system and professional staff 
attached to them should be shown in a separate appendix. 
Similarly, in the Annual Report of the University on independent 
consolidated chapter in regard to the prt gress made by all the 
libraries of the system during a year should he included. The 
present practice of identifying this information by units of the 
system individually in Annual Reports does not give an over all 
picture of the developments of the system. 

A Three Tier IVIanageinent System 

We recommended a three tier management for the entire 
University Iifarar>' system as per details given^ below ; 
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1 . A Librarj' Committee for the entire University com- 
prising of not only the teaching wing of the University 
but also of all the colleges affiliated to the University 
through out the State, 

2. A Library Committee for the post-graduate teaching 
wing of the University. 

3. Local Library Committee to over-see the organisation 
and administration of libraries in sub-campuses/depart- 
ments of the University, as the case may be. 

The composition and functions of the three Committees 
will be as follows ; 

The first Committee which may be called University Library 
Committee may consist of the following members ; 

1. The Vice-Chancellor (Chairman). 

2. The Director of College Education. 

3. One Library expert (to be appointed by the Vice- 

Chancellor on advice of the Director of Libraries for 3 
years). ^ 

4. The President/Secretarj’ of the Rajasthan University 
College Teachers Association (RUCTA) for 1 year. 

5. The President/Secretaiy of the RUTA — for one year. 

6. Two University Deans by rotation to be appointed 
by the Vice-Chaneellor for one year, 

7. Two members of the Academic Council belonging to 
afiiliated colleges to be elected by the Council for 3 
years. 

8. Two other members to be appointed by . the Academic 
Council for 3 years. 

9. Two student members to be nominated by the Vice- 
Chancellor from amongst those securing highest marks 
at the University examination for one year. 

10. One research scholar from among the Senators to be 
nominated by the Vice-Chancellor for one year. 

11. The Director of University Libraries (Member, 
Secretary). 

The functions of the committee will be : 

(a) to advise the Academic Council/Syudicate regarding 
library' norms about minimum book grant, size of the 
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accommodation, staff structure, grade and emoluments. 

(b) to arrange for and receive reports of periodical ins- 
pections of libraries (at least once every five years for , 
each unit); 

(c) to call for a certiScate from the Heads of colleges to 
the following effect : 

“This is to certify that the library of this Institution has 
been functioning during the year under report as per 
the norms approved by the University Library 
Committee" and 

(d) to attend to any other function assigned to or by the 
Syndicate. 

The Committee shall meet at least once a year and submit 
its minutes to the Academic Council. 

6 

The Second Committee which may called the Post-graduate 
Teaching Wing Library Committee may consist of following 
members : 

1 . The Vice-ghancellor, 

2. Two Deans of University Studies to be appointed by 
the Vice-Chancellor for 3 years 

3. The Director of Education. 

4. One Library Expert to be appointed by the Vice- 
Chancellor on the advice of Director of Libraries. 

5. The President/Secretary, RUTA. 

6. One Research Scholar to be nominated by the Vice- 
Chancellor for one year. 

7. Two students from amongst the panel of students secur- 
ing maximum marks at the University examination 
and who are also currently on the rolls, to be appointed 
by the Vice-Chancellor for a period of one year, 

8. Three teachers from the University Teaching Depart- 
ments to be appointed by the Academic Council for a 
period of 3 years. 

9. One person^ from the special category of members of 
the University library to be appointed by the Vice- 
Chancellor for a period of one year out of a poster to 
be submitted by the Director of Libraries. 

10. One member to be coopted by the Library Committee. 

1 1 . The Director of University Libraries (Member Secretary.) 
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The Post-graduate Teaching Wing Librarj' Committee will 
(a) decide the polic}' of the librarj- from time to time with respect 
to the development of the library’ facilities in support of teaching 
and research: ib) make appropriate plans for the development of 
libraiv' and for the orgnisation of library resources and services in 
the light of suggestions from the librarian and review implementa- 
tion of the programmes; (c) make rules governing the conduct and 
usage of the libraiy; and (d) meet at least once every six months 
or at such other times as may be determined by the Library' 
Committee or by the decision of the Chairman. 

The minutes of this Committee shall be reported both to 
the Academic Council as also to the University Library Committee. 

The third tier may be identified as Local Library Committees. 
The Heads of local institutions shall set up these Committees. 

The Committee will consist of the following : 

1. The Head of the Institution (Chairman). 

2. Three teachers to be appointed by the Head of the 
Institution for two years (by rotation). 

3. Two students representatives -(from the list of students 
securing maximum marks at the University examina- 
tions who are also currently on the rolls). 

4. Director of Libraries or his nominee. 

5. Not more than 2 members co-opted annually by the 
Committee. 

6. Library Incharge of the Institution (Member Secretary). 

The Committee will oversee the proper functioning of book 
collections under their charge and make rules for the maintenance 
conduct and usage of the library. The minutes of this committee 
shall be submitted to the Post-graduate Teaching Wing Library'. 

The Librarian : 

The University Librarian holds a statutory' ofnce under the 
act of the University. He has been concurrently designated 
Director of University Libraries since 1964, though his duties and 
powers in that context have not been spelt out clearly. He is also 
an ex-efficio member of the Senate, the Research Board and the 
Publications Board. 

We recommend that the University Librarian should be 
deemed and treated as an Academic Officer of the University. This 
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has been accepted in an implied fashion because the Syndicate has 
allowed grant of academic leave to the University Librarian, much 
in the same way as it is allowed to other teachers. 

The designation of the Director of University Libraries 
should be changed to that of Dean of University Libraries. This 
change is desirable in the context of the recommendations made 
by iTs elsewhere about setting up of a full fledged University 
Library system. The University Librarian should also be an ex- 
officio member of the Academic Council {which sets up library com- 
mittee and to which the Library Committee submits its minutes). 
Minutes of all Boards of Studies should be sent to the Director of 
Libraries for his observations regarding availability of books 
prescribed and recommended in the syllabi. 

2. Space Requirements : 

At present the display of current journals and collections of 
reference material are located in one main hall on the first floor. 
These two need to be housed and serviced separately. 

There are also requests for provision of : 

(a) A music room 

(b) A sound-proof room for typing 

(c) A sequestered ( sound proof ) area for blind scholars. 

The library's present record room is too small to hold the 
past records of the Library. A bigger record room is needed. 
Poh’cy regarding weeding out of old/dead records ought to be clearly 
spelt out by the University. 

The library does not have adequate storage area where old 
and surplus furniture and equipment which is not in active use 
could be properly stored. The University Engineer may be 
approached for giving suggestions in this regard. 

The Director, South Asia Studies Centre, has requested for 
providing proper and adequate space for documentation section of 
the Centre. This has been tentatively provided for but the Uni- 
versity will have to find adequate funds for it as it is an expanding 
concern and its efficient working is atleasf partly linked with space. 

We find that the University Central Library does not have 
adequate provision for lavatories. The University Engineer may 
be requested to take remedial measures. 

In the plans for future development of the library building 
there should be prorision : 

1. A retiring room for ladies 

2. A smoking room 
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3. A Staff retiring room 

4. A lounge where librars' users could relax 

5. An area w'here new' arrivals could be displayed for 
broY/sing, 

We now turn to certain specific needs : 

Cycle! Scooter! Car Stand : We v/elcome the provision of 
paved flooring arround the lawa facing the library for parking of 
cycles, though they continue to be placed all over the frontage of 
the central librarvv V/e recommend that this paved area be provi- 
ded with a covered shed to be used as a cycle stand. We also 
recommend that the area adjoining the lawn be converted into a 
proper car and sccoter/raoter cycle parking area. 

Property Counter : Owing to increasing influx of library' 
users, the space available for property counter at the entrance of 
the Central Library' is found inadequate- Since there is no other 
area this can be accommodated, we recommend that separate 
arrangement for property counter be made outside the library'. It 
will be desirable to contract a big enough room adjoining the 
propos^ cycle stand facing the steps of th^e library. The library' 
users will thereby be able to park their vehicles and deposit their 
articles against tokens. 

Issue Counter : Similarly, the present issue-counter at the 
entrance has proved to be inadequate for the increasing number of 
library' users. We recommend that it be converted into a Recep- 
tion/Enquiry' counter. A separate running counter be set up in 
front of the entrance of the three doors leading to the stacks on 
the ground floor. Further the material in the first floor stacks 
should be shifted to the ground floor stacks and vice-versa. This 
would increase the efficiency' of the library and also bring about a 
more effective control over the book stacks. It w’ould also facilitate 
the use of the new' research hall new functioning in the extension 
part of the library'. 

Nev: HqU : We recommend that the new main hal! on the 
ground floor of the extended library' building be furnished suitably 
and made available for use by teachers and research scholars. The 
hall may be get suitably air-cooled. Admission to this hall may be 
on request in writting, screened and approved by a Standing Com- 
mittee to be Set up by' the Post-graduate Teaching Wing of the 
Librarv' Committee for this purpose. A report of all publications 
taken from other parts of the library' for study in this hall may be 
maintained fay the library' staff at the entrance for the convenience 
of other readers requiring the same material. A minimum staff of 
tw'o Junior Technical Assistants fone for each of thetw'O shifts) 
will have to be prov'ided for this new'/additional service. The 
Standing Committee referred to above may also frame rules and 
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{II) Ref : Recommendation of the Assessment Committee for 
the post of Reader in Economics : 

In the course of the meeting of the Syndicate 
itself, the Registrar brought to the notice of the Vice- 
Chancellor the receipt of an order of High Court of 
Judicature restraining the University of Rajasthan any 
of its bodies from approving the recommendations of 
the Assessment Committee, if any, till further orders 

Resolved that in view of the stay order from the 
High Court the consideration of the recommendations 
of the above Assessment Committee be held in 
abeyance. 

6. The Registrar reported that : 

( i ) The orders of the Vice-Chancellor sanctioning an 
allowance of Rs. 150/- p.m. to Shri N.N. Gidwani for 
working as Editor of Index India in addition to his 
normal duties with retrospective effect from 1 st January, 
1972 were reported to the Syndicate at its meeting held 
on the 29/30th April, 1 979 when the Vice-Chancellor 
informed the Syndicate that there appears to be some 
mis-understanding in respect of orders passed by him 
in this regard and desire to re-examine the matter 

( ii) The Syndicate vide its Res. No. 56 of that date resolved 
that the information given by the Vice-Chancellor be 
noted and the final orders passed by the Vice-Chancellor 
be brought before the Syndicate. 

(iii) Shri N.N. Gidwani was granted a token lump-sum 
honorarium of Rs. 1,000/- per annum from 1st January, 
1967 to 31st December, 1971 out of Index India Funds 
vide Syndicate Res. No. 2, dated the 25th April, 1972. 

(iv) No honorarium was paid to Shri Gidwani after 31st 
December, 1971 and he brought this fact to the notice 
of the Chairman, Index India Advisory Committee 
vide his letter dated the 13th March, 1978. 
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The data above shov.-s that the number of class IV emplo- 
yees is larger than the number of professional and non-professional 
(Class ni) staff put together. 

In addition to inadequacy of posts at the upper level, it was 
reported that there has been stagnation of personnel at different 
levels for lack of promotional opportunities which was naturally 
adversely affected the performance of the library in qualitative 
terms :

Particulars of sanctioned staff for the period 1968-69 to 
1973-74 are given in Annexure XI X. 

Also that upgrading of one post of Asstt. Librarian to that 
ofDy. Librarian (accepted in 1972-73 and incorporated in the 
table given above) has not yet been implemented for want of admi- 
nistrative sanction. This needs to be implemented immediately. 

We would like to probe into staff position at length here to 
set a perspective for correctly delineating Staff requirements. 

Professional Staff : with the sanction of three additional posts 
in 1974-75 (assuming administrative sanction) the categoiy-wise 
break-dowm under this head works out as under :

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( v) Shri Gidwani also wrote a letter on the 23rd November, 
1978 to the Pro-Vice-Chancellor reminding him about 
the payment of honorarium to him and requesting an 
early decision in the matter. 

(vi) The Pro-Vice-Chancellor proposed that a sum of 
Rs. 150/- per month be granted to Shri Gidwani for 
working as Editor of Index India and this proposal of 
the Pro-Vice-Chancellor was accepted by the Vice- 
Chancellor on 6th February, 1979. 

(vii) While accepting the recommendation of the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor, it was not in the notice of the Vice- 
Chancellor that Shri Gidwani was not getting the 
payment since 1972, and he only agreed to the increase 
of remuneration from Rs. 1,000/- per annum to 
Rs. 150/- per month. By his agreement the Vice- 
Chancellor never meant to pay Shri Gidwani the 
increased remuneration or current remuneration from 
1972. 

(viii) On the basis of sanction given by the Vice-Chancellor 
on office order No. EMR/Estt/1163 dated the 19th 
February, 1979 was issued by the office, in which it was 
stated that the payment of allowance will take effect 
from 1st February, 1972. This was also done under a 
mistaken impression because the earlier honorarium 
granted to Shri Gidwani was upto 31st December, 1971. 

In this connection the Vice-Chancellor apprised the 
Syndicate about the mis-interpretation of the orders passed by him 
under which the payment of arrear has been made to Shri N.N. 
Gidwani. 

The Syndicate, therefore, considered the matter with regard 
to the payment of honorarium to Shri N.N. Gidwani and resolved 
as follows : — 

( i ) The orders passed by the Vice-Chancellor with regard 
to the increase in the rate of honorarium to Rs. 150/- 
per months be treated as valid for the payment to be

Class IV Staff : In regard to Class IV Staff it was argued 
that 25 additional posts in various categories be sanctioned. We 
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made from the date of order i e. from the 6th February, 
1979 upto the date of retirement of Shri Gidwani i.e. 
upto the date of 2Sth February, 1979. 

( ii) The Vice-Chancellor be requested to review the claim 
of Shri Gidwani for payment of honorarium for the 
work of Index India for the period from 1st January, 
1972 to 5th February, 1979. 

(iii) The payment of arrears made to Shri Gidwani under 
mis-apprehension and mis-interpretation of the orders 
of ^he Vice-Chancellor be recovered from Shri Gidwani 
in the light of the aforesaid reolution Nos. (i) & (ii). 

(iv) the recover}’ of the excess payment made on account of 
honorarium retrospectively be made only after a 
decision with regard to the resolution No. (ii) above is 
taken by the Vice-Chancellor. 

7. The Vice-Chancellor apprised the Syndicate about the 
difficulties posed by the teachers of University Law Department in 
doing examinadon work during the summer vacation. He also 
apprised about the discussion which took place between him, the 
Administrative Deans, and also the senior teachers of the Univer- 
sity Law Department. 

On the basis of the discussions, the Syndicate considered a 
proposal to the effect that paxment for the number of days of 
compensatory leave admissible to teachers who are called upon to 
do the examination work during the summer vacation of 1979 be 
made. 


Haxing considered the matter in detail the Syndicate resolved 
that ( i ) as agreed to by the Senior Teachers of the University 
Law Department, such teachers of the University Teaching Depart- 
ments as are required to do examination work during the summer 
vacation be granted Compensatory leave to the extent admis- 
sible in terms of the provisions of clause No. 27( i ) of 0.358 of 
the University Hand Book Part II. (ii) in order to enable the 
teachers to ax-ail of the Compansator}’ leave, about 2/3rd of the 
number of teachers in the department of Law be permitted to 
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The grade of lettering artist in the Central libraiA' should be 
same as that of a Jr. Technical Assistant in \iew of the required 
qualifications and the technical nature of his v^'ork. 

We further recommend that the grade of the professional 
staff of the library' should not be less than the grade prescribed by 
the UGC in this behalf. 


/n-senice Training : We are of the \iew that increased 
facility* for insenJce professional training should be provided to the 
library staff. We understand that every year 3 persons are deputed 
from the Central Library for acquiring professional training. 2 at the 
Certificate level and I at Degree level We are informed that 
these persons have to be utilised their earned leave or leave without 
pay to be able to attend to these courses. 

Opportunities for Higher Professional Oiialifications : We are 
also of the ^iew* that increased opportunities for higher professional 
qualifications should be pro%ided to the librarv' staff with that and 
in view we recommend that 

1. EN-ening classes for courses in Libraiy Science at all levels, 
certificate. Degree and Post-graduate, be organised so that members 
of staff the libran’ system may avail themselves of this without 
taking extended leave. We understand that at the Certificate as 
well as the Degree level there are two sections functioning at 
present. We recommend that one of these be run in the morning 
and the other in the evening. 

2- Wherever full-time study is desirable, adequate provision 
of study leave be made assailable to the personnel concerned. 

3. In addition to the quota of three persons now' allowed 
eveiy year (to improve their professional qualifications), at least 
one person be encouraged to undertake Master’s Course in Libraiy 
Science e\'ery year. 

4. The Universitv’ libraiy' be provided with substitutes at all 
levels in place of persons granted leave for betterment of profes- 
sional qualifications so as to ensure that the librarv' service is not 
adversely affected. 

5. REQUIREMENT FOR lMPRO\TNG LIBRARY SERVICES: 

We novr turn to discussing these needs of the library' which, 
if met, will improve its services. Reprography Service: The 
Committee considered two notes submitted by the University 
Librarian regarding the reprography service rendered by the Univer- 
sit}' Central Librarv’ (Amexiire XX xeroxing and XXI : to micro- 
filiming). 
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avail the Compensatory leave from the 16th August, 1979 onwards 
and the rest of the teachers be granted compensatory leave by 
turn later so that it may not affect the interest of the work of 
department adversely as also the interest of the temporary teachers 
without modifying the general policy of the University in their 
regard, (iii) the teacher, concerned be paid remuneration for the 
work as per University rules, (iv) the consideration of the payment 
of cash for the number of days of compensatory leave earned by 
the teacher concerned on this account be postponed and in the 
meanwhile a reference be made to the Director of College Educa- 
tion for considering the matter and suggesting suitable measures to 
be taken which should be satisfactorily applied to the teachers of 
the university as well as of afBIiated colleges. 

8, The consideration of the remaining items of the agenda 
was postponed to be taken up at its next meeting which was fixed 
to be held on the 18th July, 1979, wherein the item No. 4 relating 
to the consideration of Justice Kudal Committee recommendations 
shall be taken up for consideration in the beginning.

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The uti!it>' of this commnDity service needs no advocacy. 
Hovrever, in order to systematize selection, processing and servi- 
cing of boob and reading material, it is necessary to allocate 
raimmum permanent staff for this library' instead of the present 
ad~hoc practice. We v/ould recommend that the follovdng staff be 
prorided for this unit ; 

1 . One Jr. Technical Assistant (Preferably a lady) 

2. One Book Attendant. 

Since the duration of duty to be performed by the above 
mentioned personnel is limited in terms of hours per day, they 
should be suitably provided additional hours of required duties in 
the Central Library. The Children’s Library should acquire books 
and reading material of interest to children v/ith greater imagina- 
tion and riafaility in quantitative and qualitative terms. 

Manuscript Collection : Rajasthan is knovm to have a large 
number of manuscripts, whether knovm or unknovm. It is widely 
believed that a considerable part of these is neither properly cared 
for nor lil:ely to be spared by interested parties within or without 
the State, It is, therefore, desirable that a proper survey be first 
made of all numuscripts available either for sale or consultation 
followed by a systematic acqisition programme of manuscripts in 
Rajasthani, Hindi, Sanstait, Prakrit and Persian and so on. If 
need be, reprography service should be extended to manuscript acqui- 
sition and preservation. To begin with a sum of Rs. 1 lakh may 
be sanctioned for that purpose during the 5th Plan, Initially, the 
following staff should meet the requirements in that regard : 

(1) Mss. Officer (Asstt. Librarian’s, T.ecturers grade) 

(2) One Jr, Technical Assistant 

(3) One Book Attendant. 

Indian languages collection : With the exception of Hindi and 
Urdu sections, the Central library is scantily equipped in books and 
reading-meterial pertaining to the various regional languages. 
Initially, a recurring provision of at least Rs. 5000/- should be made 
for this purpose. 

Index India : The University library has been bringing out a 
quarterly documentation service entitled Index India for the last 
se^'en years. It is recognised as a useful academic and reference- 
material put out by' knowledgeable people and efforts should be 
made to ensure its regular publication. 

V/e understand that ^^0% of the work is being done by 
members of library staff outside their office hours on token pay- 
ment. The balance of work, which involves coordination and 
cumulation of works, is being done by people at their homes and

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tions of ths Committee headed by Prof. G.C Pande with proN-iso 
that the expenditure on the post of L.D.C. may be met out of 
Inde.x India funds. Consequently, two personnel (one Technical 
Assistant and one Book Attendent) initially meant for clipping 
Section, would revert to their original assignment The unit which 
looks after the working of' Index India ’ be asked to look after the 
publication &. programme under Local Fund as well. 

The Priniing Plant of the University Library ; The University librar}’ 
has been able to build up out of the resources of Index India a 
printing capability of its own. This consists of adequate quantity 
of metal upeanda small printing machine. The G.S. Sharma 
Committee which looked into the working of Index India recomm- 
ended that the printing plant should exclusively be ear- marked for 
printing the quarterly Index India We recommend that this con- 
dition be waived and all printing work required under local fund 
be undertaken by the printing plant. 

We also recommend that the University Librarx' may be free 
to print anything so long as it pertains to the University librarj' 
actirity. That is necessary because casual labour hired to do the 
Composing and printing of Index India has to be provided with 
some minimum work throughout the year so that, when Index 
India work is completed they should neither leave seek emploj- 
ment elsew'here nor continue to be with the libraiy printing unit 
without gainful employment. It was brought to our attention that 
good workers would be hard to get if they did not have security 
of employment. It may be stated that this libraiy printing unit is 
informally superxised by the Manager of Unixersity Press. This 
arrangement, howex-er, should be formalised. 

Inter-Library Loan Facility : The Central library helps such 
of its members as heed publicalions available at other libraries all 
over India bj’ procuring them on inter-librarx' loan basis. Persons 
w’ho avail themselves '^of this facility are required to pay postal 
expenses both wax-s, which are likely to be on the high side owing 
to ‘registered’ and sometimes ‘insured’ packets of books. It would 
be a helpful gesture' if the University takes upon itself payment of 
half of the postal charges incurred by scholars utilizing inter- 
libraiy loan facility depending, of course, in its oxx-n financial 
resources. 

Study Centres : During the Fourth Plan period the UGC 
had sanctioned establishment of three study Centers which were to 
be set up at Jaipur, Ajmer, and Kota. However, none of these 
centres came into existence. It was gix'en out that, owing to 
nonax'ailability of government sanction, these centres could not be 
established We understand that this problem noxv stands 
resolved. There xvas also difficulty of acquiring rent-free accom- 
modation. We understand that the. same has now’ been arranged 
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Resolved that the Secretary be authorised to make 
necessary adjustment in the panel so that the^ expendi- 
ture on T.A. and DA be minimised and he will report 
the changes to the Sports Board in the next meeting. 
Further resolved that the University be approached to 
raise the grant under the head TA and DA to observers, 
Managers, Coaches etc. in the light of revised TA and 
DA rules. 

2. The Board considered the letter of the Principal, Govt. 
College, Jaisalmer regarding Coaching Camps. 

Resolved that the principal be informed that the 
selection of the players is made on the total performa- 
nce of the player during the Inter-collegiate Tournaments 
and also during selection trails held prior to Coaching 
Camps and no distinction of P.G., Under graduate 
and professional stndents can possibly be made.

Students and research scholars have asked for keeping the 
library open for longer hours. Also, that the librarv' should remain 
open for atleast twelve hours on Sundays and holidays. We recom- 
mend that the library* should be kept open for atleast twelve hours 
each day, working day.Tioliday included. Wherever necessarv^ over- 
time payment be made to the staff working on holidays. 


Study-’Annexe : There seems to be a genuine need for a 
study-annexe attached to the Central librarj’ where such students, 
research scholars and teachers as wish to bring in books and 
reading material, not otherwise permitted to be brought inside the 
Central Libraiy" premises, could do so without depositing them at 
the property counter at the entrance. The reasons brought to our 
notice are : 

1. There are readers who have no physical facilities in 
their home conducive to sustained stud 3 \ 

2. There are readers who wish to bring their own books 
which could be studied only in conjunction with other 
rele\*ant material available in the librarv'. 


We recommend that a study-annexe, with independent 
enterance-exit be provided to such readers as wish to utilize it 
without having to deposit it outside the library*. 

Dorlmitory : The University Central Library* is adding 
books at the rate of about 120 0 per annum. At this rate it wiU 
add about 60,000 volumes during the next five years. That w*ould 
mean that its stacking capacity in all the available 8 stacks will 
have reached a saturation point. Future additions would be 
possible only if extensive w’eeding is resorted to, which is not 
desirable for a Univ’ersity Library*. It is recommended that a 
suitable dormitory^ on the campus be constructed v/kere books 
v;hich hav^ hitherto b^en in lees demand, be transferred for careful 
storage in such a way that their retrieval whenever requisitioned 
would be effected within the shortest possible time. We recom- 
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Resolved that the University should approach the 
Education Commissioner and the Education Minister to 
include a representative of the University Sports Board 
as an ex-officio member of the Rajasthan State Sports 
Council to keep liason between the Rajasthan State 
Sports Council and the University Sports Board which 
caters the interest of majority of players which belong 
to the University and its affiliated colleges.

^fltsic Listening Rooms : We recommend that a properly

purpose. In addition the following staff would be required to look 
after the equipment, maintenance and servicing :

CyclosiyUr.g cr.d Trar.slatlor. Service : It was brought to our notice 
that in several cases articles/papers in journals were fotmd mutila- 
ted or pilfered. To make such reading material available to desir- 
ous us^ of the library, we recommend that on the addee of the 
heads of departments concerned, (yclostyled reading material be 
made a'.-ailab!e at a nominal cost, say Re I/-per article/paper. 

Similarly, translation of important articles into Hindi should 
be organised. We suggest that the department concerned should 
take up the irenslation work and the University Library' should 
prowde cyclostyling facility, once again at a nominal cost, say 
Re 1 ■' — per article "paper. The Central library should facilitate 
loaning out the original material to the Departments concerned 
where translation could be effected. 


Art Collection : .A.S stated elsewhere, the ne.tt sanctioned phase of 
the library extension comprises, among other things, an artgellery. 
We do hope that this phase would get implemented during the V 
Five Year Plan. We are informed that collection of origin^ pain- 
tings of outstanding artists (to begin with of Rajasthan) has 
already been started by the University Library-. We find that half a 
dozen such painting ha'xe by' now been acquired. We would suggest 
tbat this process be accelerated and that, in addition to original 
art paintings, which will go to enrich the art gallery, the Uni-versity 
Library may also start acquiring collections of reproductions of 
paintings of high fedelity, which may be a\-ailable for display in 
different units of the University Campus and may also be loaned 
out against depcsil. It would be desirable if a separate sum of 
Rs 5C€0'-pe" annum be ear-marked for this purpose in the recurr- 
ing budget of the Unh-ersity'. 


OPERATIONAL REQUIREMENTS : 

We examined in detail rele^'ant aspects of the library system 
in operation. Some' of the major emerging issues are being discus- 
sed below : 


No effective check at the entrance of the Central library is 
possible unless all categories of member show their identity/raember 
ship cards. The library' can not be permitted to be a place for non- 
bonafide entrants. The inspection of identity/membership cards 
at the entrance by all bonaSde members should, therefore, be enfo- 
rced forthwith. 

2- With the increase in the number of library’ users, there should 
be adquale chairs and tabis in three halls.

Minutes of the meeting held on 10th June, 1978 which were 
circulated earlier were confirmed. 


2. The Secretary informed that the admission rules as sent 
by the Sports Board vide their letter No. USB/77-78/46/266 dated 
25-4-78 (Copy enclosed as annexure A) with reference to the letter 
No. 10846-47 dated 13-2-78 from the Registrar, University of 
Rajasthan (Copy enclosed annexure B) and the rules in the pros- 
pectus 1978-79 are contrary to the recommendations made. The 
rules as given in appendix A were based, improved bifercated and 
modifies on the rules as given in the prospectus of 1977-78. 

After discussions deliberations and taking into consideration 
different categeries of the tournament prevalent in India, their 
Status, their important and the basis of their varification and 
genuineness, the Board resolved that an urgent letter be sent to the 
Registrar under the signature of the chairman to restore the 
concession in the admission as per recommendations given in 
appendix ’A'. 

(a) It was further resolved to recommend that a subcommi- 
ttee consisting of the following members be formed to 
categories the various tournaments in the country and 
their presentation of the particular player and specific- 
rules of admission for different categories.

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10. We recommead that insralites fae installed at all key points 
in the University library* so that there is adequate light when 
electric pov.-er fails. 

1 1. It is necessar}* that a senior person in the cadre of at least 
Asstt. Librarian should be on Soor duty during each of the two 
shifts. He should be required to go round to ensure that ever>‘- 
thing is in order and render help if need be to the users and mem- 
bers'Vf stau on duty. This should be supplemented by an effective 
Watch and Ward staff drawn from the OSce of the Chief Proctor. 
At least a dozen persons should be so detailed, per shift for this 
purpose in the University Ubrar\\ 

1 2. Se%‘eral librarv* users have complained of uncivil behaWour 
of some members of the librar>' staff. This requires serious atten- 
tion. The fibraiY’ is meant to be a service institution and if genuine 
diSculties of library' users are not sympathetically attended to. the 
ver>' purpose of its existence is thwart^. It is expected that the 
senior staff would look into this matter immediately and ensure 
necessary^ steps. 

13. Teaching Staff in the University are required to return all 
books issued to them before renewal of their membership cards 
fora fresh session. This is an unproductive precondition and 
should be discontinued forthvrith. 

14. Private students, casual students, ex-students etc. are at 
present enrolled as regular members on the recommendations by the 
heads of departments \rith a deposit of Rs. 50/-. This category* 
is on the increase of late. If effecti\"e service is to be rendered to 
them can only be done at the cost of regular students. The present 
resources of the library are inadequate: and therefore induction of 
these categories in the library' membership without augmenting the 
library resources will bring about further deterioration in the 
services rendered by the library. If necessary, a separate library' 
for the above category' of members be run by' the University. 

15 Similarly', students of the University School of L< 7 h\ 
now allowed to draw one book from the University library' in 
addition to what they are entitled to have from their ow'n Law' 
Library', should cease to enjoy this concurrent benefit. The number 
of students in the faculty of Law' has now' gone over tw'o thousand. 
The School of Law has a full-fledged library' of its owm and it 
w'ould not ser\'e any academic purpose if students of law' permitted 
within the Central library' w'hich caimot cater to their academic 
requirements. It is, therefore, suggested that such of the Law' 
students as wish to become members of the Central library be 
allowed to do so on payment of a fresh deposit as is the case with 
all other constituent undergraduate units run by the University. 
This w'ould enable the library to cater to the genuine needs of 
students of the School of law*.

9. REQUIREMENTS PERTAINTiNG TO HNANai^L 
MANAGEMENT ;

To get that one has to 
go outside the campus across the road. It is, therefore, recommend 
that a small kiosk be established in the available built-in area, 
adjoining the Bank/Cooperative store building. ^ This area was 
formarly constructed as shpd for cycle stand, but it is not so used 
now. With minor improvisation, the same might be converted 
into a viable kiosk and cafeteria. 

3. Staff Position and Requirements : — 

We examined in detail the staff position of the Central 
Library in the context of : 

(a) increased physical size of the library owing to the 
extension of the library building; 

(b) annual additions made to the library’s book stock; 

(c) introduction of new services; 

(d) increasing number of users in all^ categories (vide 
Annexure XVIT) which furnishes statistical data about 
the number of teachers, research scholars and students 
in the Post-graduate departments of the University 
from 1968-69 to 1972-73. ; and 

(c) increasingly intensive use of library. 

In this context we also examined the organizational chart of 
the University Central Library which has been reproduced as 
Annexure XVIIL 

We find that as at present ihe library is understaffed, 
especially in so far as its professional staff is concerned. The 
library's sanctioned strength at the beginning of the financial year 
(1-4-74) was as under :

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categories identified above, subject to the proviso that the total 
sum to be spent on a subject may not exceed the total allotment 
therefor. 

In allocating adequate grants for each of these categories 
criteria should be the number of students in the department, the 
number of scholars carrying on research, the number of teachers, 
the nature of on-going academic programmes, the minimum 
number of basic journals, the depatment would need, their prevai- 
ling increased cost and other connected factors. It may be noted 
that the cost of books and current periodical subscription has 
increased by almost lOO'X during the past 2 to 3 years and this 
should be noted in the book grants made to the library'. 

Local fund account : 

The University sanctioned the setting up of a local fund for 
the University libn^ry in February 1967. The purpose was that 
the sum*'- .calise.' hy the sale of publications issued by the Univer- 
sity libivtrr-.'riay be collected and thereby a revolving fund may 
come into existence to ensure a continuing programme of publi- 
cations. That would also mean no additional financial liabili- 
ties on the University. During the preceding years, the library 
has issued several publications such as Union Catalogues, Biblio- 
graphies in connection with the seminars organised by University 
departments and proceedings of seminars organised by the Central 
library. AH these publications mimeographed. A printed publi- 
cation entitled Hindi Sandarbh is also being issued which is a 
subject index to outstanding periodicals published in Hindi in 
India. We feel inclined to recommend that the five-member 
Managing Committee set up by the Syndicate to look after the 
working of Index India be also asked to supervise the publication 
programme under Local Fund Account. 

10. REQUIREMENTS PERTAINING TO STOCK-TAKING : 

A periodical stock-taking of the library is essential in order 
to ensure the health of the library (For relevant details see Annex- 
tire XXVI). However, this is feasibly done annually if the number 
of volumes in a collection is about 30000 volumes. Beyond this 
number, stock-taking becomes not only increasingly diflRcult but 
also a self-defeating process since it throws the entire library 
system out of gear. 

The Rajasthan University library now holds more than 
2,00,000 volumes and one cannot visualise a periodic/coroplete 
stock-taking of such a large collection. In this context the Direc- 
tor of the Central Secretariat Library, New Delhi also has opined 
in his letter dated the 9th May, 1973 that “ .. stock-taking is a 

futile exercise and according to one 4 dollars arc spent in identi- 
fying a loss of 3 dollars. So the total loss comes to 7 dollars

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ll. Relational Requirements ; 

We turn to a discussion of relational problems under the 
following heads : 

Relation v:Uh a^Uated colleges of the University : We reco- 
mend that whenever a Principal of an affiliated college of the 
University sp;x:ifically requests for professional help and technical 
guidance in improving the library services in his college, the 
University should extend the same. Persons deputed to such 
colleges should be treated on official duty. All such requests may 
initially be considered either by the University Library Committee 
or by the Vice-Chancellor. 

Relations v,ith the Department of Library Science : The 
former Librarian, Prof. S. Bashiruddian was also the Head of the 
Department of Library Science, V/hen he left in January’ 
the Central libra: y was entrusted to Prof. Satish Chandra and 
the Department of Library Science to the earsl-while Reader. 
When the present librarian assumed charge in August i96 , the 
position with regard lo the Department of Library Science was 
not altered and it continued to be run as a separate unity. We 
feel that this is not likely lo prove to be an academically viable 
situation and it is, therefore, necessary to bring about meaningful 
and effectively reciprocal relations between the Central library and 
the University Department of Library Science. The Committee, 
hcxeyer, has refrained from giving any specific recommendations 
as to how the desired relationship may be operationalised because 
the Committee’s Chairman received a letter from the Head of the 
Library Science intimating that this aspect was ultravires of the 
terms of reference of the Committee and be, as the Head of 
the Department, would not be a party in any way to a decision 
in the matter by the Committee. We recommend, however, that 
the University authorities should look into this issue and devise 
suitable tem^ial measures. 

12. MisceHaneous Aspects : 

The Rajasthan University Library, like every other big 
library, finds itself in possession of many publications which are 
surplus to its use (for details see Annexure-XXVII). Several thou- 
sands of books, journals, reports and other publications have 
accumulated which the University library cannot profitably absorb. 
These publications have been received as gift from institutions and 
individuals & also multiple copies of books received from the Regi- 
strar's office surplus publications of the library's! ocal fund & publi- 
ations weeded out from various libraries run by the University. The 
number of such surplus copies varies from two to two hundred. 

We recommend that the University library should set up a 
separate ‘Gift Sc Exchange Section*. Tbis is a normal feature in 
all big libraries. We would suggest that a periodical list be got 
cyclostyled under two categories.

Dear Mr. Vaish, 

This year the University Library completes the twenty- 
fifth year of its establishment. During this period it has grown 
from a small cup-board in a corner of the Vice-Chancellor’s 
room in Kaisergarh in 1947 and has by now become the biggest 
library in Rajasthan. It is now accepted to be one of the very 
best libraries in our country. It has even achieved commendable 
international repute for a variety of its academic activities. 

The University too has grown and made all found develop- 
ment during this period of a quarter of a centuary. However, a 
moment’s reflection v/ill high-light the fact that the most precious 
asset which the University has built up during this period is its 
library which by even a modest computation is now more than a 
hundred lakhs of rupees. The assets of no other unit of the 
University can efiactively match it. Apart from this the vast 
intellectual potential that has thus been built up. the services the 
library renders not only to the University’s own faculties and its 
members, but also to scholars both in this country and abroad 
have earned for it many ncomiums. 

The library has made much phenomenal progress during 
the past few years. With the near completion of the extension 
to the library building its physical capacity will now stand more 
than doubled. It is now vrell poised for a take-off stage provided 
it is given adequate support. This forth-coming, I have no doubt, 
it would easily become one of the best five libraries in the whole 
of South Asia. 

However, this accelerated growth which the library has 
undergone of late has raised many expectation among those who 
are connected with it. It has also generated many avoidable 
tensions and difficulties v/hich threaten to grow both in size and 
volume.

11. To recommend steps to reform the present arrengement 
of technical processing of the library Books, since two 
different editions of own classification scheme aie 
being followed since the last 10 years. In this context 
also to decide the cataloguing procedure of books in 
Indian languages which are now being catalogued in 
an understanding dised Roman script. 

12. Any other matter which the Committee may consider 
impig-es on the proper functioning and development 
of the library’. 

The Committee may devise its own procedure for eliciting 
information, opinions and view from the various categories of 
users of the library.

(7) The Syndicate took up for consideration the matter relating 
to the fixation of dates of commencement of the supplementary exa- 
minations 1979 of the University. 

In this connection, it was pointed out that the students who 
had the back-log of papers of First Year and/or Second Year were 
also allowed admission to the Third year course of the University 
as a special case whereas the existing provisions of 0.86-A do not 
permit admission of such candidates to Third Year Class as have not 
cleared all the papers of First Year.

(8) The Syndicate considered a request received from the Law 
Students for postponement of the Law examinations from 2nd July, 
1979 to 20th July, 1979 and to provide a gap of four days after every 
paper. 

In this connection the Syndicate also took into consideration 
the contents of D.O. Letter No. PA/DCE/Exam.79/106 dated the 
I5th June, 1979 received from the Director, College Education con- 
veying the opinion of Principals of various affiliated colleges based on 
the consensus of the students of their respective colleges regarding 
dates of Law E.\amination 1979. {Vide Appendix-ll). 

The Vice-Chancellor also apprised the Syndicate that various 
groups of students have met him several times and have placed their 
view points regarding dates of Law examinations while some other 
students were insistently demanding to hold the Law examinations 
from the schedule date viz, 2nd July, 1979.

Interim Report of the Rajasthan Unirersity Lihrarr 
Reriew Committee 


The members of the Raje^than University Libi-ary Review 
Committee have unanimously agreed to make the following interim 
report in response to the request received from the University : 

1. The Rajasthan University Libraiy system should be 
treated as a uniSed whole and should be placed under the over all 
technical supervision and control of the University Librarian (who 
has also been designated as Director, University Libraries). The 
sv’stem will consist of the Central, Departmental and the four 
‘Campus Libraries' (College Libraries). Tfe administrative control 
of the four ‘Campus Libraries' ! College Libraries) will, remain, as 
at present, with the respective Deans of University Studies/ 
Directors and that of the Central Library with the University 
Librarian. 

2, Keeping in view the quantum work, etc., we recommend 
that the post of the ‘College Librarian’ should be redesignated as 
that of ‘Assistant Librarian’ (Professional Junior) in the grade 
prescribed by the U.G.C. which is at present Rs. 40'.'-iO-8' 0-:^950 
the qualifications of the Assistant Librarian (Professional Junior) 
should also be the the same as prescribed by the U.G.C. 

3, The Central Library is at present very much under 
staffed and, therefore, as an interim measure, at least four more 
posts of Assistant Librarians (Professional Juniors) should be 
immediately created to handle the various sections of the Library 
generally on the lines indicated by the Ranaanathan Committee of 
the U.G.C. 

4. The Committee feels that it should be possible for the 
University to meet the recommendations made above without 
much financial outlay.

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The Controller of Examinations also apprised -the Syndicate 
the view points of various student leaders of the University Depart- 
ment and Local Colleges as communicated by Prof. M.C, Jain ‘Kagzi’ 
Dean, Faculty of Law, vide his letter dated the 14th June, 1979. 

During the course of deliberations a crowd of students 
surrounded the building of the Vice-Chancellor’s Secretariat and 
shouted slogans demanding postponement of law examinations and 
created disturbances to exart pressure on the Syndicate.

Having deliberated the matter at length and from all angles, 
the Syndicate resolved that the Law Examinations of 1979 be held 
from the scheduled date i.e. 2nd July, 1979 and a notification to this 
effect be published in newspapers for general information of the 
students. 

Resolved further that all possible steps be taken by the Univer- 
sity at all levels to ensure that the examinations are held from the 
scheduled date in a peaceful manner and the law & order is main- 
tained at the various examination Centres. It be made clear to the 
students that in case of any boycott no fresh examination will be held 
under any circumstance.

U) The minutes of the meeting of the Board of Inspection held 
on the Isf June, 1978 were confirmed. 

(2) The Board approved the panel of Inspectors for the session 
1979-80 in terms of S.31{A) of the University Hand Book Pt. II and 
authorised the Vice-Chancellor to make some additions/corrections 
pointed out in the meeting itself and observed that in case any other 
corrections are brought to notices, this may be made in the panel 
{Annexure I). 

This was further resolved that only these teachers be appointed 
as Inspectors have a minimum of 15 years teaching experience, 
out of which at least 5 years should be of Post-graduate classes, pann- 
el be prepared accordingly till than the present pannel be in force 
and step be taken to ammend the related ordinances accordingly.

Annual Report of the University Library, 1973-74 


During the year 1973-74 the Library made all round 
progress. The most important achievement was the full utilisation 
of Ae U.G.C. grants received for the purchase of books and 
journals in various subjects during the Fourth Five Year Plan 
period. Another significant development of the year had been the 
opening of the new Research Hall for the use of Research Scholars 
and Teachers of the University. By opening this hall the Research 
Scholars and Teachers have now separate quiet area where they 
sit and study and w’ork without any disturbance. 

Finances ; 

During the year there has been some increase both in the 
total grant for the purchase of books and journals as also in the 
total budget of the library. Against a total budget provision of 
Rs. 6,55,000 during the year 1973-74. As regards the grant for the 
purchase of books the "University provided a sum of Rs. 3,27,500 
for the year 1972-73, financial year against a sum of Rs, 2,80,500 
for the year 1972-73 out of the University’s own funds. In addition 
to the adhoc grant worth Rs. 3,00,000 received from the U.G.C. 
for the purchase of books and journals to be utilised by 30th June, 
1973, the University also received another adhoc’ grant of Rs. 
80,000 in the month of Nov., 1973. This grant too was fully utili- 
sed by the end of fourth plan. The Lirary also utilised the spill 
over of the grants allotted for steelshehing and for appointment of 
additional staff of the Fourth Five Year Plan period, on purchase 
of books and journals. 

Though the University has increased the total grant for the 
purchase of books and journals for the University Library, yet this 
increase has been negativated because of the steep increase in the 
cost of subsription of the periodicals as well as in the cost of books 
etc. The allotment made by the University out of its own funds 
specially for science subjects is not suflacient even to meet the 
annual cost of the subscription of their respective journals. With 
the imposition of 15% compulsory cut on all the grants of the 
University as well as non-receipt of any book grant from the 
U.G.C. for the Fifth Five Year Plan period so far, it has become 
impossible to maintain the present inflow of books and journals for 
the University Library. It is feared that in case of efforts are not 
made to obtain additional grants both from the U.G.C. as well as 
from the State Government for acquiring the much needed books 
and journals, it may adversely affect the teaching as well as the 
Research work in the University. 
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deficiencies and implementing the suggestions made by the Inspectors 
under intimation to the State Government and (ii) the Vice-Chance- 
llor be authorised to appoint fresh Inspectors for the periodical ins- 
pection of the remaining three colleges for the year 1977-78. 

(9) The Board considered tlie recommendations of the sub Co- 
mmittee appointed under sec., 24J. of University Hand Book PuH 
regarding entertaining the applications received for opening New 
Colleges/New faculties/Subjects. (Annexure-Vll). 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations of the 
committee be accepted subject to the following modifications. 

Where-ever there are higher Secondary Schools, no new 
application be given for opening of P.U.C. classes. Also in such 
cases extension ofpresent classes be also withdrawn from the session 
79-80. Arising out of this the application of H.E. evening College, 
Kota and Sophia College, Ajmer for P.U.C. classes be not enter- 
tained. 


The Board also resolved that the Colleges which have not 
fulfilled the requirements of (i) Depositing of 10% of the endorsement 
fund amount in the joint account of the Registrar and the manage- 
ment and (ii) have not appointed qualified and duly selected staff and 
are unable to do so by 30th June, 79 be not permitted to make admi- 
ssion in 1st year and previous classes for the session 79-80.

Central Litraiy relations ■nith other Library Collections 
of the University 


It was in 1964 that the University conferred an additional 
designation of the ‘Director of Libraries’ on the University 
Librarian. However, the aim and the purpose for which this 
additional designation was given was not spelt out. It remains un- 
defined till today. 

It would be, therefore, desirable to consider ; 

1. V*1iat may be the duties and the responsibilities attached 
to this additional responsibility. Modalities by which 
these may be performed may be clearly defined. 

2. VtTiether it would be desirable to re-designate it as the 
‘Dean of Libraiy' Service’ in the light of a total Libvarv* 
sv’stem which the Review Committee may visualise, and 
in the context of the academic situation in our campus, 
currently. 

^ In this context it may not be out of place to mention that in 
the Universitv’ set up, as at present, there are no more any consti- 
tuent colleges. There are faculty in the sub-compuses. Arising 
out of this, there ought to be one librarv’ system which should be 
constituted fay bringing all professional ifbraiy workers in the 
employ of the University into one consolidated service in the same 
manner as are the teachers in a particular subject. 

In passing, it may be remarked that the present designation 
of those at the helm of affairs in sub-campuses Libraries as 
‘College Librarian’ is a misnomer. How can thereby ‘College 
Libraries' when the University is no more nmning any colleges. 

These four posts need therefore to properly be re-designated. 

It is also for consideration whether : 

1. the budget for the whole librarv’ system should be 
mapped out in the budget book at one place; 

2. whether there ought to be central acquisition of books 
and periodicals for the whole system; 

3. whether there ought to be central processing of all such 
material acquired according to one uniform scheme of 
classification and cataloguing for the whole system. 

4. whether a union catalogue of all the holdings of 
publications in all such libraries be maintained at one 
central place;

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do not favour strengthening this category of staff and would 
suggest that on an average only two additional posts of Book- 
attendants be created every year, which should be commensurate 
with the quantum of work. Keeping in view the nature of work 
which the book-attendants in the library perform we recommend 
that they be given the highest grade in class IV category 

The above mentioned recommendations in regard to staff 
requirements are being made to ensure efficiency in existing library 
services. In case, however, additional recommendations obout 
new schemes are approved by the University authorities, the staff 
requirements will have to be correspondingly reassessed. 

, Pn^vision of full-time Carpenter md electrician: We recom- 
mend that the Central Library should have full-time carpenter and 
electrician. If for any administrative reasons these posts cannot be 
created in the regular budget of the University Library, arrange- 
ment should be made to ensure that full-time carpenter and 
electrician are deputed for continuous duty at the University library 
from out of the establishment of the University Engineer. 

4. REQUIREiMENTS REGARDING SERVICE CONDITIONS : 

We now turn to examine more important aspects pertaining 
service conditions : 

Residential Accommodation : Looking to the fact that the 
Central library is the only unit of the University that functions upto 
9 pm. throughout the year (and considering the demand that the 
library be kept open til! late in the night), it is necessary that such 
members of the library staff as are usually required to perform 
duties in the second shift, be provided residential quarters on the 
campus. 

Internal Promotion Policy : The committee is of the opinion 
that for the professional staff, promotions could be considered 
upto the level of Technical Assistants only. The post of Asstt. 
Librarian and above should be filled by open advertisement. 

Kevision of Grades : The University has referred to us two 
representations : one from the librarians of constituent colleges and 
the other from the Technical Assistants in the University Central 
Library. The former has already been dealt with in our interim 
report and we understand that the same has since been imple- 
mented. In regard to the latter we recommend that the pay scale 
of Technical Assistants be upgraded to that of Rs. 275-20-375-25- 
650 (University Grade No. 16). Arising out of the above, we also 
recommend that the grade of Jr. Technical Assistant be upgraded 
as under : 

Rs. 250-15-300-320-450 (Uuiv. Grade No. 13) 
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The Review Committee may make definite recommendation 
in regard to quantum of staff and the level of salary' in which it 
may be appointed and the recurring yearly expenditure that should 
be budgeted for the operation of the Xerox service. 

Arising out of this, the Committee may also lay down 
principals on which this service would operate and the charges to 
be recovered for rendering this service. In this connection enquiries 
were made from the following three Institutions where this service 
is at present being given ; 

(1) Punjab Agricultural University Library, Ludhiana. 

(2) Punjabi University Library, Patiala. 

(3) Nehru Memorial Museum and Library, New Delhi. 

The Punjab Agricultural University Library, Ludhiana do 
not care for any profit or loss for this service. They also have 
informed that the ‘economics’ of this service have never been 
worked out. However, they do exercise some restraint in not 
taking up xerox copies of such documents as are not of academic 
nature. The prescribed charge is Re. 1/- for the first two pages 
and 50 paise for the subsequent two pages. 

(2) In Punjabi University, Patiala, xerographic seix’ice is 
subsidized upto the extent of 50% by the University. Their 
charges for xeroxing work are as follows : — 

For research and study materials 
required by students, bonafide 
research works and teachers. 25 paise per flash 

For Departmental work. 50 paise per flash 

For out-siders and for non- 
research materials. Rs. 3.00 each for the first two 

flashes and Rs. 2.00 each for 
the subsequent flashes. 

(3) In Nehru Memorial Museum and Library this service is 
given on ‘no profit no loss basis’. Roughly speaking, their charges 
more or less cover the expenses incurred by them on preparing 
xerox copies and their prescribed charges per print for this service 
are as follows ; — 

First copy Re. 1. 00 

Subsequent three copies Re. 0.25 per copy. 

In case it is felt that the University should offer this service 
on ‘no profit no loss basis’, then the charge prescribed by Nehru 
Memorial Museum and Library would be a feasible one. If a 
subsidy is to be granted, then either the charge prescribed by the 
Punjab Agricultural Library, Ludhiana or the I^njabi University 
Library, Patiala will have to be accepted.

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ANNEXURE— XXI 

Microfilming Division of the Library 

In February 1970 the University Library submitted a scheme 
to the University for setting up a non-script Department. As a 
part of that scheme, it was suggested that the University Grants 
Commission may be approached to sanction moneys so that the 
Library could acquire microfilm camera and other necessary equip- 
ment to enable it to borrow manuscripts from libraries both in 
India and abroad and take out the microfilm copy for its own 
use. 


The scheme was accordingly sent to the Commission and the 
same was accepted when the Commission sanctioned a sum of 
Rs. 1 ,90,000 for purchase of microfilm equipment and a sum of 
Rs. 53,000 towards staff salary. The following staff stand 
sanctioned from out of this above grant ; — 

( 1 1 Microfilming Technician in the grade of 
Rs. 225-15-345-20-525. 

(2) One Dark Room Assistant in the grade of 
Rs. 150-8-190-10-210-15-330. 

(t) One Trained Assistant in the grade of 
Rs. 110-5-150-8-200-10-230. 

An order for the purchase of Zeiss Documator Microfilm 
Recorder ‘DA — Y' was placed with M/s C.Z. Instruments (India) 
Private Ltd., Bombay and the equipment in eight big cartons has 
since been delivered and at present lying in the library un-opened. 
The University Engineer has been requested to air-condition a 
small portion in the extension part of the library so that the_ whole 
equipment w'Ould be properly installed. The work on this is in 
progress. 

While UGC has sanctioned the purchase of the equipment 
and also for staff that w’ould operate it, there is no provision for 
the consumables. The University was requested to provide an 
ad-hoc sum so that the Unit could be put in operation with effect 
from 1st April, i973. It is understood that an ad-hoc sum of 
Rs. 10,000 has been provided in the budget for the year 1973-74 for 
this purpose. 

Proper consideration is now to be given as to how best to 
put this equipment to use. It is understood that an identical 
equipment is at present functioning in Nehru Memorial Museum 
and Library. That organisation has chalked out a very ambitious 
programme which include microfilming of several back volumes of 
important Indian dailies whose additional microfilmed copies are

Proposal Regarding Change over from Ed. 3 to Ed. 6 
of Colon Classification. 

A 

•At present we are using two difierent editions of Colon 
Classification (c.c.) in the University Librarj’. C.C. edn. 3 is being 
used for classiKing books and c.c. edn. 6 for reports, Abu Collec- 
tion material andT the documentation work. It is necessar)' that 
only the latest edition of c.c. be used for classifying all the docu- 
ments in our library. The following points are relevant in this 
context. 

1. C.C. ed. 3 issued in 1950 has become quite out-of-date. 

2. The difference between the 3rd and 6th editions of 
c.c. is not only of connecting sjTnbols but is also of ultimate 
class numbers. 

3. At present only one member of the library staff has 
had this formal training in this edition contact with c.c. edn. 3. 
All other technical hands have had their training in c c. edn. 6. 

4. The two or three copies of c.c. edn. 3 which are avil- 
able in the librarj' are in a very poor physical condition. 

5. Persons who are involved in the classification work of 
books and as well as of microdocuments, always remain under 
mental stress because of the fear that they may use c.c. edn. 6 in 
place of c.c. edn. 3 and vice versa. 

6. Sooner or later w’e will have to switch over to c.c. 
edn. 6/7. The delay will merely add to the quantum of rectifica- 
tion work and make the task more complex, time-consuming and 
costh'. 


The issues to be decided are : 

( i ) Should the Library switch over to one uniform 
classification scheme, as per the method described 
hereafter under ‘B’ ? (A review of the situation 
prevailing in this regard in our sub-Campus Libraries 
too may be considered. 

( ii ) What separate set up would be necessary, so that 
the switch over is effected in the minimum possible 
duration, smoothly and economically.

3. A separate catalogue cabinet (24 drawers) be used for 
keeping the catalogue cards of the books classified according to cc. 
ed. 6/7. A notice to this effect be placed on this catalogue. In 
the beginning it should hold the classified (main) cards and the 
alphabetical (additional) cards as well, 

(a- Addition cards for ‘TS’, ‘RS’, ‘OP', ‘RP’, ‘SC\ 

‘RB’ be filed in the existing additional catalogues. 

Separate arrangement would not be worth the cost. 

4 While changing the call number of the books, necessary 
corrections are also to be made in the Accession Register. 

5. Accession numbers of the books classified according to 
c.c. ed. 6/7 should be underlined at all the places i.e. catalogue 
cards. Book Ticket and Date Label etc. This is necessary for easy 
distinction between the books classified according to c.c ed. 3 and 
C.C. ed. 6/7. A new sequence mark will not serve the purpose since 
books classified according to c.c. ed. 6 will be available under 
different sequences also (e.g. ‘RB’, ‘ RS’ etc.) 

6. Now' that a preview of c.c. ed. 7 is available and there 
are a few new classes or some minor shiftings or some new 
numbers of the existing classes we may also take notice of them. 
W''e should accept the schedule of main classes and geographical 
divisions of c.c. ed. 7. The new techniques ( ed. 7 ) of coining the 
class numbers cannot be adopted at this stage. 

7. We need not adopt the technique of mother country, 
favoured country, favoured language and favoured system of philo- 
soph}’ while coining the class number but w’e should continue to 
use the technique of favoured language in coining the book number 
i.e., we should treat English as a favoured language since the 
language of most of the books in this library is English. 

8. If any local variations are made they should be noted 
down in a note book to be maintained for this purpose. 

9. Class Index cards should be prepared in duplicate, the 
duplicate cards to be kept in alphabetical order in the Technical 
Section for ready reference for the classifier and the cataloguer. 

10. Consistency in call Numbers and cataloguing should 
always remain our guiding principle. 

11. A roster of transliterations in Roman of non-roman 
scripts in use in this Library should be got standardized for use in 
Technical work.

Stock Taking 

In Principle periodical stock-taking of a librarj' is desirable 
because it enables the authorities to know the health of the librapr, 
how many books have been lost, how many misplaced or mis- 
shelved, how many need binding and repairs, how many have been 
mutilated, how many have not been used at all and how many 
need to be weeded out and so on. If stock-taking is done intelli- 
gently and eSciently it would enable the library to take a N-eiv' 
lively and dj-namic %'iew itself. 

However, this is possible if the number of volumes in a 
collection is say upto 30,000 books. As the number increases 
beyond that figure, periodical stock-taking becomes not only increa- 
singly difficult but also a self-defeating process. As and when the 
number exceeds a hundred thousand N^olumes the exercise becomes 
so big as to throw the entire librarv’ system out of gear. The cost 
then too of conducting a stock taking becomes exhorbitant and the 
exercise becomes well nigh uneconomical. Besides, during the 
period of stock taking the library has to well nigh remain closed 
and thus the verx- purpose of running a library during that period 
stands defeated. It is, therefore, that most large sized libraries do 
not undertake the avoidable luxuiy’ of a periodical stock-taking. 

As far as books that are added during the course of a year 
or the previous year, various auditors who come and inspect 
accounts, do sample checking to satisfy themselves that whatever 
pajnnents were made for books purchased did actually arrive in the 
library'. It is the retrospective checking of stock that we are 
considering here. 

Our University library by now holds about 2,00,000 volumes 
and one cannot visuah'se a periodical/complete stock taking of such 
a huge collection. It would require an army of staff coupled with 
the closure of library' for some months. Es'en then one doubts 
whether the w'ork could be completed efficiently. It is a matter 
of recent memory' that Delhi University' Library* recently under-took 
stock taking of its books for the first time after shnting down the 
library for some months and the press reports were that about 
25,000 to 50,000 books were found allegebly missing. Though the 
University' authorities used punch card techniques fbr fee^g them 
in rile University computer, the final stock taking report is not yet 
forthcoming even though more than two years have passed since 
this exercise was undertaken. It is doubted w'hether one would 
e\-er fourtfacome. 

In this University* a proposal has been mov'ed by a member 
of Syndicate riiggesting that stock-taking be regularly done. In

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report of stock taking could then be prepared every 
fifth year. 

(3) Another alternative to find out the health of the Library 
could be to do random sample stock checking ever}' year. 
The Head.of ^e Department of Statistics of the Univer- 
sity could be approached to supply 1000 random 
numbers which should lie between No. 1 and the last 
accession number of the records. He may depute/nomi- 
nate one person of his Department (say a Lecturer) to 
supervise the checking of these numbers, randomly 
selected by him and in this he may be assisted by the 
internal auditors of the University and one member 
from the library staff. A report then could be prepared 
which could give indication about the extent of losses 
mutilations, misplacements etc., etc., in the library and 
remedial measures could be devised depending upon the 
nature and contends of the report received. 

In any case, whatever alternative is decided upon, we should 
very clearly define first what objectives do we hope to achieve in 
undertaking a chosen t}'pe of stock-taking. It would help greatly if 
we proceed at the very outset on the assumption that any type of 
stock-taking would naturally reveal that some losses have taken 
place. This happens inescapably in libraries of all sizes, all over 
the tvorld even in those libraries where there is closed access. It 
would be worthwhile therefore to consider straightaway what prac- 
tical remedial measures ought to be devised and implemented by the 
library so as either to halt or reduce such losses by way of delibe- 
rate theft or surreptitious mutilation. Secondly whatever be the 
mode or size of stock-taking ( if any ) which is decided upon we 
should first weigh very carefully whether the advantages -that are 
expected to result w'ould be commensurate with the costs, both 
tengibie and intengible which would incurred thereon.

If the resources 
of the University permit we would like that this service be subsi- 
dised to the tune of 50%. • The matter may be referred to the 
Post-graduate Wing Library Committee. 


List of Additions : The University library at present issues 
about 150 copies of the “Weekly list of additions” made to the 
library in cyclostyled form. {Annexure XXII). A copy goes to 
all the Heads of the University Departments, Principals of afiiliated 
colleges and such other institutions in Rajasthan as ask for it. In 
view of the rising cost of cyclostyling it would be economically 
viable to print such lists. The postal authorities, under the rules, 
allow concessional mailing rates for this type of material. 

The University library has a printing plant of its own and, 
therefore, this change over to printing should not be inconvenient. 
We recommend that such a list should be issued atleast once a 
month. ^ 

Children's Library : The Um'versity library has been running 
a Children's Library since 14 November, 19^4.^ This library is at 
present accommodated in a separate hall with independent entra- 
nce and exit and is furnished with two bath rooms — one for girls 
and one for boys. Admission to this library is open to all children 
of the city. The library is kept open for two hours every evening. 
On Sundays it is open in the morning. 

The University has ear-marked Rs. 2500/- for purchase of 
books for this library. The library possesses about 6000 books, 
almost equally divided in Hindi and in English. Children are 
entitled to draw books on a permanent deposit of Rs, 5/- and an 
annual subscription of Rs. 2/-; or a quarterly subscription of Re I/-. 
For reading on premises no fees are charged.

7. The minimum qualiScations for teachers required to 
leach Hindi, English, H.LC.C. and Mathematics will be 
the same as prescribed for the teachers of these sub- 
jects under the faculties of Arts and Science. 

8. For appointment to the post of a Degree Head, a per- 
son must possess either Ph.D./.M Phil./M.Litt. or First 
class Master of Commerce degree and at least 4 years 
experience of teaching degree classess. For appointment 
as Post-graduate Head, a person must possess Ph.D./ 
M Phil./M.Litt or first class Master's degree and at 
least 5 years experience of teaching degree and/or post- 
graduate classess. Experience of teaching the papers of 
Hindi English Mathematics under the compulsory group 
will not qualify for appoi.ntment as Head of degree/ 
Post-graduate Deptt. However persons who are already 
holding a substantive appointment in a College, will 
be governed by the old rules for the purpose of promo- 
tion to Head-ship of a degree and/or Post-graduate 
Deptt. in a College. In special cases the Vice-Chancellor 
may allov/ relaxation in the qualification required of a 
person for being appointed as Head of Degree/Post- 
graduate Department. 

IV. FACULTY OF LAW 


A. For Lectures : 

Good academic record vrith at least a second class (with a 
minimum of 50% marks) LL.M- degree (two years course of an 
Indian Universit}' obtained as a regular full time student) or an 
equivalent degree of a foreign University. 
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subsequently finalised by two full-time members of staff, a Techni- 
cal Assistant and a Book-Attendant. This staff was sanctioned for 
setting up a clipping section in the Centra] Library. They are 
being^utilised for this project as it> was found that they could not 
manage the vast task of clipping owing to their limited numerical 
position. In addition, their present assignment of documentation 
incorporates clipping work in a limited manner. 

About two years back, the University had set up a Commi- 
ttee to look into the working of Index India project under the 
Chainnanship of Prof. G. C. Pande. The report of the Committee 
was considered by the Syndicate which set up another Committee 
under Prof G. S. Sharma. The report of these Committees along 
with a full note pertaining to Index India is available in the 
minutes book of the Rajasthan University (V, L-A January 1972 
to June 1972 — pp. 305-317). A persual of these minutes shows 
that the anticipated cost of running Index India as an independent 
unit is likely to exceed Rs. one lakh. The Pande Committee recom- 
mended in this context that the University should create only three 
full-time posts in its regular budget with effect from I-4-I972 
as under : 

1. One Documentalistin the grade of Rs, 700 — 1250 

2. One Asstt. Documentalist in the grade of Rs. 400—950 

3. One LDC in the grade of Rs. 110—230 

The G.S. Sharma Committee which reviewed the recommen- 
dations of the Pande Committee accepted the above recommenda- 
tion with a proviso that “ 50% expenditure on the documentation 
(Index Indian unit shall be met out of the Index India funds and 
50% shall be borne by the University out of the State plan funds.'* 
However, Later the Finance Committee declined to bear 50% of 
this expenditure out of the University funds. 

The Syndicate, thereafter, resolved to set up a Managing 
Committee to take over-all charge of Index India Project At 
present the following are the members ot the Managing Committee :

We feel that this project must continue. One way to keep it 
running is to identify the quantum of work to be assigned on rate- 
contract basis, which may than be permitted *to such members of 
the staff of the library as volunteer to do the job outside their office 
hours. However, at least two full-time persons should be provided 
to ensure a coordination and consolidation. One way to implement 
this suggestion would be to accept in full the original recommenda- 
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LL B. degree or ofScers holding equivalent position in 
industry v-ith at least 10 years standing in the field, and 
haNing LL.M. degree or practising lavA’ers of" at least 
10 y^s standing with professional experience in 
Labour Lavrs having LL.B. degree. 

6. Whole time teachers for Post-graduate Diploma course 
in Criminology and Criminal Administration must, in 
addiuoD, possess specialisation in Criminal law at the 
LL.M. examination or should have two years experince 
of Criminal Law. Part-time teachers for this Diploma 
course may be police Officers not below the rank of 
Deputy Superientendent or medical men possessing 
2vI.B.,B.S, degree or duly qualified Hand exiting Experts 
of at least 10 years standing in the field with LL.B. 
degree or practising lawj'ers of at least ten years 
standing with professional experience in criminal law 
having LL.B. degree or Judicial Officers not below the 
rank of Assistant Sessions Judge. 

7. In the case of a candidate already in employement in a 
College on the date on which these amended 
provisions have come into force, the aforesaid quali- 
fications can be relaxed but they shall in no case be 
immediately before these amended prorisions come into 
force.

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The Committee also took into consideration various 
communications received from the UGC, Director of College 
Education & some Faculty Members. 

Accordingly, the Committee reviewed the minimum quali- 
fications for appointment of teachers in the University Teaching 
Deptts. in the Faculty of Commerce (including Institute of 
Management), Faculty of Law and Faculty of Education laid 
down in the 0.141 B and 0.14 1C of the University Hand Book 
Part — II. The Committee also reviewed the minimum qualifications 
for teachers in the various faculties in the Colleges affiliated to 
the University of Rajasthan as laid down in 0.65 of the Univer- 
sity Hand Book Part— II. 

The Commitee recommends that (i) 0.14! B and 0.141c 
laying down minimum qualifications for appointment of teachers 
in the University Teaching Departments in the Faculty of 
Commerce (including Institute of Management), Faculty of Law 
and Faculty of Education be revised as given in Amexure—I 
and 0.65 laying down minimum qualifications for teachers in 
affiliated colleges be revised as given in Amexure — 11. 

The Committee further recommends as under : — 

1 . The words ‘any of' occuring in the para below Expla- 
nation of the qualifications prescribed for University 
teachers/Research Associates in the Faculties of 
Humanities'Social Sciences and Science under para 
commencing with the words ‘Provided further' in sub- 
clause (ii) between the words ‘an average of 60% marks, 
and in the two examinations prior to Master’s degree' 
be deleted. It is being recommended in view of the 
U.G.C. guidelines where average of only two exami- 
nations prior to Master’s degree is to be taken into 
consideration.

at Jaipur and Kota and efforts are on way to acquire one at Ajmer. 
We recommend that during the Fifth Plan the University should 
pursuade the UGC to establish three additional centres al Alwar, 
Bikaner and Bharatpur. 

Mobile Libraf'y Service : We would also recommend that 
the UGC may be asked to sctnction the establishment of a mobile 
library service to supplement the [ibrary service of affiliated colleges 
situated within a radius of ISO Jalometres from Jaipur. For that 
a mobile library van with accessories v/ould be needed, which 
would cost one lakh rupees, with a recurring grant of Rs. 10,000/- 
per annum. The over-all supervision of the centres and the mobile 
library service should be the responsibility of the Director of 
Universit}^ libraries. 

Unesco Club : At the suggestion of the Ministry of Education 
Government of India, the University Library had set up some 
years back a ‘UNESCO CLUB' in the University Library. The 
Ministry of Education sends literature pertaining to the UNESCO 
activities, notices regarding employment opportunities all over the 
world and other materials for display and record. It is recom- 
mended that a separate comer be earmarked for this activity and 
that the person in-charge be given token allowance. Effort may 
also be made to get the University Library recogm'zed as a reposi- 
tory of the U.N.O. 

Departmental Faculty and Hostel Libraries : To ensure 
proper and effective use of text-boolcs, rightly in demand, v/e 
would recommend that students of the departments be served 
within the respective departments. To facilitate that service 
multiple copies of text-books (subject-wise) should be transferred 
to the departments where the heads may ensure that their use is 
maximised. The Central Library should, hov/ever, continue to 
have ‘counter’ service of text-books and books of reference. 

We recommend that there should be faculty libraries for 
each of the faculty building, where suitable accommodation should 
be provided to keep and service basic books and journals to 
students and teachers. These libraries may function only during 
the normal working hours of the faculties concerned. Minimum 
staff required for one shift will have to be provided. The book 
stock can be drawn from the Central Librarv^ in order to keep the 
expenses on this system within reasonable limits. 

With the winding up of Chhatra Sadan (hostel) the collection 
of books and reading material attached to that hostel should be 
made available to residents of different hostels. Wardens of 
respective hostels should be incharge of these proposed units with 
the help and co-operation of inmates.

Air-conditioning : It is suggested that at least two reading 
halls and one stack hall (out of the eight that we have at present) 
should be air-conditioned (Annexure XXIII), Such reading halls 
would facilitate serious students, researchers and . teachers. The 
stack when air-conditioned would be used to store valuable publi- 
cations, out-of-print and rare material, manuscripts and other 
fragile and costly material. The cost of air-conditioning for each 
of these two units will be approximately Rs. 5 lakhs. 

The present arrangement whereby ‘khas tattas’ are installed 
during summer for two reading halls involves substantial recurring 
cost and yet it is a futile exercise in view of shortage of water 
University Engineer's letter No. 872 of 22-5-74. 

Building up of Rajastnani Collection : The Review Committee 
feels that to promote research activities in the University, the Rajas- 
than University Library should build up various area studies collec- 
tions. This library should invariable start by building up a very 
strong collection on Rajasthan. It should endeavour to acquire a copy 
of all relevant published rhaterial on Rajasthan in all the languages 
adequately supplemented by manuscripts, gramophone records, 
types of Rajasthan dialects, pictures, photographs and paintings so 
that it may become a true centre for study and research on the 
economics, politics, history, sociology, literature, language, culture, 
crafts and fine arts of Rajasthan.

Hindi Library : While the University Central library is

language in \^ch the books are written. 

The number of students opting for Hindi medium is likely 
to increase further in the near future. It would, therefore, be 
desirable that a separate unit be set up in the University Librar>' 
which would contain books exclusively of Hindi language, arranged 
Subject-wise, This will enable the students to derive maximum 
benefits and would also help the library to build up a well-balanced 
and all round collection in Hindi. The catalogue of this section 
should be maintained in the Devanagri script.

Text BookBank : keeping in view the fact that more and more stu- 
dents from weaker sections of the society are now entering the 
University and at a time when the prices^ of books, including terX- 
books, have been on the rise, it is desirable that the University 
should considar setting up a text-book bank where from such 
students as cannot afford to by their own text-books might get 
core text books on long term loan basis for a ful semester/tenn. 
This would mean that multiple copies of important text«books will 
have to be acquired. Rules of issue should be simplified so that 
mixmum use of these books is ensured. The University may get 
this ser\Tce started by making a provision for Rs. 1 Lakhs by way 
of non-recurring expenses and about Rs.25f)00l-by way of recurring 
expenses. Matching subsidy from the U.G,C, might also be pro* 
cured. This text-book bank should be located are convenient 
Place on the . campus. 

Printing of Catalo^e Cards : Since the University Library posse- 
sses a printing unit of its own, we recommend that the cataloguing 
work, at prasent type-written, should hereafter be printed. This

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always the case. This need deserves to be met on a priority basis. 

3. We found that there has been a spurt in mutilation of publi- 
cations and their pilferage. These have been done in several ways 
which need not be identified here. It is a deplorable reflection on 
the library users, whoever they might be, because it deprives genera- 
tions of lasting and effective use of precious reading material. 
The exit of the library should be adequately manned and thorough 
search of outgoing users should be made. Offenders must be given 
deterrent punishment by the University authorities concerned. 
This is a very serious problem and the University should take 
immediate and effective measures. 


4. Regular power failures, especially after sun-set, add to the 
problem listed under item 3 above. We suggest that the staff at 
the exit should be provided with powerful torches to perform their 
duty and frustrate any attempts at pilferage by outgoing users. 

5. If and when new courses/classes/sections are started, the 
library should be informed in good time of the likely increase m 
the number of students so that suitable additions to core text-books 
be made to avoid*]scramb]e for required books. 

6- While some of the problems of violation of disciplaine within 
the library should be resolved with effective enforcement of sugge- 
stions under item 1 above, we feel that it is necessary for membei^ 
of the library staff to take rounds regularly and inforce quiet and 
discipline wherever necessary.

We have also suggeste e 
that the text-book libraries be established in every dep rtm 
also a centralised book-bank for undergraduate and Ppst“graduaie 
students so that the needy students may be in a position to ra 

books for the entire term/semester on payment of a modest su . 

This would ease the inflow of users in the library. 


9. In view of large scale pilferage and multilation as reported 

to us, we have no hesitation in recommending that ‘controlled 
access' to library holdings be enforced in case of student-users. 
That would mean adequate attendent staff for expeditions procure- 
ment of requisitioned reading material and corresponding changes 
in procedure.

7. Technical Requirements : Reclassification and Recataloguing 
Technical Processing : 

The University Central library has been using since 1963 
two different editions of Colon Classification, part of its acquisi- 
tion is processed by edition 3 and part by edition 6. Edition 3, 
issued in 1953, is out-of-date its copies are not available in the 
market and only two members of the library staff know its opera- 
tion. Most of the present staff of the Central library are conversant 
with edition 6. 

We examined this problem in detail and recommend that the 
University library should switch over to one, uniform classification 
scheme. This would mean that the entire stock which is at present 
classified and catalogued according to edition 3 will have to be 
re-classified according to edition 6 and re-catalogued. This is a 
tira^onsuming task which will have to be completed over a period 
of time. ^ The methodology and relevant particulars in this regard 
are detailed in Amexure XXIV- 

This process of re-classification and re-cataloguing will 
naturally require additional staff as detailed here-under : 

1. One Assistant Librarian. 

2. One Technical Assistant. 

3. One Jr. Tech. Assistant, 

4. One Book Attendant. 


8. Requirements Pertaining to Furniture and Equipment : 

Particulars of furniture available and acquired during 1952- 
1973 are given as Annexure XXV, In the new extension part of 
the Central Library building there ate four new stacks of which two 
have so far been furnished with steel shelving and which have been 
fully utilised. The remaining two stBcks are lying bare. TTie 
library is adding about 12,000 volumes per annum. On an average 
20 books can be accommodated on one shelf. Thus 600 shelves 
are required per annum; that is, 3000 shelves for five years. 

In view of the above, we recommend that all the empty 
stacks in the new extended part of the library be provided with 
steel shelving. A sum of about Rs. 2,(?0,000/'- will be needed for 
this purpose. It is understood that the University has allocated a 
sum of Rs. 25,000/- for this purpose in the budget estimates for 
the year 1974-75. A similar yearly provision may be made 
here^ter till such lime that the stacks are fully furnished with steel 
shelving. In addition, 5% of the Central library budget for books 
and periodicals should be regularly ear-marked for purchase of 
steel shelving hereafter.

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from time to time, grant-wise. We were also told that a duplicate 
system of account is maintained in the Registrar's office. The 
latter may be elim nated to av nd meaningless duplication and to 
ensure economy. We also recommend that cheques for library 
purchases should be made out and forwarded by the library and 
these may continue to be signed by the Registrar or his deputy as 
hitherto. It would, therefore, be neces'»ary to open a separate 
bank account in the name of the library at the beginning of the 
financial year to which all the grants ear-marked for the year in 
the budget book in regard to library purchases may be transferred. 
This arrangement will ensure prompt payments to suppliers which, 
in turn, will ensure better service to the library. This arrangement 
would also enable the library to intimate to the suppliers/publi- 
shers, while forwarding the cheques, reasons why reductions, if 
any, ar,; made from their bills. This system of entrusting issuing 
of cheques to libraries is in vogue in many other Indian Univer- 
sities. It would be advisable to institute, in this context, internal 
audit to ensure expeditious work by the library. It was brought 
to our notice that timely subscriptions for journals have not 
always been made with the result that the supply would come to 
an abrupt stop and g^ps thus created in the holdings of journals 
could not be filled up. This type of situations will also be avoided 
if th: payments are to be made by the library with adequate 
checks as indicated above. 

Unspent library grants : 

It would be of lasting benefit if the University authorities 
explore the possibility whereby the unspent book grants of a 
particular year could be carried over to the grants of the following 
year. This would ensure that books grants need not lapse at the 
end of the year. 

Mode of grant allotment : 

At present subject-wise grants are allotted in the budget 
book for the purchase of publications which the concerned 
department may choose to have. We would suggest that here- 
after this grant be split up on the following pattern : 

1. Amount to be spent on pjyment of current subscription 
to journals. 

'2. Amount to be spent for purchase of new titles. 

3. Amount to be spent on multiple copies of text-books 
for use by students. 

4. Amount to be spent on purchase of back-volumes, 
m’crc-film^ etc.

In this context we would also like to quote the recommen- 
dation made by the National Seminar of University Librarians 
(1966) which resolved as follows ; 

‘‘A sample stock-taking be done annually on quinquinnial 
basis and normal loss of books be written oflf." 

The Library Committee of the Punjab University Library 
has resolved as under : 

‘‘Resolved that only sample stock-taking of mostly used 
books be taken in alternative years/' 

We accordingly recommend that : 

EITHER 

A random sample stock-taking be done every year in the 
months of June and July. The Head of the University department 
of Statistics may be requested to supply 1000 random numbers 
lying between S. No. 1 and the last number in the accession 
records. He may depute one lecturer of his department to do the 
checking. The internal auditors of the University and one mem- 
ber of the library staff should assist him. A report indicating the 
extent of losses, mutilations, misplacements etc,, should be 
prepared by him and submitted to the University Library Com- 
mittee which may consider and devise remedial measures depen- 
ding upon the nature and the contents of the rcporL The teacher 
may be suitably remunerated.

4. The subject wise distribution of students is lopsided and 
therefore unjust. In subjects like Sanskrit, Geography 
Economics and English the number of students fluctuates 
between 4 to 7 only whereas in subjects like commercial 
Practice and Book-keeping, History, Hindi, Civics, 
Social Studies, Maths, and General Science the number 
of students fluctuat as between 24 to 41 which is not 
desirable as it makes the real lecturer pupil ratio as 1 :4I. 
It is very strange to provide Commercial Faculty of 
22 students when there is not a single Lecturer of Com- 
merce made available throughout the session. Similarly 
to provide Science Faculty without two important 
subjects. Physics and Chemistry, nullifies the existance 
of Science Faculty itself. Moreover to admit 41 stu- 
dents in Science Faculty and to keep only two Science 
Lecturers (that two of Zoology and Maths) is basically 
unsound as Lecturer pupil ratio of 1:20 can hardly be 
justified. Instead of adjusting the subjects and students 
to the Lecturers available, lecturers should be made 
available as per subject demands. It is better to close the 
teaching subjects if the number of those who offer them 
do not exceed 4,6 and 7. Similarly there is no Lecturer 
other than the Principal himself who is M.A. in English 
and it is least expected from a Principal to teach as well 
as supervise English lessons. All these adversely affect 
practice teaching and as such rationalization of the 
staff and judicious determination of teaching subjects 
and intake in each is a must. 

5. Only a limited number of lessons of each candidate are 
supervised and not can present lessons. It is good 
however that the college is completing practice teaching 
in two rounds and also providing block-practice 
teaching. 

6 The location, structure and adequacy of the college as 
well as hostel buildings and of staff quarters are appre- 
ciably satisfactory. 

7 The condition of library, psychological Laboratorj', 
Audio-Visual equipment and of playgrounds facility is 
quite normal. 

8. The financial postition of the college is sound.

I am of the opinion that Dr. ‘ D.C. Gautam’s appointment 
as Micro-Analyst (Chemistry) should be held in abeyance till he 
is cleared in view of adverse remarks appearing in the Justice 
Jagat Narain Commission Report about his temporary 
appointment. 

Ref. Res. No. 13 of the minates of the meeting of the Syndicate : 

Regarding Ex-cadre promotions : 

I lodge my strong protest against the approach adopted 
towards ex-cadre promotions. The, approach, which is based 
exclusively on the interview performance ignoring the career, 
experience, academic and co-curri«uIar contributions, totally 
negates the spirit and content of the promotion Philosophy. It is 
not an objective but purely a subjective approach. 

Had it been objective, the tragic debacle in Chemistry 
Department would not have occurred. It is irreconcilable to 
think that out of six senior lecturers including some with excellent 
records have been found unsuitable for promotion on the bais of 
the so called INTERVIEWS. What a travesty ? 

I maintain that the seniority, academic achievements and 
co-curricular contributions should be given utmost weightage 
for promotion. The interview performance should constitute a 
very minor consideration. I, therefore, suggest that : 

( i ) The assessment of Chemistry Lecturers should be 
re-arranged by a properly constituted Assessment 
Committee with one expert only. 

( ii) If by-passed, the senior persons should be reassessed 
objectivelj'.

46. With the winding up of Chhatra Sadan (Hostel) the 
collection of books pnd reading material attached to 
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versity to offer me the facilities for study of this course 
since I do not hold a degree of Graduation in Commerce 
(B.Com.) 

(7) Inspite of my pointing out the various qualifications and 
working experience enumerated above, the concerned 
authorities have found themselves, for reasons best known 
to them, unable to relax the Pre-requisite of holding a 
B.Ccm. Degree. 

(8) Even the Indian Institutes of Management at Calcutta, 
Bangalore and Ahmedabad conduct on two years full 
time post-graduate courses on Management have only 
‘graduation in any subject’ as minimum qualification for 
admission. 

(9) I was under the impression that a post-graduate in any 
subject is usually considered mature enough to under- 
take study in any other subject at the post-graduate level 
and this is also the generally accepted policy and practice 
in various Universities. 

(10) In my case, not only have I am post-graduate degree, the 
degree is in a very related field, viz. Economics. A part 
from this, as mentioned, I have also passed Fellowship 
examination of Norottam Morarji Institute of Shipping 
where ‘Book-keeping and Accountancy’ was one of my 
subject. 

Moreover, I have wide experience of working and the 
holding responsible position in senior capacities in the 
Hindustan Steel and Steel Authority of India Ltd. 

(11) A person with all these qualifications and experience 
I do fell, should normally be considered quite fit to pur- 
sue a course of studies in Business Administration,- if 
this is not so, I am sure, you will kindly agree with me 
that this is a matter which should receive the attention 
of the University authorities. 

(12) If, due to absence of requisite authority, it has not been 
possible for the Directorate of Correspondence Courses 
to relax the qualifications pre-requisite to pursuance of 
post-graduate degree course in M.Com.-Business Admn. 
Stream, I am sure, considering the above factors, a special 
relaxation can be permitted in this instance and your 
goodself would, under residuaty pow'ers vested in you or 
otherwise, be kind enough to accept my case as fit enough 
for granting relaxation so that I can pursue the course 
in question.

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guidelines for the future development of the library be clearly laid 
down. To this end, the appointment of a Review Committee for 
the library is now very much over-due and I would request that 
you move the Vice-Chancellor to set up one, without any delay. 

In this contextion, It may be recalled that only a few years 
back the Delhi University performed such an excercise for its 
library. It invited an American expert. Prof. Carl White, lo do 
this task. I understand that the same University ha*? appointed 
another such committee very racently under Prof. Jhingran which 
is currently at the task. The Udaipur University too is engaged 
in a similar excercise. 

Such a Review committee for this library should assess 
both the qualitative and quantitative growth of the library during 
the past two decades and half and identify areas in which a phased 
progress commensurate with our resources may be made hereafter. 
Its brief should be suflSciently wide enough to enable it to go into 
all matters which would effect the proper and efficient growth, 
both in the immediate and the diatantffuture. 

Specifically the following terms of reference may be given 
to this Review Committee : ~ 

1. To identify weaknesses and lacunae in the present set- 
up and services of the library and to suggest remedial 
measures for them, 

2. To identify what further services the library ought to 
render in phased stages to its patrons and the suggest 
ways and means to be adopted to that end. (In this 
connection it may noted that the University has 
recently purchased a Xerox Machine and Microfilm 
equipment at a high cost which are yet (o be put to 
use). 

3. The advise as how the additional space now provided 
through the extension to library building be put to the 
best possible use. 

4. To evaluate the present staff structure and organisation 
its adequacy or otherwise, designations, grades and 
emoluments, internal promotion policy etc. of the 
library and to suggest means to ensure maximum job 
satisfaction in phice of growing frustrations which the 
staff at present seems to harbour. 

5. The advise regarding the policy to be pursued in stock- 
taking of publications in the library. It may be noted 
that since its inception no such exercise has been 
undertaken. 
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Three-year Degree Examinations for circulation among the members 
and, further, to call a meeting of the Committee of Courses for consi- 
deration and approval of the Syllabus. 

6. The Committee observed that at present there is no panel 
of examination. The Committee, therefore, authorised the Con- 
vener to prepare the panel of examiners in consultation with members. 

7. The Committee offered no comments on the report of 
examiners and question papers set for the examination of 1978. 

The meeting ended with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

3. The proposed new syllabus of M.Com. in the Paper: Foreign 
Trade Management (Optional Group in the Marketing Area) had 
been discussed and approved at the Workshop on Management, 
Education in 20th Century Indi^ organised by the Department of 
Business Administration, University of Rajasthan, Jaipur, in Decem- 
ber 1977. The said syllabus (copy enclosed) should be adop- 
ted by the Faculty, so as to be applicable from the Examination of 
1980. 

4. The scheme of M.Phil. in Business Administration, whether 
it is for regular students or research scholars or teachers, should 
include th&Ywictional areas’ of Business Administration/Management. 

Personnel Management should be one of the Papers of the 
M.Phil. scheme. Its syllabus is expected to cover Organisational 
Behaviour (w'hich is the paper at present, and needs be replaced, 
henceforward). The existing paper on ‘Histoiy' of Management 
Thought’ also covers the behavioural school and special study of 
prominent behaviourists like Chiris Argyris, Herzberg, Levitt. 

Marketing Management should be one of the papers of the 
M.Phil. scheme. Its syllabus is expected to cover ‘Economic and 

Business Policy’ (which is the paper at present, and needs be replaced 
hencefonvard). Marketing has to be taught in the background of 
prevailing economic and business environment. 

Hence, appropriately enough, the proposed substituted papers 
viz.. Personnel Management (for Organisational Behaviour) and 
Marketing Management (for Economic and Business Policy) are 
bound to be more beneficial to the M.Phil. students in Business- 
Administration, and should, therefore, be adopted by the Faculty 
so as to carry effect from the M.Phil. (Business Administration) 
Examination of 1980. The syllabi of the two Papers may be left to 
be framed in consultation with the subject-teachers and e.xperts in 
the respective areas. 

5. The students of M.Phil. (Business Administration), which 
is a pre-Ph.D. Course, obtain the degree even tvithout the theoretical 
knowledge of Research Methodology. It is rather funny that the 
candidates write dissertation without this background. 

It is suggested that the dissertation should be split into two 

parts. 


Part I should consist of a Paper on Research Methodology, 
and Part IT should consist of Dissertation.

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17. The Faculty considered the following suggestions made by 
the subject-teachers in Chemistry at their informal meeting held on 
the 29th March, 1979

The total number of microfilms as it stood on 30th June, 
1974 was 969. 

Microfiches ; 

The Library acquired a total number of 385 microfiches 
containers from M/s Inter Documentation Company, Switzerland. 
Some of these microfiches relate to the back volumes of journals 
which are important from the point of view of research. T^e total 
number of mircofiches containers as it stood on 30th June, was 607. 
The acquisition of these microfiches has helped to fill up the gaps 
of back volumes of journals to considerable extent. 

Theses : 

280 copies of theses were received from the office of the 
Resistrar bringing up to the total to 6614 at the end of the year.

Inter Library Loan : 

With a view to help the Research Scholars, the library 
procured 24 books from other libraries and institutions on Inter 
Library Loan basis and loaned out 43 books to various libraries in 
India. To and fro charges for procuring these books from other 
libraries are borne by the Research Scholars himself. This service 
is very much appreciated by the Research Scholars and other 
members of the library. 


Issue : 


During the year about 81,500 books of different subjects 
were issued to the members of the library for their home-reading. 
This figure shows that about 500 books were issued more than done 
last year. In addition the books placed in the Text book and 
Reserve Section were consulted about 1,76,000 times during the 
year. 


Xeroxing and Microfilming Service : 

^ With the installation of microfilming unit and . xeroxing 
machine the University library has started giving microfilming and 
xeroxing service to the members of the library . on a modest scale. 
This unit can start functioning properly only after appointment of 
qualified staff. 


Library Building and Equipment : 

With the completion of the first phase of the extension to the 
library building, the new research hall has been commissioned 
during the current year. The library has thus established a separate 
service point for the research scholars and teachers using this hall 
for their study purposes. It is proposed that all the research 
scholars who have been allotted seats in the research area adjacent 
to the first floor reading room and those who had been alloted 
research cabins will be shifted gradually to this new hall. A separate 
water cooler is also being installed in this area. The library is 
facing acute shortage of steel shelving. The situation can be eased 
only if the University funds money one source or the other for the 
purchase of steel shelving atleast for two new stacks of the library.

Xeroxing Service 

The University Grants Commission sanctioned a sum of 
Rs. 30,000 for purchase of Xerox machine as a central facih'ty. 
Accordingly the University placed an order for Majox 121 Kilbum 
Electrostatic Copier with M/s Macneill and Barry Ltd., New Delhi. 
This macnine which is manually operated has since been installed. 

Provisionally, the actual cost of this machine came to about 
Rs. 33,500, an additional expenditure of Rs. 3,500 on its acquisition 
which has been adjusted from some other grant made by the 
U.G.C 

Since this is entirely a new service, certain norms and 
principals for its operation will have to be laid down. 

Staff: 


To begin with a minimum of one person will be necessary to 
operate the machine. He will have to have an adequate training in its 
day-to-day operations. He need not be a competent one in locating 
any major faults or failures. This service could be entursted to the 
Central Workshop of the University. The Library on its own had 
sent a Book Attendant to Delhi at the factory of the manufacturers 
to get some basic training for that purpose. 

The University has been approached to sanction adequate 
staff to keep this service on going. It is understood that one post 
of Book Attendant is being created in the budget for the year 
1973-74. 

The machine works basically on exposure of selenium plate. 
The manufaturer has claimed that one plate can stand about 1500 
to 2000 exposures. But enquiries made from people who know it 
give a clue that 1000 workable sharp exposures is all that we may 
expect. 


Since the cost of the plate is about Rs. 500/-, one exposure 
would cost 50 paise; besides the life of the bulbs installed in the 
machine is limited one. Each bulb costs about Rs. 1 50/- and there 
are six of them in the machine. We also need charged black 
powder, superior cotton wool and other consumable items. 


Provisionally the University was approached to sanction a 
sum of Rs. 5,000/- recurring to meet these expenses. It is under- 
stood that an ad hoc provision of Rs. 3,000/- is being made in the 
Budget for 1973-74. 
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Medical College, Jodhpur to the effect that the First

Relevant records like log book for the use of machine and 
exposures made and other relevant accounts may be maintained by 
the person incharge of the machine. 

Following possible users are visualised : 

1. The University Library itself : 

(a) The library can use the xerox machine for replacing 
pages bladed out or mutilated from useful books and 
periodicals. 

(b) The library may xerox out material, on indent, by way 
of inter-library loan from other libraries. 

(c) The hbrary may xerox out manuscripts borrowed from 
other libraries and thus enrich its own collection. 

(d) The library may borrow out oflf-prints and rare material 
on Rajasthan and xerox it out and thus gradually build 
up a complete collection on Rajasthan. 

(e) The Library may xerox out important gaps in our 
holding. 

2. Departments :

This Library may extend it to a selective clipping service on certain 
specific topics so and a microfilm edition of all clippings on a topic 
be got made a unit and made available for.sale to Institutions and 
individuals in India and abroad. Prof. Rudolf feels that this would 
be a successful exercise. This needs to be explored. > 

The original intention wherefor the microfilm was acquired 
too may be borne in mind i.e. we may borrow important worth- 
while manuscripts in Sanskrit, Hindi, Pali, Persian, Urdu, 
Rajasthani etc. and microfilm them. We may keep one copy for 
the library and make additional copies for sale to interested 
parties. Similarly we may also extend the same treatment to rare 
and out of print material on Rajasthan and all other important 
subjects and areas of interest to University Library so that a 
complete and comprehensive collection in selected areas of acade- 
mic study gets developing in our University Library. 

It will be desirable to maintain a separate account for this. 
All moneys realised by sale may be maintained in a separate bank 
account so that we may know profit and loss that emerges out of 
this operation. A separate Committee may be appointed which 
may advise regarding proper functioning of this Unit. Besides 
the Professors of Sanskrit, Hindi and History, we should also have 
one nominee of the Director of Nehru Memorial Museum and 
Library so that in planning out the work to be done on this 
machine, we may collaborate and cooperate with that National 
Body. The University Librarian should be the Member-Secretary 
of this Committee and one senior person from the Library may be 
nominated by the Vice-Chancellor on the recommendation of the 
Librarian. Review Committee may also prescribe charges which 
may be recovered from microfilming work which may be done for 
various categories of applicants and for the various accounts of 
work for example academic, semi-academic and non-academic 
nature.

PROPOSAL REGARDING AIR-CONDITIONING OF THE 
UNIVERSITY LIBRARY BUILDING 

Jaipur being on the fringe of a desert, the cUmate is extremely 
hot from the beginning of March to end of October. During the 
four months of May, June, July and August, the heat is so severe 
that it is impossible to work during the course of the day. Since 
the library building is made mostly of stone, the radiated heat 
coupled with glare becomes so intolerable that it becomes impossi- 
ble to work for any length of time within the library premises. 

This year the University has sanctioned a sum of Rs. 2500/- 
from out of replacement fund to fix up Khas Tattas in the windows 
of one hall on the ground floor. This method is cumbersome and 
its success depends upon plentiful supply of water. Besides it is 
very noisy. 

Arising out of this, the only satisfactory and permanent 
solution would be to air-condition at least one reading hall of the 
library. The present Education Commissioner, Shri Mohinder 
Singh too is of this view. Many others endorse it. The examples 
of Punjab University Library, Kurukshetra University Library, are 
effectively cited, where this facility is available. 

The Review Committee may kindly give a close thought to 
this problem. The University Engineer may be requested to work 
out the non-recurring and recurring cost, and some concrete 
recommendation ought to be made in this matter. 

There is another problem which has defied solution so far. 
We have nr-w eight stacks with the roof height of about 8 feet only. 
The double set windows in the wall are such as do not allow 
eSective ingress and egress of wind. To add to this difficulty none 
of the stacks have been provided with bracket fans, with the result 
that during the summer months, it is absolutely impossible to 
stand in the stacks even for 15 minutes without feeling faint. We 
have tried to install a few air-circulators but the University has not 
been able to provide adequate funds so that they could be installed 
in all the stacks. We have at present 4 of them and we need many 
more ( at least twenty one ) so that readers could remain in stacks 
for some-time in a tolerable manner.

It may be mentioned in passing that no stock taking has 
been done since this University Library was founded 25 years ago 
and we have consequently no proper paraphernalia for undertaking 
such a herculean exercise periodically. In this connection it may 
be stated that this matter was considered at great length by the 
National Seminar of University Librarians that was held in Jaipur 
in the year 1966 and they resolved as under. 

‘‘A sample stock-taking be done annually on quinquinnial 
basis and normal loss of books be written off 

It would be worthwhile if some measures could be devised 
whereby this Resolution could be implemented in a proper manner. 

It will not be out of place to mension here a resolution with 
regard to stock verification passed by the Panjab University 
Library on May 16, 1966 : 

“Resolved that only sample stock-taking of mostly used 

books be taken alternative year'*. 

The following alternatives exist : 

(1) To do full stock-checking periodically (yearly, two 
yearly, quinquinally or decennially). The impractica- 
bility of this alternative in our case has already been 
touched upon in para 2 of this note. 

(2) A small unit consisting of the following persons could 
be set up to carry out stock-taking continuously all the 
year round 

( i ) One Assistant Librarian 
{ ii) Two Technical Assistants 

(iii) One Clerk-cum-Typist 

(iv) One Restorer 

(v ) Two Book Attendants/Peon 

It would be the responsibility of this Unit to first 
prepare an authoritative records such as shelf-list etc., 
and then get started on a continuous stock taking/che- 
cking.

Hence a student who joins after diploma looses 
one year and then again he is tortured by not 
being awarded the degree similar to the other 
students. 

5. .A.S written in our constitution that every citizen 
is liable to get a chance for his betterment, then 
why at onetime we are given a chance for better- 
ment by being provided admission in an Enginee- 
ring College and then discarded by being awarded 
a degree without division, hence cannot compete 
for any service nor can go for higher studies though 
we also pass the course as the other students. 

6. At the time of giv’ng admission to us it was not 
stated in the prospectus that we will not be 
provided division in B.E. course, making our 
future dark. 

I hope you will kindly give a patient hearing in this 
matter.

The Committee noted the following resolutions of the 
Academic Council and the Syndicate ; 

(1) Resolution No. 17 dated the 1st October, 1978 _of the 
Academic Council : 

The Council considered a demand from the students 
to the effect that minimum attendance required to be put in 
by regular students as provided in 0.144 of the University 
Hand-Book, Pt-Il be reduced from 66% to 50%. 

In this connection the Council noted that : 

(i) the Heads of the University Teaching Departments 
and Principals of the Four Constitutent Colleges of 
the University were requested to know the opinion 
of the Faculty members by arranging meetings and 
communicate to the University the views of the 
teachers, (ii) communications from several quarters 
were received and the general consensus is that the 
existing provisions of 66% attendance be retained. 

After a good deal of discussion on various as- 
pects of the problem the Council resolved to recom- 
mend as follows :

Accoun- 
tancy & Business Statistics, Business Administration 
and Economic Administration & Financial Manage- 
ment though a candidate who has passed B.A. or 
B.Sc. Examination may also be considered for 
appointment in the Department of Economic 
Administration & Financial Management. 
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angles and felt that on account of large scale mis-use of this system 
the academic standards of the University have fallen and its 
reputation has suffered a set-back. The Council also took into 
consideration the arguments put forth by the students of the Law 
Faculty that the system of internal assessment is too old in the 
Faculty of Law compared to its introduction in any other Faculty 
and found that the said argument was not based on facts. The 
element of internal assessment was introduced in Law and at the 
examinations of other Faculties with the difference of only a year 
or two and, therefore, the Council found no ground on the basis of 
which the examinations of the Law Faculty could be treated as an 
exception and observ'ed that the arguments put forth for dispensing 
with the system of internal assessment in other faculties apply 
equally to the examinations of the Law Faculty. Under the circum- 
stances to re-introduced the element of internal assessment in 
the examinations of Law Faculty as a special case, in the opinion 
of the Council was improper. The Council, therefore, unani- 
mously resolved to reiterate that the system of* internal assess- 
ment be not re-introduced in the larger interest of the students. 

2l. It was reported to the Council that (i) the Vice-Chancellor 
vide his orders dated the 15th March, 1978 appointed a Committee 
for exploring the possibilities of establishing a Department of 
Rajasthani Language, (ii) the Academic Council vide its Resolution 
No. 21 dated the 22nd June, 1978 considered the recommendations 
dated the 22nd May, 1978 of the said Committee and appointed 
another Committee to examine the question and report whether 
“Rajasthani” is a recognised Language or not, (iii) the meeting of 
the Committee appointed by the Academic Council was fixed for 
14th August, 1978 and 7th September, 1978 but it could not be 
held for want of quorum, (iv) the Pro-vice-chancellor vide his 
orders dated the 13th November, 1978, desired that in the circums- 
tances the members of the Committee be requested to send their 
views in writing and if any of them wants to explain his view 
point in the meeting of the Council, he may be invited to do so, 
(v) the Convener of the Committee was requested to express his 
view point on the above subject in the meeting of the Council to 
be held on llth March, 1979 and (vi) the Convener Shri K. S. 
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Ihe condition that he vvill have to, obtain a doctorate degree 
■within five years of his appointment, failing which he will 
not be able to earn further increments until he fulfils this 
requirement. 

B. Case Analyst ; 

Same qualifications as for Lecturers with experience of 
field work/Case Analysis or studies. 

C. Reader : 

(a) A doctorate degree and some published work of 
recognised merit in Management/Commerce or in 
an allied discipline. 

(b) Good academic record with first or high second 
class (with 55% marks or above) Master’s degree 
in Management/Commerce in an allied discipline 
or an equivalent degree or a foreign University. 

Explanation : 

Good Academic record means either an average of at- 
least 55 % marks of the aggregate of the two examinations 
prior to Master's degree examination (irrespective of the marks 
obtained in any of the two examinations i. e. Degree and 
Higher Secondary/Pre-University/Intermediate or equivalent 
examination) or at least 50% marks in each of the two exami- 
nations separately. 

(c) At least five years experience of teaching P. G. 
Classes and/or 5 years post-doctoral research ex- 
perience in a recognised Research Centre of the 
University as evident from independent published 
research work, or three years experience of teach- 
ing post-graduate classes alongwith at least two 
years of post-doctoral research experience at a reco- 
gnised institute as evident from independent pub- 
lished research work, and 

(d) Some experience of guiding research. 

Note ; — The conditions at (a), (b) and (d) may be 
relaxed in the case of a candidate with 
outstanding published research work at the 
discretion of the Selection Committee pro- 
vided that the candidate (i) has been 
working in the University as a Lecturer 
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University and has been admitted to the B.Sc. 
(Nursing) Pt. I Examination of the University be 
exempted from appearing in the Language subjects, 
Viz, English (General; and Hindi (CompulsoryO 
prescribed for B.Sc. (Nursing) Pt. I Examination of 
the University.’" 

23. The Registrar reported that (i) the Council vide its Reso- 
lution No. 14 dated the 1st October, 1978 accepted in principle 
the request of the candidates to the effect that non-collegiate 
candidates be permitted to appear at the M.A. Examination in 
the subject of Drawing and Painting and desired the Board of 
Studies in Drawing and Painting to frame the courses of study for 
the same, (ii) the Board considered the question of permitting 
non-coilegiate candidates and prescribing courses of study for the 
M.A- Examination in Annual Scheme, (iii) the Board of Studies 
in Drawing and Painting vide its Resolution No. 3 dated the 
12th December, I97v> observed that at present the University 
Department of Drawing and Painting is situated in Maharani’s 
College and the facility extends to female students only and there- 
fore, resolved to reccommend that instead of permitting private 
candidates to appear at the M.A. Examination in Drawing and 
Painting, the University Department of Drawing & Painting may 
be shifted to University Campus to enable male students also to 
take admission as regular students and (iv) the Board accordingly 
desired that the matter may again be re*considered by the 
Academic Council. 

The Council, therefore, re-considered its earlier recommen- 
dations for permitting non-collegiate candidates to appear at the 
M.A. Examination in drawing and Painting in view* of the afore- 
said resolution of the Board. 

Resolved to recomnteiid that in the light of the recommen- 
dation, the non-collegiate candidates be not allowed to offer 
Drawing and Painting at M.A. Examination. 

24. The Council considerad a request from a delegation of 
students led by the President, Students Union, Regional College of 
Education, Ajmer for scrapping the provision of internal assess- 
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the discretion of the Selection Com- 
mittee provided that the candidate has 
been working in the University as a 
Reader for five years and has at least a 
second class Master’s degree in Maiiage- 
ment/Commerce/an allied discipline. 

General Note : The term Master’s degree in Manage- 
ment includes the post-graduate Dip- 
loma awarded by the Indian Institute 
of Management, Ahmedabad/Calcutta/ 
Bangalore/University of Rajasthan and 
the three-year diploma course in Busi- 
ness Industrial Management approved 
by the All India Council of Technical 
Education. 

II. FACULTY OF LAW 

The following shall be the minimum Qualifications in 
the University Teaching Department in Faculty of Law : — 

1. Lecturer/research associate : 

Good academic record With at least a second class (with 
a minimum of 50% marks) LL.M. degree (two year Course) of 
an Indian University obtained as a regular full ti me student or 
an equivalent degree of a Foreign University. 

Explanation : 

Good academic record means an average of at least 55% 
marks of the two examinations prior to LL.M degree Exami- 
nation (viz. B.A./B.Sc./B.Com. etc. and LL.B.) irrespective of 
the marks obtained in any of the two examinations or 50% 
marks in each of the two examinations separately. 

2. Reader : 

(a) A Doctorate degree in Law or equivalent published 
work of recognised merit. 

(b) Good academic record with a First or High Second 
class (with a minimum of 50% marks) LL.M. degree 
(two years course) of an Indian University obtained 
as a regular full time student or an equivalent 
degree of a Foreign University. 
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Registrar made by the Syndicate for the eligibility of already serving 
employees of the University, the Council considered an office 
proposal to the effect that the following notes be inserted at the 
end of the qualifications prescribed for the posts of Librarian, Dy. 
Librarian, & Assistant Librarian under 0.359 of the University 
Hand Book Part-II : 

l^fotes : — 1. Persons already v/orking in the Libraries of the 
University as Dy./Asstt. Librarian for a period of 
15 years could be considered eligible for the post of 
Librarian, 

2. A person who is already W'orking in the Libraries of 
the University for a period of 7 years as Assistant 
Librarian could be considered eligible for the post of 
Dy. Librarian, 

3. Persons already working in the Libraries of Univer- 
sity for the last 1 5 years of which he must have 
worked as permanent senior Technical Assistant for 
5 years could be eligible, for the post of Assistant 
Librarian. 

Resolved to recommend that the matter be referred to Prof. 
Patni Committee for suggesting amendements to the provisions of 
0.359 in this regard with the observations that even in case of 
serving employees the minimum academic qualifications (i) for the 
post of Librarian should be Post-graduation and (ii) for the posts 
of Dy. Librarian and Assistant Librarian it should be graduation. 

Resolved to recommend further that the words ‘One Year 
Diploma Course in Library Science’ appearing (in Schedule II of 
0.359 of the University Hand Book Part-II prescribing qualifica- 
tions for various posts) under alternative qualifications of Dy. 
Librarian and Assistant Librarian be replaced by the words ‘First 
or Second Class One Year Diploma Course in Librarv' Science’. 

28. The Registrar reported the following orders passed by the 
Vice-Chancellor under his emergency powers : 

I. Orders dated 5-2-197i’ accepting the following reco- 
mmendations made at a mectins convened to consider 
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work at the discretion of the Selection Conimittee 
and Syndicate provided that the candidate (i) has 
been working in the University as a Reader for five 
years, and (ii) has secured the LL.M. with atleast a 
Second class. 

2. An outstanding scholar with established reputation 
who has made significant contribution to the know- 
ledge but does not satisfy the above qualifications 
may be considered for appointment as Professor in 
Law provided that the recommendations of the 
Selection Committee are unanimous and are accepted 
by the Syndicate by a majority of at least three- 
fourths of the members present. 

General Notes : 

1. Heads of Departments for LL B. Classes (whole 
time) must in addition, possess a minimum of five 
years experience of teaching LL.B. classes, while 
Heads of Departments for LL.M classes { whole 
time) must, in addition, possess at least five years 
experience of teaching LL.M. classes. 

2. Part-time lecturers for LL B. classes may alter- 
natively possess a Fir.^t or Second class LL B degree 
with a minimum of 7 years practice at the bar, 

3. Whole time teachers for post-graduate Diploma 
Course in Taxation Laws & Practice must, in addi- 
tion, possess specialisation in Taxation Laws at 
the LL.M. Examination or should have two years 
experience of teaching Taxation Laws. Part time 
Lectures for this Diploma may be Income-Tax 
Officers of atleast 10 years standing possessing LL.B. 
degree or practising Lawyers/Professional Practi- 
tioners of at least 10 >ears standing with profes- 
sional experience in Taxation Law and having 
LL.B. degree, 

4. Whole time teachers for post-graduate Diploma in 
Legislative Research & Drafting must, in addition 
possess specialisation in Legislative at the LL M. 
examination or should have two years teaching 
experience of Legislative drafting. Part-time 
teachers for this Diploma may be .senior Govern- 
ment. Officers of the Law Department of the rank 
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have to re-appear in full papers (including practical 
wherever prescribed) and those appearing for improve- 
inent of performance/semester examination, 

Resolved to recommend that the aforesaid orders of the 
Vice-Chancellor be confirmed. 

29. Arising out of the discussion regarding the matter 
contained in (a) above (or the foregoing resolution No. 28), 
the Council considered the observations of the members made 
in the meeting itself to the effect that in some subjects like the 
Languages, the implementation of the aforesaid orders will create 
some difficulties. The Council, therefore, appointed a Committee 
consisting of the following members to consider problems and 
to suggest corrective measures in this regard : 

( i ) Prof. Iqbal Narain, (Convener) 

( ii) Dr. M.S. Jain, Reader in History, and 
(iii) Dr. V.P. Gupta, Reader in Statistics. 

30. In order to remove the ambiguity and specifying that 
candidate failing at the immediately preceding examination only 
are eligible to appear at the supplementary examination to be 
held in August following, the council res dved to recommend thvit 
the first sentence of O. 193 of the University Hand Book 
Part-II be amended so as to read as follows : — 

O. 193 

“The following categories of candidates failing at the 
immediately preceding main examination will be eligible 
to appear at the supplementar}^ examination to be held in 
the month of August following.*' 

31. The Council considered the following suggestion made by 
Shri Ram Singh, Member, Rajasthan Public service Commission, 
w'ho was the Chairman of the Committee appointed under 
Explanation No. II of the Schedule appended to the Rajasthan 
Universities Teachers and Officers (Special Conditions of Service) 
Act, 1974 As amended to date : — 

“During the process of preparation of lists we felt greatly

examinations, (including M.A./M.Sc./M.Com. but excluding 
M.Ed.,) m.ay be appointed on the condition that he will have 
to obtain a Doctorate degree/M. Phil, dggree within five years 
of his appointment failing-which he will not be able to earn 
further increment until he fulfils this requirement. 

Notes: — 1. If a candidate possesses leaching experience of 
degree/post-graduate classes in Education for at- 
least two years, a relaxation upto 3% marks 
may be allowed in the percentage of marks, 
required in (b) above. 

2. If the Selection Committee is of the view that the 
research work of a candidate as evident from 
his thesis is of high standard or if the candidate 
has done research work and/or has practical 
experience in a Research Laboratory/Organisation 
for atleast two years after his Doctorate Degree, 
a relaxation upto 5% marks may be allowed by 
the Selection Committee by considering 50% 
marks only in place of 55% marks in (b) above. 
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Resolved to recommend that the aforesaid demands of the 
students be not accepted. 

34. The Council considered a letter No, F. 5(16) Acctts/DCE/ 
75/65 dated 25th January, 1979 received from the Director, College 
Education, Rajasthan seeking clarification whether it would be 
possible for the University to grant affiliation for opening Law 
classes in the existing affiliated colleges of the University in view 
of the aforesaid communication {Vide Appendix XV). 

The Registrar reported that (i) the Academic Council on the 
recommendations of the Faculty of Law had resolved ( vide 
Resolution No. 27 dated the 5th September, 1975) that ‘no fresh 
affiliation for LL.B. Classes be granted to a multi-faculty college 
and a circular letter be sent to all the multi-faculty Colleges running 
Law classes affiliated to the University for compliance of the 
recommendations of the Bar Council of India so that by the end of 
3 years they set up independent Law colleges and cease to be 
Departments attached to colleges for being considered for grant of 
law degrees. It was also clarified that in case the Law classes are 
not converted into separate Law colleges, it would not be possible 
for the University to continue their affiliation after 3 years, and (ii) 
a circular letter was issued to all the colleges vide this office letter 
No.F. 17-6/75 (Aca. II)/(438-5l A) dated that 29th September, 1975 
but no college has so far implemented the aforesaid decision. 

Resolved to recommend that : 

( i ) A clarification in this regard be sought from the Bar 
Council of India as to what course of action be taken 
by the University under the situation where separate 
building is not available for the existing law classes 
and particularly when there is a constant demand for 
starting law classes in other affiliated colleges of the 
University also,

of the law classes already existing in the affiliated 
colleges, and 

(iii) the request for granting affliation for starting of law

NATIONAL MEDICAL EDUCATION POLICY 
Preamtle 

1. India has an old tradition dating back to several conturies 
in the theory and practice of medicine The earliest known systems 
of Ayurv'eda, Yoga and Siddha were propagated under the Gurukul 
system and with a decline in this method of importing education, 
the emphasis on these systems of medicine and their development 
has also declined. The Unani system of medicine came to India 
with the Greeks and enjoyed great patronage during the Moghul 
regime. Later, the Homoeopathic system came into great 
prominence and because of its case of utilisation, spread very 
widely, 

2. ' The modem system of medicine was introduced in this 
country' by the British in the last centuary. Its rapid development 
took place after 1930, more particularly after Independence 

Objectives 

3. Education in the field of medicine has two fundamental 
objectives, first is the development of the basic knowledge and the 
other is the development of medical and allied manpov/er to 
provide the serv’ices. Earlier attempts to develop an integrated 
system of medicine were not successful. Further, because of the 
fact that in the medical field both the public and the private sector 
have been jointly operating, there has been inadequate manpower 
planning. 

4. In the field of medical education, there has been a cultural 
dichotomy, coupled v-ith paralled development of the various 
systems of medicine. The modem medical system has, to a large 
extent, kept space v>ith the developments in the rest of the world. 
However, the type of education imparted, particularly at the under- 
graduate level, is heavily hospital-oriented and has very- little 
relevance to actual Indian situations. This makes a fresh graduate 
unsuitable to handle situtations in the community and unable to 
appreciate the problems and dilemmas at that level*. The indigenous 
(traditional) sy'steras of medicine like Ayurveda, Unani, Siddha, 
Yoga, Naturopathy and Homoeopathy, have, after years of compa- 
rative neglect, started coming into their own. While there need be 
no attempt to forcibly integrated the modem Medicine with the 
traditional systems of medicine, it is essential from the point of 
riew of optional utilization of national resources that each system 
should realise in the Indian conditions the limits as well as poten- 
tials of the other systems and draw inspiration from them. All the

must possess Ph.D./M.Phil./M.Litt. and at 
least five years experience of teaching 
degree and or post-graduate" classes.

Note : The conditions at (a) and (b) may be relaxed 
in the case of a Candidate with some published 
work cf recognised merit at the discretion 
of the Selection Committee Appointing Autho- 
rity provided that the candidate (i) has' been 
working as a permanent Lecturer for atleast 
ten years and (ii) has at least a second class 
Master’s degree in Home Science, 
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time, utilise the available knowledge from the ancient and modern 
systems of medicine in an effort to develop an Indian system of 
medicine, thus obliterating the caste system prevailing in the field 
of medicine. 

Health Ser\ice coverage : 

7. Most medical and health personnel are concentrated in the 
urban areas. Their distribution does not necessarily correspond to 
the distribution of population in the country. This, therefore, 
implies that the services are not available uniformly. WUle urbani- 
sation is a factor which has to be contended with, it is equally 
necessary to initiate efforts to spetially distribute medical and 
health personnel so as to be able to provide suitable health 
converage. This would apply not only to doctors but also to all 
other medical and para-medical personnel. To achieve this, some 
from of obligatory rural service, either as part of the educational 
process or immediately following there-after, needs to be intro- 
duced. With such an effort, the present malaise particularly in the 
modern system of medicine, of the overlap between internship and 
house-surgeoncy as also an automatic movement into post- 
graduation can, to a large extent, be rectified. 

Continuing Education ; 

8. The medical education system in India is characterised by 
a lack of continuinuing education. There is, therefore, updating 
of knowledge and of skills. Health professionals in outlying areas 
have no means of keeping themselves abreast of developments. To 
some extent, this has contributed to a greater concentration in the 
Urban areas. Further, with the Indian Penchant for acquisition 
of degrees, training ipso fecto providing knowledge and skills 
without a certificate or degree is not easily accepted. It should 
be our endeavour to ensure that every' health' professional is 
brought back into the system of education and imparted suitable 
training once every 5 or 7 years. This should apply not only to 
those who are in Government service but even to those who are 
outside it. This can take the form of endorsement in their basic 
qualification. With such a system, incentives can be built in for 
those working in the rural areas. 

9. To sum up, the following are the essential aspects of a 
“National Medical Education Policy.” 

(1) A realisation and understanding of the potential of all 
systems of medicine; 

(2) A realistic assessment of the health manpower require- 
ment: 

(3) Constitution of a ‘Health and Medical Education 
Commission’ embracing all systems of medicine and 
all types of medical and pra-medical personnel.

Good Academic record means an average of atleast 55% 
marks of the aggregate of the two examinations, Inter- 
mediate/Higher Secondery/Pre-University and B.A./B.Sc./ 
B.Com./B.Ed. Examination or atleast 50% marks in each 
of these two examinations, separately. 

provided that if a candidate possessing a Doctorate degree 
is not available or is not considered suitable for appointment, a

E.\pIanation : 

Good academic record means an average of atleast 55% 
marks of the aggregate of the two examinations. Intermediate/ 
Higher Secondary/Pre-University and B.A./B.Sc./B.Cqm./B.Ed. or 
atleast 50% marks in each of these two examinations separately. 

(c) Atleast 10 years experience of (i) teaching post-graduate 
classes in Education at a University or a College, and/ 
or (ii) post-graduate research experience in a national 
recognised institute or in a University, and 

(d) Considerable experience of guiding research. 

Note : (a) An outstanding scholar with established reputa- 
tion who has made significant contribution to 
the knowledge but does not satisfy the above 
qualifications may be appointed as Professor, 
provided that the recommendations of the Selec- 
tion Committee are unanimous and are accepted 
by the Syndicate by a majority of atleast three 
fourths of the members present. 

(b) The conditions at (a) and (b) may be relaxed in

for improving research and teaching standards both at 
University and College levels; (iii) discourage efforts at 
building up centres of excellence; and most importantly, 
(iv) thwart the on-going pattern of development of 
various Universities and Colleges. 

While appreciating the emphasis of the Government 
of India and the Planning Commission on Priirmry and 
Adult Education, it would like this not to happen at the 
cost of higher education. 

The Syndicate, therefore, urges both the Government 
of India and the Planning Commision to take note of the 
consequences of the cut in higher education and retrieve 
the situtation before it is too late. The Syndicate further 
decided that copies of the resolution be sent to the Prime.

Note of dissent with regard to the minutes of the Board of 
Studies in Hindi presented to and approved by the Faculty of Arts 
on March 23, 1979. 

The Dean has rightly observed that the subject committees 
are but informal bodies, but even then he has ruled (consequent to 
the point of order raised by me) that the Faculty has e\^ery right to 
change as many text books as it decides in its wasdom, but the Uni- 
versity Act does not permit the Faculty to make any such changes 
‘without consulting' the relevant Board of Studies. This is also 
because not all members of the Boards of Studies, both internal 
and external are not necessarily members of either the subject com- 
mittee or the Faculty. It is obvious that the Faculty has recommen- 
ded drastic changes in many of the text books suggested by the Board 
of Studies in Hindi. Such members of the Board of Studies as are 
not members of the Faculty have every legitimate right to object to 
the changes made by the Faculty without their knowledge, not to 
talk of their approval. The Faculty has arrogated to itself the rights 
which University Act permits only to the Board of Studies. I have 
continuously been an external member of the Faculty of Arts and 
the best of my knowledge such changes have never been made b}^ this 
Faculty, It has time and again, referred such changes back to the 
relevant board of Studies, They cannot but lead to serious difficul- 
ties, since these are indubitably unconstitutional.

Draft Revised Rules for Allotment of Residential 
Accommodation to University Employees : 

1 . These rules may be called the ‘Universify Residential 
Rules, 1978’, 

2. These rules will come into force with immediate 
effect. 

3. These rules apply to allotment of the residential 
accommodation of different classes constructed 
b\ the University from time to time at Jaipur, 
Uadipur or any other place in Rajasthan for various 
categories of Us staff — academic or admini.strative. 

4. The allotment of residential accomm.odation in all 
categories shall be made on the basis of seniority 
and seniority alone. 

5. The basis of seniority shall be the same as that 
which iS accepted for the University services. 

6. In case of a tie (a) between two or more persons 
promoted to a higher cadre from a lower cadre in 
the University the person with a longer total conti- 
nuous service in the University shall be deemed 
to be senior and (b) between teachers drawn from 
the R.E.S. the seniority of the R.E.S. shall operate. 

7. The allotment of accommodation to Class III and 
Class IV employees shall be made according to pay 
slabs in each category but .strictly inorder of 
seniority in each .slab or pay for a particular category. 

8. For purposes of allotment of Univer.sity accommoda- 
tion, the Vice-Chancellor shall appoint a House 
Allotment Committee each year which shall make all 
the allotments in accordance with the rules laid 
down for the prupose except those which are under 
the Vice-Chancellor ’,s immediate discretion as in- 
dicated in Rule 9 below.

the University and both having a claim to the Univer- 
sity accommodaticn, only one of them shall be entitl- 
ed to such an accommodation provided that no 
divorce proceedings have been instituted between the 
couple concerned. In case the parent and children 
are simultaneously employed in the University service, 
the\ shall not be entitled to allotment of separate 
accommodation unless the children happen to be 
married. In case of married children, they shall be 
eligible for allotn.ent of separate accommodation 
if they are e-ntitied to it under the rules of allotment 
of the University. 

(b) In the case of husband and wife wlio are both 
employees of the University and are living in the 
University accommodation which is allotted to one of 
them and in case the person in whose name the 
accommodation is allotted happens to cease in the 
services of the University, he /she shall be allowed 
to .stay in the University accommodation for not 
more than thre months. However, the other apart- 
ment who remains in the University service and who 
had earlier refused allotment due to him/her in the 
usual order of seniority, on the ground that the 
other apartment had already been allotted a Univer- 
sity accommodation, shall be entitled to imn.ediate 
allotment of an accommodation belonging to the 
category to which he/she is entitled according to his/ 
her service condition in case it is vacant. But in 
case no such accommodaticn is immediately available 
hc/she shall have the first right of allotment as and 
when any accommodation falls vacant in that 
category. 


16. .\’otwithstanding anyting contained in these rules, 
no employee who owns a house in the town wliere he/ 
she is posted, whether in his/her own name or in 
the name of his wife/her husband or children, shall 
be allotted a University residence unless ; 

(a) such house has been requisitioned or taken on 
lease by the Government oris not available 
for his/her use even after he/.sh.e has made a 
genuine effort to gel it released. 
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ted on the salary which such an employe would 
have drawn had he/she continued to serve the 
Universit\ . 

(b) No employee shall normally be allowed to be 
in form.al possession of a University acconimoda- 
tion for more than a year when he/she is on leave/ 
deputation from the University with a lien on his/ 
her post and his/her family is away vith him/ 
her di'ring this period. However, in special 
circumstances, the Syndicate may exlend this 
period by one more year after which there shall 
he no further extensions. 

(c) If an employee does not wish to retain the 
accommodation for the period he/she is away on 
leave/deputaion, he/.she may surrender it to 
the University and the University shall allot it 
to another person on a temporary basis accord- 
ing to the rule of seniority for the period such 
an employee retains his/her lien with the 
University. 

(d) In case of (c) above, when the employee is due to 
return, he/she shall intimate to this effect 
tw'o months in advance by wmy of a notice for 
occupation of the accommodation surrendered by 
him/her and a notice for vacation shall then 
be given to the temporary occupant. 

20. If an employee occupying a University residence is 
promoted to the ne.xt higher cadre and if a residence 
for that cadre is not available to him/her, the 
employee may be allowed to stay in the residence 
already cccu.pied by him/her on payment of rent 
calculated according to his/i;cr new salary. 

21. Temporary allotment if refused to an employee w'ill 
forfeit his/her rights for permanent allot n'.ent on the 
basis of seniority.

29. Every employee, when he/she enters into occupation 
of or vacates the residence allotted to him/her, 
shall be required to give an inventory of the fixtures 
and fittings. 

30. The employee to whom a residence has been allotted 
shall, save as proUded in these rules, be required 
to pay an amount equal to 10?o of his/her besic 
salary (7}9o for those drawing a basic salary of 
less than Rs. 330.00 p.m.) or any other amount as 
may be fixed from time to time by the University 
by way of deduction from the monthly salary and 
he/she shall be further responsible for payment of 
electricity, power and water charges to the depart- 
ments concerned, and furniture rent cic., if any, 
accoring to the prescribed rates. 

31. Employees of the vacation departments of the 
University shall be liable to pay rent and other 
charges even when they are away during the vaca- 
tion, unless they vacate the residence with due notice 
and forego their right tore-occupy it except in their 
turn on the waiting list. 

32. The empliyee to whom a residence has been allotted 
shall be personally responsible for the rent thereof 
and for any damage beyond fair and normal wear and 
tear caused thereto or to the furniture, fittings, 
fixtures or serwees provided therein by the University 
during the period for which the residence has been 
and remains allotted in his/her name. 

33. The employee to whom a residence has been allotted 
shall maintain the residence and premises properly 
and in clean conditions. 

34. The employee to whom a residence has been allotted 
shall not permit trees or shrubs in the premises 
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( ii) The}^ be required to appear and pass the simultaneously 
in two papers of the First Year LL.B. Course viz, 
(i) Mohd. Law and (ii) Constitutional Law and for pass- 
ing papers a candidate is required to obtain 48"^ in the 
aggregate with a minimum of 36% marks in each paper. 

(iii) The division of such transferred candidates shall be 
worked out on the basis of their having passed LL.B. 
Ilnd Year and/ or LL.B. Illrd Year examination as the 
case may be. 

Resolved to recommend further that amendments be made to 
the relevant Ordinance in consultation with the Dean, Faculty of 
Law. 

4. - With reference to Academic Council Resolution No. 1 1 
dated the 22nd June, 1978, the Faculty considered the following 
recommendation made by the Faculty of Law vide its Resolution 
No. 4 (iii), dated the 28th February, 1977 :

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(b) However, an employee who has been occupying 
a University accommodation that has been duly 
allotted to him/her on the basis of seniority 
and to which he/she has a permanent right till 
he/she remains in University service shall 
enioy a lien and shall have the right or being 
provided a residential accommodation by the 
University belonging to the same category 
which he/she had occupied before being app- 
ointed as Warden or Principal. In case any 
residential accommodation of the category on 
which such an employee enjoys a lien is not 
available when he/she has to leave Wardenship 
or Principal-ship or any other such post which 
carries the duty to live in a residential accommo- 
dation different from the one occupied by the 
employee concerned, the juniormost person 
ocupying such accommodation shall have to 
vacate for providing it to such an emploed. 

- If during the period of occupying such an office, 
an employee has been selected or promoted to a 
higher category, the allotment of University 
accommiodation to himi/her shall be governed 
by Rule 20 made in this regard . 

37. If any question arises as to the interpretation of 
these rules, the decision of the Vice-Chancellor 
shall be final. 
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5. There should be educational tour for the labour law 
students. This condition should be provided in the 
University Hand Book at appropriate place. 

6. The part-time lecturers in law in the afSliated colleges

Uplo the examinations of 1974, the non -collegiate candida- 
tes were required to submit their application forms for the 
University examintions through the Principals of affiliated 
colleges and Inspector of Schools. Every non -collegiate candidate 
paid a forwarding fee of Rs. 5/- to the forwarding officer which 
was distributed as follows : —

No. 11 dated 29th 
June, 1974 decided that the non-collegiate candidates be permit- 
ted to submit their application forms along with the requisite 
fee directly to the University after getting their photographs 
attested and obtaining a certificate of 2| years’ residence in 
Rajasthan from a competent authority. The Academic Council 
also appointed a Committee consisting of Shri S.C. Tela (Con- 
vener), Dr, M.C. Gupta and Dr. S.N. Dhyani to recommend 
consequential amendments to the relevant ordinances adding 
that the recommendations of. the committee be treated as the 
recommendations of the Council and the same be placed directly 
before the Syndicate. 

(3) The aforesaid Committee appointed by the Academic 
Council met on 2nd July, 1974. While recommending con- 
sequential amendments to the relevant Ordinances, the Commi- 
Uee also obserx'ed that non-collegiate candidates who would 
submit their application forms directly to the University would 
pay a Registration fee of Rs. 5/- to the University instead of 
the forwarding fee of Rs. 5/- to the forwarding Officer. The 
forwarding officer and the ministerial staff would thus be de- 
prived of the honorarium, which they used to get, whereas such 
cf them as were working in an institution which was an examina- 
tion centre would have to do some work for the private can- 
didates in connection with their examination. The Committee, 
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(iv) The Faculty recorded its appreciation for 
Dr. B.C. Mehta for preparing the courses 
for the M.Phil Examination and further 
authorised him to prepare the syllabus of 
the remaining papers as under : —

(3) In the event of a person being adjudged as unsuitable for 
promotion, he should be provided with an opportunity to 
Appeal to the Chancellor. 

(4) The provision of 5% promotion (para 2 of ‘consensus’) is 
absolutely inadequate as this is long overdue. The Syndicate 
itself had accepted 5 % in June 1978 but this has not been 
implemented for almost one year. Had it been speedily im- 
plemented, by now about 10% teachers would have been 
promoted. A few years ago even the U.G.C. had allowed 
5% ‘ad-hoc’ promotion every year. In view of all this we 
request you that ‘to begin with’ atleast 25 % teachers be 
promoted. 

(5) Further we suggest that the existing provision for Ex-cadre 
promotion at 55 years of age should be continued so as to 
ensure ‘at-Ieast one promotion to every teacher as accepted 
by the Syndicate, the Chief Minister and as stated in the pre- 
amble of ‘consensus’. 

(6) With reference to para 4 of the ‘consensus’ we suggest that as 
Post-graduate Departments in some subjects were opened 
relatively recently, the teachers in those departments will be 
unable to fulfil ‘15 year Post-graduate experience’, such cases 
should be considered separately in addition to the proposed 
provision. 

(7) We strongly feel that the ‘one-day-break’ has no practical 
significance' it should be done away with. 

(8) We appreciate your decision (para 5 of consensus) that one- 
day-break in the service of temporary teachers will not be 
allowed to cause “any financial loss to them”. We under- 
stand that “financial loss” includes (i) summer salary, (ii) P.F. 
(iii) Medical benefits, (iv) loans etc. Well, if this is so, then 
a letter to this effect to maintain statusquo prior to the enfor- 
cement of this rule should be sent to all the concerned depart- 
ments and offices. 

(9) With reference to para 6 of the ‘consensus’ we suggest that 
all temporary teachers should be enabled to take the inter- 
views for permanent posts and the interviews for lecturers 
post should be arranged immediately to wipe out the element 
of uncertainty so as to quench their mental agony. 

(10) With regard to 106 teachers absorbed by means of Ordinance 
we suggest that all those who have completed 2 years’ effective 
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Paper AHII — (b) This would have the same course as given in 
Paper XII (c) of Semester course given on 
Pages 47,48.

1. As far as the question of norms for condoning the period 
of break in service is concerned, the Committee would 
like to make the following observations : 

( i ) There can be two types of cases asking for condo- 
nation for the period of break in service first there 
may be employees who may have been in service 
temporarily and who may have a gap in the period 
of their services because it have been rejected before 
they were again employed at some subsequent date. 
In cases of this type, no-request for condonation of 
break of service should be considered secondly there 
may be cases of permanent employees who may 
have gone to served else-where after resigning from 
here and later on again joined the University on a 
permanent post. In such cases if the employees 
before leaving the permanent service of the Univer- 
sity had put in atleast 10 years ser\ace here and again 
joined on a permanent position ^vith a break not 
amounting to more than 3 years the request for 
condonation of break in service may be considered 
and that also only for purposes of gratuity and 
pension benefits without effecting the existing 
seniority list. The condonation in the break of 
service would make if possible for the University to 
count the period of service in the University both 
before and after the break (excluding the period of 
break itself) to be treated as period of continuous 
service for purposes of gratuity and pension only.

In the scheme of 5% ex-cadre promotion of teachers as deci- 
ded by the S>Tidicate, it was en%isaged that the teachers, before they 
are promoted, shall have to face the selection committee. At present 
the selection Committee are constituted under “The Rajasthan 
Universities Teachers and Officers (Special Conditions of Ser%ice) 
Act. No. IS of 1974 (Hereinafter to be referred as the Act). In a 
selection Committee apart from the sLx permanent members, three 
experts of the subject are inN-ited from the panel prepared by a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, under the Act. It is experi- 
enced that the administration has to face difficulties in collecting 
three e.xperts of the subject out of the above referred panel and there- 
fore selections are generally delayed. The process of promotion is 
somewhat different from the Statutorj’ selection and the matter has 
already been sufficiently delayed. Therefore I felt that the Syndi- 
cate may reconsider the matter to avoid further delay and in order 
to select persons for ex-cadre promotion, a smalt selection Committee 
consisting of V.C.. Dean.. Professor, One of the nominees of the 
Government and one subject e.xpert be constituted. The Vice- 
Chancellor must be empowered to call one expert of the subject 
from the panel approved by the committee under the Act.

The Knowledge of elementary and basic mathematics has 
also become imperative for advanced learning of these subjects. 

It is, therefore, proposed and suggested that EJementaty 
Mathematics may kindly be introduced as a compulsory' paper in 
First Year Commerce and the course content of this paper should 
be the same as prescribed for the Intermediate courses of C.A. 

If the Board of Studies and the Faculty of Commerce take 
this decision, it is needless to say that students of Commerce would 
be benefited much.

I am writing this to apprise you of the detailed instructions 
approved by the University Syndicate (vide its Res. No, 3, dated 
2.3.1977 to be followed by all the colleges in the matter of admis- 
sions to B.Ed. class for the academic session 1979-80. 

Inviting of Applications : 

2. _ As usual, a notification may be issued by the college 
inviting applications from candidates for admission to the B.Ed, 
course for the session 1979-80 and the last date for receipt of 
applications should be fixed as 30th June, 1979. It will not be 
open to the colleges to make a change in the last date for receipt 
of applications. 

3. The notification inviting applications should also indicate 
very clearly (a) the names of the school subjects combination for 
wnich teaching facilities are actually being provided by the Insti- 
tution to the students, (b) the number of seats assigned by the 
college facultywise. A copy of the notification so issued shall be 
sent by the Head of the Institution to the Registrar immediately 
after its publication in. the papers. 

N.B. ; — If a candidate applied to a college which does not 
provide for the combination of school subject, his 
application shall be straight way rejected. 

Application forms ; 

4. The cost of two application forms (alongwith the prospec- 
tus) shall be uniformly charged viz. Rs. 3/-. Besides this, a sum 
of Rs. 7.50 shall be charged as application money which shall be 
remitted by the candidate alongwith the application form duly 
filled in by him. Out of this amount of Rs. 7.50, a sum of Rs. 2.50 
per application (candidate) form shall be remitted by the college 
to the University immediately after the admissions are finalised. 
Every candidate shall submit one application form to the Principal 
and the second to the Registrar of the University respectively. 
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In this connection the Syndicate noted that the requirement 
of compulsory attendance for the regular students for the \*ariotis 
examinations, under the Faculties of Arts, Science. Social Sciences 
and Commerce etc. has already been waived this 3 "ear on account 
of special circumstances.

Draft amendments to the relevant Regulations and 
Ordinances to give effect to the recommendation No. 7 dated 
the 8th January, 1979 of the Academic Council duly approved 
by the Syndicate at its meeting held on the 23rd March, 1979. 

Pre- University Examination 

Regulation 42 : 

(i) Para third beginning with the words — ‘Provided 
further’ and ending with the words— ‘at the main examination’ 
be re-written as follows ; 

“Provided further that (1) a candidate shall be required 
to appear in only the theoretical part of the subject if 
he has alread cleared the practical part at the main 
examination or in the practical part only if he has 
already cleared the theoretical part of the main exa- 
mination and (2) where a subject or its theoretical 
part comprises of two theory papers and a candidate 
failed in their aggregate but, taking each paper separa- 
tely, obtained the minimum pass marks (as defined 
below in Note 1 ) in one of them at the main examina- 
tion, he shall be required to appear in only that paper 
in which he failed to obtain the minimum pass marks 
except that a candidate failing in the subject of Steno- 
typing shall be required to appear in both the papers.” 

(ii) The following note may be added as Note No. 1 
and the existing notes Nos. 1 and 2 be re- numbered as 2 and 
3 respectively : 

“(11 The minimum pass marks prescribed for both 
the theory papers of a subject taken together 
distributed over the two papers in the proportion 
of their maximum marks will give the minimum 
pass marks for each individual paper. If the 
marks so worked out are in fraction, the same 
shall be raised to the next higher whole 
number”. 

Regulation 43 : 

It be re-written so as to read as follows : 

“k candidate shall be declared to have passed the 
supplementary examination if iie secures at least the minimum 
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(3) Each Department running M.Phil. Classes should be 
advanced a sum of Rs. 5,000/- in three instalments for 
the purchese of books for use of M.Phil. students. 

(4) The M.Phil. students could be given grant for field-work/ 
visiting libraries, typing of thesis etc. not exceeding Rs. 
150/- per student. This would be in addition to the 
facilities of Zeroxing and cyclostyling of material. 

(5) A monthly M.Phil. seminar may be started under the 
auspices of the Social Science Research Centre of the 
University where M.Phil. students from different disci- 
plines may meet and review-recent books or present a 
paper on a topic of mutual interest or initiate discussion 
or listen to a lecture. 

(6) The modus operand! of internal assessment for M.Phil. 
programme has been revised, according to which the 
marks allocated to each paper shall be divided equally 
between the internal assessment and the external atssess- 
ment. The Internal assessment and the external assess- 
ment should be shown separately in the marks-sheet, 
of the candidate. Division of the candidate will be 
worked out on the basis of aggregate marks of both the 
internal and external assessments. In order to pass, a 
candidate shall be required to obtain a minimum of 40% 
marks in each paper-separately in the internal and the 
external assessments and 50% marks in the aggregate 
of ail the papers prescribed for the M.Phil. examination 
(internal and external assessments taken together). 

(20) On the recommendation of the Ac. Council it was decided 
that internal - assessment at the under-graduate and post-graduate 
examinations in the Faculties of Arts, Fine Arts, Social Sciences, 
Science, Commerce, Sanskrit Studies, Law and Ayurveda and for all 
exarninations in Library Science (under Faculty of Education) be 
abolished from all the University examinations of 1979 (under- 
graduate as well as post-graduates) including the I and III semester 
examinations to be held in December, 1978. 

(21) Consequent upon the abolition of internal assessment scheme 
w.e.f. the examinations of 1979, the requirement of compulsory 
attendance has been restored. However, with a view to avoiding 
hardship to students, those who fall short of attendance will be treated 
as non-collegiate candidates automatically provided they remit the 
balance fee for their conversion as non-collegiate candidates. The 
revised rules will be made applicable w.e.f. the admission to be made 
for the session 1978-79. 
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of two or more theory papers and a candidate failed 
in their aggregate but, taking each paper separately, 
obtained the minimum pass marks (as defined below 
in Note I) in one or more of them at the main exa- 
mination, he shall be required to appear in only that/ 
those paper(s) in which he failed to obtain the minimum 
pass marks except that a candidate failing in the 
compulsory subeject of Steno-typing prescribed for the 
First Year T.D.C. Commerce Examination shall be 
required to appear in both the papers.” 

(ii) The para beginning with the words — ‘A candidate 
shall be declared to have passed’ and ending with the words — 
‘a higher course of study’ be re-written as follows : 

“A candidate shall be declared to have passed the 
supplementary examination if he secures at least the minimum 
pass marks prescribed for the subject or its theoretical or Practi- 
cal part in w’hich he was declared eligible to appear. A candidate 
who was required to appear in only one or some of the theory 
paper(s) prescribed for a subiect or its theoretical pari shall be 
declared to have passed ths supplementary examination if he 
secures the minimum pass marks {as defined below in Note 1) 
in each paper in which he was required to appear provided 
that ill the case of B.A., B.Sc. and B.Com. (Pass) Course 
examinations if a candidate fails to secure the minimum pass 
marks in all the papers in which he was required to appear, 
he shall be declared to have passed in such paper(s) in each of 
which he secures the minimum pass marks and he will be 
required to appear again and pass in the failing paper(s) 
only. 


For the purpose of determining the dirision and also 
for the purpose of admission to a higher course of study, a 
candidate shall be deemed to have secured the niiniraum pass 
marks only ( irrespective of the marks actually obtained ) 
prescribed for the subject or its theoretical or practical part 
only, as the case may be, depending on whether he was 
declared eligible for the supplementary examination in the 
subject as a whole or in its theoretical or practical part 
only. Where a subject or its theoretical part comprises of 
two or more theory papers and a candidate was required to 
appear in only one or some of them, there also only the 
minimum pass marks prescribed for the subiect/lheoretical 
part as a whole shall be taken into account for determining 
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(iii) Inscrvice candidates be also deemed to be eligible for 
admission to LL.M. course. 

(iv) The scheme of assessment of answer-books by teachers 
within the college adopted for under-graduate examina- 
tions in Arts, Science and Commerce be abolished with 
immediate effect. 

(v) Practical examinations in the faculties of Arts, Social 
Sciences, Science, Commerce for under-graduate as well 
as post-graduate examinations be held by one internal 
and one external examiner. This should apply to viva- 
voce examinations also. 

(vi) With effect from the examinations of 1979 the scheme 
of getting the question-papers of under-graduate classes 
in the Faculties of Arts, Science and Commerce set on 
the basis of Question Banks be given up. 

(26) On the recommendation of the Ac. Council the system of 
awarding Grades in respect of Post-graduate examinations has been 
dispensed with and instead numerical marking system is to be followed 
with immediate effect. 

(27) On the analogy of the facility available in the case of Post- 
graduate examinations in the Faculties of Arts. Science and Commerce 
the facility of carrying over 50% papers of LL.M. Part-I class to 
LL.M, Part-II class has been extended to the LL.M, students also. 

(28) The facility of improvement of performancc/division has also 
extended in the case of B.Sc. (Ag.) examinations, 

(29) The question of giving weightage of marks to the physically 
handicapped students as also to the candidates taking part in the 
N.C.C. activities in the matter of admission etc. was under considera- 
tion of the Ac. Council. On its recommendations the following 
decisions were taken ; 

(i) Upto 3% scats could be reserved for blind and other 
physically handicapped candidates for admission to 
the courses offered in (a) Faculty of Education and (b) 
Faculty of Fine Arts, Music, and Dramatics, 

(ii) 3% Scats may be reserved for suitable physically handi- 
capped persons for recruitment of ministerial and class 
IV employees in the University. 

(iii) For teaching profession a weightage of 5% marks may be

(33) With a view to having a coordinated body to serve as a vital 
link between the University Grants Commission, the University, 
the colleges and the State Education Department, the U.G.C. wrote 
to the Universities for creating a College Development Council at the 
University headquarters, vide its letter No. F. l-50/77(C.P.) dated 
1. II. 1977. Accordingly, the Council was constituted. The College 
Development Council met once in January, 1978 to decide about 
disbursement of basic grants for purchase of books, journals and 
equipment to the tune of Rs. 16 lacs. 

Subsequently the Secretary, U.G.C. addressed a D.O. letter 
to the Vice-Chancellor on 2nd June, 1978 conveying acceptance of 
recommendations of its standing committee regard commission’s 
support for College Development Council. The Commission agreed 
to give 100 per cent assistance for a full-time Coordinator and a Steno- 
grapher for the purpose. Necessary steps are being taken to cons- 
titute a College Development Council in the University on the lines 
suggested by the Commission. 

(34) The University became member of the International Associa- 
tion of Universities, Paris. 

(35) Dr. Hari Singh, Member Syndicate, was appointed as a Mem- 
ber and Chairman of the University Board of Sports vice Shri 
Bhanwar Lai Sharma. 

(36) A request was made by the Rajasthan University Non-Tea- 
ching Staff Association to the effect that proper representation be 
given to the Association on various units of the University Bodies. 
In this connection the Syndicate observed that the provisions of the 
University Act do not permit representation of the Associations on 
the Statutory bodies like Senate, Syndicate and Ac. Council. It 
was, however, felt that operationally the interests of the various 
categories of the Non-teaching staff would be better served by pro- 
viding for a broad-based forum where all problems relating to them 
could be freely and frankly discussed. The Syndicate, therefore, 
constituted a ‘University Non-Teaching Employees Welfare Advi- 
sory Council’ with the following composition to advise it on all 
matters and problems concerning the non-teaching employee of the 
University : 

( i ) One person to be nominated as its representative by the 
Rajasthan University Non-teaching Staff Association.

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syllabus but use some abbreviated form of their ov/n from which 
other the office is unable to make out as to which paper has been 
actually taught by the teacher concerned in the past. It is, therefore, 
felt that it will be difficuft for the office to prepare a separate pane! of 
examiners for each papers of post-graduate examinations. The 
office could prepare a separate panel of examiners for post-graduate 
examinations in each subject arranging the names of examiners in 
their alphabetical order or in the order of their length of teaching 
experience, as may be desired, listing the names of papers taught, 
experience of teaching the paper concerned and the break in exami- 
nership against each examiner as intimated by the person concerned. 

(4) The committee has recommended that no person should be 
appointed as co-examiner for degree examinations unless he possess- 
ses atleast 5 years teaching experience of degree classes in the subject 
concerned and that after serv^ing as examiner for tw'o years the teacher 
must have a break of two years. In this connection it may be men- 
tioned, that in previous years, examiners possessing less than 5 years 
teaching experience had to be appointed in certain subjects, e.g., 
Histor>% H.T.C.C., General Hindi, Hindi Lit., General English, 
English Literature, Political Science, Accountancy & Statistics, Busi- 
ness Administration, Economic Administration and Financial Mana- 
gement, due to paucity of teachers possessing 5 year’s teaching experi- 
ence and the condition of one years gap after 3 years continuous 
examinership also had to be relaxed. The increase in the number of 
teachers corresponds to the increase in the number of regular students 
only. Since non-colfegiate and correspondence course candidate 
are permitted to take University examinations and their number 
fairly large, the number of teachers qualified for appointment of 
examiners falls short of the number of examiners required. There- 
fore, it is felt that for appointment of examiners for under-graduate 
examinations, wherever the number of teachers possessing the mini- 
mum teaching experience of 5 years falls short of the number of 
examiners required, the teachers possessing less than 5 years experi- 
ence but not less than 3 years experience may be allowed to be appo- 
inted as co-examiners and the condition of break in examinership 
may also be made relaxable where necessary. 

( 5 ) For practical examinations, the committee has recommended 
that appointment of teachers with less than 5 years but not less than 
3 years teaching experience may be made, if necessar\% after exhaus- 
ting the panel of eligible teachers. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that practical examinations are conducted by 2 examiners 
one internal and one external. It is proposed that where no teacher 
possessing requisite minimum teaching experience is available in an 
institutions, a teacher possessing less than even 3 years teaching 
experience may be allowed to be appointed as an internal examiner 
on the recommendation of the Principal concerned. It is all the 
more necessary' because no remuneration wll now be payable for 
practical examinations of internal candidates. 
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Shelchawat expressed his view point and placed the facts relating 
to the aforesaid subject before the Council {Vide Appendix — Z/JO. 

In this connection the Council also noted the following 
resolution communicated by Rajasthani Bhasha Sahitj^a Sangam

We, the following teachers of the University appointed through 
the Selection process during the period June 1978 to August 1978, 
would feel very grateful if the Syndicate would kindly reconsider 
its decision regarding the period of probation. 

Since the requirement of Probation has been completely 
waived in some cases, and modified in some other cases, it is hardly 
fair that the University should insist on a long probation period of 
24 months in our case, vide the existing 0.357. We would, there- 
fore, request the Syndicate to make this period to 12 months as 
unanimously recommended by the Senate vide its Resolution No, 8 
passed at its meeting on April 25, 1978. 

In this connection we may also point out that the U.G.C. 
guideline regarding the probation period under the revised pay scale 
suggest a period of ranging from 9 months to a maximum of 24 
months. In the past, this period in the University has always been 
12 months as it is still in many Universities after the adoption of the 
new U.G.C. pay scales. 

We hope the Syndicate would take a sympathetic view of our 
request.

DIRECT RECRUITMENT OF LDC’s BY COMPETITIVE

2. A competitive examination shall be conducted by the Regis- 
trar as and when required.

branches of medicine. An assessment of the requirements of 
specialists will first need to be made whereafter the organisation 
of post-graduate education will have to be geared towards achieving 
this objective. There is also a need to restructure the educational 
pattern. It is recognised by everybody that the present system of 
education, particularly in the modern medicine, is not relevant to 
the conditions prevailing in the country, \yhile on the one hand 
there is an essential need to keep pace with the developments 
elsewhere in the world, there is an equal, if not more, important 
need to make the medical education process serves the needs of 
the country and its population. Secondly, all systems of medicine 
must draw strength and inspiration from each other. The ideological 
differences among different systems of medicine need to be bridged. 
This can be done only by leaders in the profession, sitting together 
and evolving methods to learn from each other. To help in such 
innovative processes and to provide for organised development of 
all medical educational processes, it would be necessary to set up 
a Medical and Health Education Commission embracing all systems 
of medicine and all types of medicaj and para-medica! personnel. 
It should be noted here that quantitative norms such as doctor- 
paticni ratio, doctor-population ratio, nurSe-doctor ratio etc. are 
not the real indicators of the health status of a conntr\-. The 
Medical and Health Education Commission can, over a period of

The Commission of Enquiry appointed on 23rd July, 1977 
under Justice Jagat Narain to enquire into various affairs connected 
with the University of Rajasthan has submitted its Report. After 
going through the Report I have accepted the findings of the 
Commission. You are now requested to take further necessary 
action on the findings of the Commission in accordance with 
Section 10(4) and (5) of the University of Rajasthan Act, 1946, 

I have given careful consideration to the findings of the 
Commission and would like to advise you as indicated henceforth, 
under Section 10(4) of the Act. 

(A) Act against Dr. G.C. Pande, former Vice-Chancellor, University 
of Rajasthan : 

The Report of the Commission mainly revolves around, the 
activities of Dr. Pande who was Vice-Chancellor of the University 
from 18th October, 1974 to July, 1977 The Commission has found 
Dr. Pande guilty of different types of irregularities for which the 
University should take disciplinary action against him in accordance 
with its rules. I also indicate below the actions of Dr. Pande, 
which have attracted adverse comments from the Commission : — 

(A) 1. Misuse of powers during the period of emergency : 

The Commission has found that Dr. Pande was instrumental 
in getting the unions of Teachers, Students and Non-teaching 
employees in the University dissolv^. The Commission has also 
observed that the Order regarding seeking prior permission for 
leaving headquarters by Dr. Pande for. all the teachers was meant 
to humiliate them in general, since, it best, such an order could 
have been necessary only for teachers who w'ere holding some 
administrative position. Similarly, the setting up of Research 
and Reference Cell has been adversely commented upon by the 
Commission. 

(A) 2. The Commission has found Dr. Pande responsible for 
committing irregularities in the following matters of appoint- 
ment and promotion : — 
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The project work should flow out to internship and 
practial work- 

5. Scheme of examination : 2/3 of the marks allotted will 
be for practical work and 1/3 of the marks for theory^* 

6. For drawing out the details of the sy^Ilabus the next 
meeting of the Committee should be held towards the second week 
of September, Meanw^hile Mrs. C,K. Daadiy^ is requested to work 
out the detailed syilabus and the same be circulated among the 
members of the Committee.

A note on the report of shri Jagat Narain Commission 

In the Enquin’ under the Unh-ersity Act, it was obligatory 
on the Universitj' to have appointed a competent Representative 
to assist the commission. Commission does not mention the 
appointment of the Representative nor does it name him. In fact, 
neither the Vice-Choncellor nor any member of the Syndicate, nor 
any Dean, nor the Registrar or the Finance Officer or the Legal 
Ad'iser of the University’ were appointed as University Represen- 
tative. 


In the absence of such an assistance the Commission could 
not possibly work with sufficient knowledge of the extensive and 
complex body of University’ rules, conventions, facts and history. 
It was largely at the mercy of the clerks and junior officers and the 
stories fed to it by the complainants. The Report is thus plainly 
one-sided. 

Nor did the Commission frame any issues or communicate 
them to me despite my request. 

The Commission shows no appreciation of the indirect 
connection of the Vice-Chancellor with routine administration. It 
is not realized that the Vice-Chancellor's personal knowledge, 
supervision, or initiative constitute a very' small part of the large 
and complex body of business with which he is formally associated. 
It is the senior officers of the University who are the custodians of 
records, facts and procedures and every Vice-Chancellor must be 
willy-nilly guided by them. Nor does the Commission realize that 
in all important matters the Vice-Chancellor acts in consultation 
with statutory and other bodies and their members. It is strange 
that the Commission finds fault with the Vice-Chancellor, never 
mentioning the University bodies or officers. The Commission 
assumes in all cases except one that the Vice-Chancellor could do 
whatever he liked, and that whatever was done must have repre- 
sented the wishes of the Vice-Chancellor. 

It is also not realized that the Vice-Chancellor is not like a 
judge who can, without regard to time or consequences, afford to 
judge matters and polish' the record. Nor is he a permanent 
officer inspiring permanent loy’alties in the office. The Vice- 
Chanellor is required to act in white heat in the midst of a situa- 
tion where politics, agitation and vested interests jostle with 
academic ne^s and practical requirements. His actions and their

denounced those who belonged to the “banned organizations”. 
The Vice-Chancellor, _ on the other hand, was suspected of 
having connections with some of these organizations and was 
often denounced for this. A threat certainly existed but it was 
to the Vice-Chancellor from teachers like these and not vice- 
versa. 

1.6. Here, again, the Commission shows a total ignorance 
of the historical and political background of the events which it 
purports to investigate. 

1.7. The Commission again shows bias in as much as 
it concedes prima facie credibility to the complainants but not 
to the Vice-Chancellor. 

pp.3— 4 of the Commission’s Report-re-Code of Conduct : 

2.1. The Commission betrays its ignorance of the fact 
that the idea of a Code of Conduct for teachers did not 
originate with Dr. G. C. Pande but with the U.G.C. : 

2.2. The Commission says that Dr. G.S. Sharma chaired 
the Committee but omits to mention that the President RUTA 
was a member of the Committee. This tends to create a false 
impression. 


2.3. The Commission is not aware of the fact that Code 
of Conduct was realty devised to protect the teachers from the 
imposition of a Code by the Government. 

2.4. The Code is for any one to see. It passes one’s 
imagination how a Code which emphasizes devotion to duty and 
academic values can be construed as an instrument of terror. 

2.5. The Commission makes an a stounding surmise : “any 
teacher who did not toe the line of the Vice-Chancellor could have 
been found guilty of one breach or another easily”. On this 
reasoning there ought not to be any code of duty or law. 

2.6 The responsibility for the Code did not lie with 
Dr. Pande but with the Syndicate. 

pp. 4-5— Re— Provision for compulsory retirement : 

3.1. The measure was proposed and adopted by the 
Syndicate, not by Dr. G.C. Pande.

5.5 The alleged private meetings of Sri Pant and Agney 
could not have anythina to do with the Research and Reference 
Cell. 

P.7- 

6. 1 The reference to the dispute of Sri Pant and Dr. Bakaya 
is beyond the terms of the hnquiry. Facts too are misrepresented 
in the account. In fact, Dr. Bakaya’s position had been strongly 
assailed in the College Council. Again, it was an accepted 
Principle of the Faculty-wise system that the teachers were respon- 
sible to their Heads and the Heads to the Dean. 

pp. 7-10 — re — Appointment of Sri Agney ; 

7.1 It is a totally false surmise that Sri M.P. Jain Was 
transferred, “//i order to appoint Sri Agney as Administrative 
Secretary ultimately”. Sri Jain was transferred for administrative 
reasons. Sri Agney had done good work in Public relation for the 
University during December 1974 — February' 1975 and it w'as 
proposed to continue him as a P.R.O. Since Sri Jain was trans- 
ferred at this time, Sri Agney was appointed P.R.O.-cum-P.S. as 
a purely temporary measure,' 

7.2. The qualifications of the Administrative Secretary 
were defined as part of a general revision of qualifications for non- 
teaching posts. The rerision was not for one person specifically 
and its suitability for the needs of the University was accepted by a 
Committee of the Syndicate and the Syndicate itself. I still believe 
that a person with experience of journalism and public relations 
will be_a much better Secretary to the Vice-Chancellor w'ho has to 
deal with persons than one w'ho merely deals with files. Such 
qualifications had been revised in past too, e.g., w'hen Sri L.P. Vaish 
was appointed Registrar or when Sri M.P. Jain was made eligible 
for the A.R.’s post by experience as P.S. being treated as adminis- 
trative experience. 

7.3 It was the duty of the Registrar to screen applications 
and issue inter\iew’ latters and I am sure he must have satisfied 
himself about Sri Agney’s qualifications. The Commission is 
strangely silent on the fact that Sri Agney is a first class Law 
graduate and it cavalierly dismisses his claims of journalistic and 
research experience. 

7.4. The Selection Committee for the Administrative Secre- 
tary was constituted in accordance with the University Act. Sri 
R.K. Misra and Dr. G.N. Sharma were nominated by the Govern-

Dramatics, Foreign Languages, College Programme 
in Continuing Education (O.MI-D) and for posts in Special Assis- 
tance Programme in Philosophy, Political Science and* Universitv 
Service & Instrumentation Centre. {0.14I-F) which are to be 
revised in v'iew* of the UGC guidelines received in this respect and 
decided to consider the matter later on.

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for abroad, the conversation could not have taken place. The 
reprinting of the minutes was thus not surreptitious and its full 
responsibility must lie on those who had the statutory and actual 
custody of the minutes, viz. the Registrar and his colleagues. The 
Vice-Chancellor, in fact, ordered an enquiry into the matter when 
it was brought to his notice. 

8.2. Why was the reprinting ordered ? Was it to falsify the 
minutes ? I am inclined to an emphatic ‘NO’. I would like to 
place full trust in the integrity and competence of the officers and 
believe that the draft ordinance which the Syndicate passed with 
modifications on 25-12-75 did not contain the clause about a 
maximum age of recruitment. The so-called App. — was not 
actually circulated at the time. That was not done even normally 
and this was an emergency meeting. Mr. D.N. Handa read out 
some amendments on the basis of a draft which he had with him 
as a member of the Misra Committee. Later on when it was 
discovered that the minutes had been wrongly printed, the office 
sought to correct the mistake by issuing the Notification mentioned 
above and ordering their partial reprinting. Since it was not a 
change of the minutes but merely their restoration from an acciden- 
tal misprinting, the Syndicate w'as apparently not informed of this 
incident. 

8.3. How did the mistake come about ? On 21-11-75 the 
Syndicate generally approved a draft ordinance and authorized the 
Vice-Chancellor to finalize it after the Misra Committee had looked 
into it. The Vice-Chancellor convened the Misra Committee to 
make suggestions about the draft. One of the suggestions which 
was made by Sri B. Mehta and Sri D.N- Handa was the introduc- 
tion of a maximum age limit for recruitment of office staff, w’hich 
was noted in the office draft of the minutes. When the draft was 
put up before the Vice-Chancellor, he did not agree with the item 
and instructed the office to exclude this modification of the age 
clause from the final draft ordinance but nevertheless place, it 
again before the Committee for reconsideration as a matter of 
form. The reason was that such a clause had never existed in 
University rules before and w'ould have prevented the recruitment 
of experienced outsiders like Principals, etc., for senior adminis- 
trative positions in the University. Men like Principals K. L. 
Verma and L.P. Vaish could not have been recruited with such a 
clause in existence. 

_ The opinion W'as conveyed to Sri D.N. Handa personally by 
the Vice-Chancellor and to Sri B. S, Mehta through Sri Ranjeet 
Singh. Both of them agreed (Aride Sri Ranjeet Singh’s note dated

How again, could such a change be 
effected without the knowledge of the Registrar, D.R. (Academic) 
and D.R. (A&F) who had the custody of the minutes and had to 
consult the ordinance frequently e.g. to place it before the Senate, 
to issue advertisements, and to screen applications. Had the 
Commission not been carried away by its prosecuting zeal against 
the Vice-Chancellor, it would not have turned a blind eye towards 
the Registrar, and the D.R. (Academic), without whose knowledge 
and consent the notification No. 34 could not have been issued nor 
the reprinting done, nor the corrected ordinance placed before the 
Senate, nor the advertisement issued or the screening done. The 
commission has dreamed up a vast conspiracy without realizing the 
practical difficulties of executing it. It is portinent to quote here a 
remark of the Administrative Reforms Committee : “The Committee 
■was firmly of the opinion that the Vice-Chancellor should not be 
involved as directly responsible for any working of the office*’. 
The Jagat Narain Commission attributes responsibility to the Vice- 
Chancellor on the basis of a hypothetical reasoning which flies in 
the face of cogency, and some circumstantial evidence which is 
ambiguous and is contradicted by the evidence of important 
•witnesses. 

p. 16. 

9. 1. Actually the Syndicate resolved the acceptance of 
UGC pay scales and left the consequent! onal amendments to the 
office. After I had approved the first draft of the D.R. (Academic), 
it was brought to my notice that the UGC pay scales did not apply 
to the office for which a different system was contemplated by the 
Government, Hence the earlier version of the consequentional 
amendment was found defective necessitating change. In the 
matter of these detailed rules the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndicate 
are guided by the office. The new draft also was proposed by 
the office and formally put up by the Re^strar. This instance only 
proves my contention that the ‘correction’ of minutes is never 
possible unless the Registrar in convinced. 

pp. 17-18 

10. 1. Some instances of unadjusted advances to Sri Agney 
are denounced by the Commission as ‘financial irre^larities’. The 
University should certainly seek to get these adjusted just as it 
should get all similar advanced adjusted. In any case, the Vice- 
Chanceflor has nothing whatever to do with the matter. 

pp. 19-29-re-Instltute of Correspondence Studies. 

11.1. The facts regarding the nature of the post of the 
Director. Correspondence Studies, its mode of appointment and 
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the discretion of the Selection Committee, pro- 
^dded the candidate has been worMng in the 
University as a Reader for five yczrs and has 
atleast a Second class Master’s degree in Educa- 
tion. 
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Education with the vital task of Adult literacy and introducing 
effective student counselling. The details may be seen in Facts 
Defy Fiction, pp. 17-20. 

12.2. The Commission mentions the reduction of Mrs. 
Unnithan’s grade as if it were an act of victimisation, when it 
could only have been the routine application of the rules of pay 
fixation. The Vice-Chancellor had nothing whatever to do with the 
case. This is a glaring instance of suggestio falsi. 

pp. 38 — 39 re-admissions 

13.1. Ordinance 87-A is such that only the Vice-Chancellor 
has to be satisfied about the genuineness of the case. If a rule 
could be made to define this genuiness, the ordinance will not be 
necessary. 

13. ?. The so-called conversation with Miss. Zutshi never 
took place, I do not recall recommending Miss. Bhatia in any 
manner. In fact I have never known anything about her except 
through the Commission’s report 

13.3. Miss Nasreen Khan’s admission to the Department 
of philosophy and later transfer to the Department of Political 
Science were recommmended by the Head of the Department of 
Philosophy. I personally considered it a very human case. 

p. 39 re-allowance posts 

14. Appointments to allowance posts were made on the 
estimate of ability and willingness coupled with considerations 
of seniority and rotation as well as contingent circumstances in 
each case. Vide Facts Defy Fiction, pp, 8 — 11, 

pp. 40 — 46 

15.1. On Prof. A.K.P. Sinha’s appointment vide my letter 
to the Commission dated 23-11-77 Generally it may be stated that 
Professor A.K.P. Sinha was an eminent Professor and any Univer- 
sity should be glad to be able to have his services. 

15.2. The panels of experts approved for Readers and 
Professors of Psychology contained the same names and hence 
although numerically distinct, the panels were identical. 

15.3. No details are give nabout the expenditure of time five 
lacs on posts mentioned on p. 41. I believe the Government later 
on sanctioned a much larger number of office posts. 

15. ‘i. On cases referred to on pp.41-46, of the Commission’s 
report, vide Facts Defy Fiction, pp. 14-17 where the various 
objeciions have been fully answered. 
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20. p,56 — ^paras 11-12 do not mention anything which may 
be construed to restrict intellectual and academic life as alleged 
in para 10. 

p.57 — paras 3-4 

21. The allegations of favouritism made here are ridiculous. 
Dr. Shivhare and Dr. G.N. Sharma were widely appreciated and 
respected. The appreciation of generally acknowledged merit 
cannot be termed favouritism. 

22. These propose new legal interpretations generally at 
variance irith University practice. The University was guided by 
its own practice and legal advice. 


pp. 88-89 

23. The Commission converts itself into a one-man Selection 
Committee in Physics. Personally, I can hardly aspire to that 
status. 

pp. 90-94 

24. My replies to the Commission on these aflSdavits may 
please be perused. 

pp. 112-16 

25.1. My previous comments to the Commission may 
please be perused. Sri Jagat Narain argues like a_ counsel for 
Sri M.P. Jain even to the extent of simulating indignation. He 
claims to know more about the ability of Sri Jain than myself and 
assumes that nothing except malafide intentions could lie behind 
his transfer.’ If a Selection Committee rgects Sri Jain, it is the 
Committee that must be blamed. Nor would Sri Jagat Narain 
give the Vice-Chancellor the right to judge and choose his P.S. 
He refers to the opinions of previous Vice-Chancellors forgetting 
that circumstances as well as men change. 

25.2. In fact, no attempt was ever made to penalise 
Sri Jain or to put him to loss. He was transfersed on the higher 
grade which he temporarily enjoyed and in fact given the status 
of an ofhcer. That he v;as required to face a Selection Committee 
followed from the fact that he had never been appointed to the 
higher grade permanently. The Selection Committee included 
not only Prof. G.S. Sharma but also Sri L.P. Vaish and Sri D.N.

General Observations made by the Members of the Sjudicate. 

Some members of the Syndicate who were connected with 
the affairs of the University in the past were quite critical about 
the various matters which were dealt with during the period of 
the emergency in an arbitrary manner, violating rules in such a 
way thaf it could be constrimed as prejudicial to or as undue 
favouritism to particular members of the teaching and non-teaching 
staff of the University. 

It was observed that the Justice Jagat Narain Commission 
report deals with only such cases about which written complaints 
were lodged or affidavits given and that besides these, there were 
several other matters also in which the then administration acted 
in an arbitrary manner. Strong resentment was expressed and 
some members felt that exemplary action needs to be taken in 
this regard. 

However, the ^^ice-Chanccllor impressed upon the members 
of the Syndicate about the need of dealing with such a delicate 
matter dispassionately. He suggested that the Syndicate should 
limit its discussion only to such cases as have been dealt with 
in the Justice Jagat Narain Commission report and while 
discussing this matter, the members should not allow personal 
bias to enter into the debate or allow any feeling of vengeance to 
enter their mind. 

The members felt that some immediate action should be 
taken at least in respect of those cases about which the 
Hon’ble Chancellor had observed that the aggrieved persons 
should be given relief. The extent of relief to be granted in such 
cases could be decided by the Committee to be appointed by 
the Vice-Chancellor. 

The members also observed tliat the remaining cases may 
be examined in detail by the Committee and it may be found 
what the University can do to redress the grievances of the 
persons concerned. 

Also, in all cases where undue favouritism has been shown 
to persons during the Vice-Chancellorship of Prof. G. C. Pande, 
the Committee may see that the person whose interest has 
suffered received a fair treatment to the extent it was not 
possible.

9lh January, 1979 the candidate submitted a re- 
presentation requesting for reconsideration of his 
case and giving him full opportunity to explain his 
case in person. As the candidate was not given 
any opportunity by the Centre Superintendent at the 
time when he was caught using unfair means, 
it was necessary to give him a personal hearing to 
satisfy the principles of natural justice. Therefore, 
the candidate was given a personal hearing on 19-3-79 
by the Committee appointed to consider the cases 
of use of iinfairmeans. After hearing the candidate, 
the Committee recommended that the present 
examination of the candidate be cancelled and he be 
further debarred from appearing at any examination 
of the University to be held in 1979 only instead of 
1979 and 1980.

I have been given to understand that the Faculty of Commerce 
has approved of the proposal of the Committee of Courses for a Two- 
year P.G. Degree Course in Tourism and Hotel Management in the 
University of Rajasthan to be effective from the academic session 
1980-81 instead of from the session 1979-80 (as suggested by the 
Committee of Courses). My observation in this connection is that if 
the Faculty of Commerce is convinced that the Two-Year P.G. 
Degree Courses is in the best interests of the candidates, then there 
is no advantage in continuing the old course even for a day. More- 
over, this was the main demand of the candidates that the two-year 
course should be introduced with the academic session 1979-80. 
I, therefore, request you to place my observation before the Academic 
Council. 

Further I have been given to understand that the Faculty of 
Commerce has suggested for the abolition of the Committee of the 
Courses and entrustment of this work to the Board of Studies in 
Business Administration with a right to co-opt the conveners of other 
Boards in the faculty of Commerce. So far as I am concerned as 
convener, I am not concerned as to whether the Committee of courses 
continues to function or is abolished. But from academic point of 
view my obser\"ation is that probably the Faculty' of Commerce has 
not been able to appreciate the inter-discriplinar\’ nature of the 
subject of Tourism and Hotel Management and the special expertise 
that it needs. Considering this the Vice-Chancellor was pleased to 
constitute a Special Committee of courses for this subject nominating 
Shri Rajendra Pal Singh, Director of Tourism, Rajasthan, Miss. 
Kanta Thakur, Director Tourism, Northern India, Government of 
India. Captain Chandra Singh, General Manager, Hotel Clark- 
Amer, Dr. D.S. Chawda, General Manager, Hotel Inter-ContinentaL 
Bombay, Shri Ram Achary’a, Incharge, Correspondence Courses, 
and Dr. R.S. Kulshrestha, an expert in Economic and Commerical 
Geography as memebers. It is as per suggestions of this expert 
body that the bx’o-year ^llabus has been drafted and it will further 
need^ the approval of this expert body.

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made from the date of order i e. from the 6th February, 
1979 upto the date of retirement of Shri Gidwani i.e. 
upto the date of 2Sth February, 1979. 

( ii) The Vice-Chancellor be requested to review the claim 
of Shri Gidwani for payment of honorarium for the 
work of Index India for the period from 1st January, 
1972 to 5th February, 1979. 

(iii) The payment of arrears made to Shri Gidwani under 
mis-apprehension and mis-interpretation of the orders 
of the Vice-Chancellor be recovered from Shri Gidwani 
in the light of the aforesaid reolution Nos. (i) & (ii). 

(iv) the recovery’ of the excess payment made on account of 
honorarium retrospectively be made only after a 
decision with regard to the resolution No. (ii) above is 
taken by the Vice-Chancellor. 

7. The Vice-Chancellor apprised the Syndicate about the 
difficulties posed by the teachers of University Law Department in 
doing examinadon work during the summer vacation. He also 
apprised about the discussion which took place between him, the 
Administrative Deans, and also the senior teachers of the Univer- 
sity Law Department. 

On the basis of the discussions, the Syndicate considered a 
proposal to the effect that paxment for the number of days of 
compensatory leave admissible to teachers who are called upon to 
do the examination work during the summer vacation of 1979 be 
made. 


Haxing considered the matter in detail the Syndicate resolved 
that ( i ) as agreed to by the Senior Teachers of the University 
Law Department, such teachers of the University Teaching Depart- 
ments as are required to do examination work during the summer 
vacation be granted Compensatory leave to the extent admis- 
sible in terms of the provisions of clause No. 27( i ) of 0.358 of 
the University Hand Book Part II. (ii) in order to enable the 
teachers to ax-ail of the Compansatoiy leave, about 2/3rd of the 
number of teachers in the department of Law be permitted to 
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Venues, dates. University observer arid results of the 
various tournaments are given in annexure 1.

1. Candidates who have represented the Nation in Games 
and Sports/Co-curricular activities at the Intematipnal 
level or have represented University in the Inter-Univer- 
sity Tournaments or have represented State in the Inter- 
State Tournaments (Sr./Jr.) School Nationals at least 
once in the immediately preceding two years shall be 
eligible for admission to the course irrespective of ^e 
marks obtained by them at the qualifying examination 
provided that in the case of admission to a post graduate 
course such candidates should have secured the minimum 
percentage of marks prescribed for purpose of admission 
to the said course. 

2. A Weightage of 3 % marks in the total aggregate of 
marks prescribed for the qualif3'ing examination to a 
candidate who has represented Secondary/Higher Secon- 
dary School atleast once in the immediately preceding 
tw’o 3'ears in the Itater-School Tournaments organised by 
the Education Department. 

3. A weightage of 3% marks in the total aggregate of marks 
prescribed for the qualifying examination to a candidate 
who has represented his college at the Inter-Collegiate 
tournaments. However, a demand has recently been 
raised by students that this restrication of two years 
should be abolished. 

It is, therefore, requested that the matter may kindly be 
renewed and the guidance may kindly be made available to the 
University so that necessary amendments could be made in the 
above provisions.

A propos our telephonic talk on 12-6-79 I reterate the stand 
taken by me. 

You may be aware that this centre is conducting exami- 
nations since the last month of April, 1979 and such examinations 
will continue till about 15th Jul}’, 1979. Ordinarily the lecturers are 
entitled to vacations during the summer vacations, but on account 
of that change in dates in the annual examinations for a couple of 
years they are required to do invigilation work in these examination 
and as such have not been able to avail of the of the summer vava- 
tions. The lecturers grumble very' much for not being able to enjoy 
the rest they desen.'e after a whole sessions working. 

The dates of the law examinations are, it so appears, being 
fi.xed from 2nd July, 1979 and will continue till 6th August, 1979. 
This being the position, the lecturers are not prepared to do invi- 
^lation work and want to go out. Without the college lecturers 
it will not be possible to conduct the law examinations with the help 
of invigilatorcs called from outside nor will it be possible for me 
to manage the examinations and check the copying by the students. 
Looking to the prevailing atmosphere of copying in the country' 
and also not prepared for 2nd July, 1979, and if forced to appear 
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therefore, felt that the University should remit a sum of Rs. 2/- 
per non -collegiate candidate to the examination centre to be 
distributed as follows : — • • 

a 

Re. 1/- to the Principal/Centre Superintendent 
Paisa 50 to the Ministerial Staff 
Paisa 50 to Class IV Staff. 

(4) The above recommendations of the Committee was 
accetped by the Syndicate Ude its Res. No. 21 dated 27th'/28th 
August, 1974 and accordingly a circular letter No. 57563-662 
dated April, 1975 was issued to all Examination Centres informing 
them that a sum of Rs. 2/- per non-collegiate candidate registered 
at each Centre would be paid to the Centre Superintendent for 
distribution as above. 

(5) The Synidacate reviewed the above decision vide its 
Res. No. 27 "dated 24th January, 1976. Taking note of the 
fact that the Syndicate had decided to conduct separate examina- 
ticns for non-collegiate candidates during the summer vacations 
which would, involve more expenditure and that provision for 
payment of remuneration to the staff of the college including 
the Centre Superintendents for conducting the University 
e.xaminations was already here and the Registration Fee as 
such could hardly be related with the work of conducting the 
University examinations,, the Syndicate deaded to rescined its 
earlier decision regiarding payment of a sum of Rs. 2/- per 
non-collegiate candidate to tire Examination Centres adding that 
the question of making such payment to the colleges for the 
examinations of 1975 did not arise. 

(6) Son;e Principals of colleges represented against the 
above decision and requested for reconsideration of the same 
on the following grounds : — 

(i) That the University had made a commitment for

You were kind enough to give a reasume of your talks wth the 
Chief Minister before the teachers of this University when they asse- 
mbled infront of your office on I2th January, 1979, We were grati- 
fied to leam that the Chief Minister has accepted the principle of at 
least one promotion during their sennce tenure. You also read 
out a gist of the talks held with us earlior regarding our demands. 
A copy of the same is acknowledge. This “consensus document’’ 
was considered by the Executive Committee of the RUT A and the 
General Body on the same date. 

The General Body of the RUTA was unanimously of the, 
opinion that the conclusions embodied in the ‘consensus’ fall far, 
short of the minimum demands of the teachers, although they mark 
slight advance. However, the General Body has decided to suspend 
agitation for the time being and suggested the follo\ring modification : 

(1) (a) The suitability of the teachers for promotion should be 

adjudged by an “Assessment Committee” rather than 
the “Selection Committee” (as stated in para 1 of the 
‘consensus’). 

(b) This “Assessment Committee” will only judge the ‘sui- 
tability’ of teachers for promotion. 

( c) This adjudgement will not, however, include any subject 
interview or a viva voce as this is nowhere a practice, 
for promotion and, 

(d) After adjudgement of ‘suitability** appointment will be 
made strictly on the basis of seniority. 

(2) The Assessment Committee for promotion should consists 
of (a) the Vice-Chancellor, (b) Member of the Syndicate pre- 
ferably the elected representative of the teachers, (c) Principal 
of the College (d) the Head of the Department, if he is not

years of effective teaching. 

(11) With reference to para 7 of Consensus regarding (senior) 
Lecturers in the Readers grade we suggest that this should 
be done at the earliest and should be with effect from the 
date the Syndicate passed the resolution to so designate them. 

(12) Those teachers whose cases have already been taken up under 
the 55 years clause, should be promoted immediately. 

(13) With regards to the case of 6 teachers not absorbed after 
screening under the Ordinance, the General Body strongly 
felt that the matter should be immediately settled favourably. 

(14) The ‘consensus’ document is silent about arrears of U.G.C. 
pay scales with effect from 1.1.1973. The matter is urgent 
because as per U.G.C. decision the amount will not be made 
available after 31,3.1979. 

(15) Constitution of a Joint Consultative Committee has been 
accepted by the Syndicate. The Committee should be formed 
at once and a meeting of the Committee should be called 
before the next meeting of the Syndicate so that decision may 
be taken regarding other demands in our demands’ charter. 

In conclusion we may say that if the foregoing suggestions 
are accepted by the University at an early date, the favourable effect 
created by the Chief Minister’s acceptance of ‘one promotion’ and 
your efforts to implement this will be further strengthened and vdll 
create a sense of satisfaction amongst the teachers about which 
you have yourself shown a great concern.

The Senate is of the firm opinion that those t^\’o proposed 
measures, which negate the basic concept of University 
education, would destroy the veiy^ academic fabric of 
the Universities and would prove absolute^ disastrous 
in the cause of higher education in particular and the 
society in general. 

The University Senate therefore, calls upon the Janta 
Government, wedded to the ideals of independent 
thinking and fearless expression, to up hold the sanctity 
of academic bodies and autonom}" of Universities b}' 
abondoning the idea of inter-university transfer of 
teachers and also by rescinding the move to delink under 
graduate teaching from the Universities.

(22) Oa the recommendation of the Academic Council, it was 
decided that in the Faculty of Engineering & Technology no student 
will be detained on account of shortage in attendance at the B.E. 
Examinations provided the Principal of the college certifies that the 
student has been making satisfactor}^ progress in his studies. This 
certificate will be issued taking into account the following : 

(a) the completion of the prescribed sessional and course 
work regularly to the satisfaction of the Head of the 
Department. 

(b) The marks obtained by the student on the basis of his 
submission made from time to time, and

( ii) The restriction on appearing as non-collegiate candidates 
in such subjects of post-graduate examinations^ where 
instruction by way of' correspondence by the University 
are available, be removed and the students should have 
the option to appear either as a non-collegiate candidate 
or as a student of correspondence course.

Committee. This 5% may be added to the total credit 
marks obtained by the candidate in the selection process.

A note on the feasibility and implementation of the recomm- 
endations of the Committee appointed by the Sviidicate to suggest 
guidelines for the appointment of examiners and inspectors or the 
members of flying squads, as desired by the Syndicate vide its Reso- 
lution No. 40 dated 4th/5th December, I97S. 

The Committee appointed by the Syndicate (vide Resolution 
No. 35, dated I.7.7S) to suggest guidelines regarding appointment 
of examiners has recommended preparation of panels of examiners 
as follows : — 

(1) Panel of examiners in each paper for post-graduate exa- 
minations. The panel is to be prepared in alphabetical 
order showing length of total teaching experience, experi- 
ence of teaching the paper concerned as well as the break 
in the period of examinership: 

(2) A subject-wise panel of examiners for degree examinations 
in the alphabetical order of the names of examiners : 

(3) A subject-wise panel of examine's for degree examina- 
tions, arranging the names of examiners in the order of 
their length of teaching experience of the subject : 

(4) A subject-wise panel of teachers who have never so far 
been appointed examiner for any degree examinations 
in the University to be prepared in the order of their 
length of teaching experience of the subject concerned. 

(2) At present only one panel of examiners in each subject both 
for under-graduate and post-graduate examinations is prepared arra- 
nging the names of examinees in alphabetical order, A separate 
list of examiners who were not given any examination work in the 
preceeding year is also prepared arranging the names of examiners 
in the order of their length of teaching experience and placed before 
the Committee for selecuon of examfners. 

(3) It may be mentioned that there are about 700 different papers 
prescribed for^M.A.. M.Sc., and M.Com., Semester Scheme exami- 
nations and 350 for annual scheme examinations. In many cases 
the nomenclatures of papers are different in semester and Annua! 
Scheme of Examinations. It is our past experience that while furni- 
shing the information about the names of papers taught, the teacher 
do not give full nomenclature of each papers as mentioned in the 



The following stafi’ have not 
been provided : — 
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(6) The Committee has recommended that the member who is 
elected by the Board of Studies to sen'e on the Committee for sele- 
ction of Examiners should not be a person who does not belong to 
Rajasthan. Guidance is solicited as to how this recommendation 
is to be enforced. In the provisions of the University' Act. there is 
no bar to the election of an external member of the Board of Studies 
to serve on the Committee for Selection of Examiners. 

(7) The Committee has recommended that after ser\ing as exa- 
miner for 2 years, a teacher must have a break of Uvo years. If this 
recommendation is strictly enforced, there will be difficult}' in finding 
requisite number of examiners. It is felt that one year's gap after 
3 years examinership would be sufficient as per existing profisions 
which may be allowed to relax where necessary as suggested in para 4. 

(8) The Committee has recommended that the total remuneration 
derived by a person from examinership, tabulation work or its chec- 
king should not exceed Rs. 1600/- in a year. For this purpose, the 
academic year may be treated as a year and the ceiling of remunera- 
tion may apply to the work of examiner held in a particular academic 
year irrespective of the date of payment cf remuneration and the 
ledger account of each examiner should be maintained accordingly 
by the Accounts and Finance Section. In other words, payment 
of remuneration made for examinations held in a particular 
academic year should be posted in the ledger account of the same 
academic year irrespective of the date of payment. 

(9) The Committee has recommended that if any appointment 
of an examiner in contravention of the rules is recommended by the 
Selection Committee, the office shall report it to the Vice-Chancellor. 
The office will try its best to check such appointments and report to 
the Vice-Chancellor but at the same time it is suggested that all the 
members of the Selection Committee may also be required to give a 
certificate to the effect that they have recommended appointment in 
accordance with the rules laid down by the Syndicate. It may be 
added that even at present the Conveners are required to give such a 
certificate. 

(10) The Committee has recommended that the cases of persons 
likely to derive more remuneration than Rs. 1600/- shall be reported 
by the office to the Vice-Chancellor. For this purpose the office shall 
have to maintain individual record of each teacher showing estimated 
remuneration for examination work assigned to him. Before issuing 
any appointment letter for examinership, tabulatorship or checker- 
ship, this record will have to be consulted to ascertain where the 
estimated remuneration would exceed the ceiling of Rs. 1600/- and 
only after such checking the appointment letters will be issued. This 
will also involved some additional work.

1. The Registrar apprised the committee about the following 
decisions taken by the Syndicate at its meeting held on April 29/30th 
1979 (vide Res. No. 53). 

( i ) The ex-cadre personal promotion shall be recommended 
by the following Assessment Committee instead of the 
Statutory Selection Committee 

(a) Vice-Chancellor, 

(b) Dean of the Faculty Concerned 

( c) Senior most Professor of the subject concerned. 

(d) Nominated member of the Syndicate by the State 
Govt, to serve on the Statutory selection committees. 

(e) One subject expert to be selected by the Vice-Chance- 
llor from the panel approved by the committee envi- 
saged in the Act. 

( ii) Competition on the ex-cadre personal promotion shall be 
limited to the internal candidates only and the number 
of candidates to be assessed under the Scheme shall be 
twice the number of posts on which promotions are, 
required to be made in each Department. 

(iii) The candidate should be assessed under that scheme and 
shall be picked up in order of seniority in each depart- 
ment.

(3) Consequent upon the implementation of this scheme of 5% 
personal promotion of lecturers and Readers to the higher posts, 
no additional post shall be created in any department nor any extra 
hand will be provided to any department due to the change in the 
workload position of the department on the basis of these promo- 
tions. 

(4) The Committee also decided that if any teacher eligible for 
ex-cadre personal promotion under Statue 20, could not be pro- 
moted under that scheme, he should not be debarred from conside- 
ration under this scheme provided he fulfils the prescribed conditions. 

(5) The Committee also decided that in a Department where, 
only one teacher is eligible under the rules to face the Assessment 
Committee and if he is also not adjudged Suitable for promotion by 
the Committee, then that post shall go to the next eligible candidate 
to whichever department he belongs. 

(6) Since as per decision of the Syndicate taken at its meeting 
held on 29/30th April 1979, the persons to be assessed under this 
scheme are to be picked up in order of seniority, the Committee, 
clarified that the seniority of such teachers who directly joined the 
University, be determined in terms of the Resolution no. 52 of the 
Syndicate. In the case of teachers who joined the University conse- 
cuent upon taking over the 4 local colleges their inter-se seniority be 
adjudged on the basis of the seniorit^^ maintained by the Govern- 
ment and a list may be obtained from the Director of College 
Education.

The Senate is of the firm opinion that these two 
proposed measures, which negate the basic concept of 
Um’versity education, would destoi}' the ver}' academic 
fabric of the Universities and would prove absolutely 
disastrous to the cause of higher education in particular 
and the society in general. 

The Universit}' Senate therefore, calls upon the 
Janta Government, wedded to the ideals of indepen- 
dent thinking and fearless expression, to uphold the 
sancity of academic bodies and autonom}' of Univer- 
sities by abandoning the idea of inter Universit}' 
transfer of teachers and also by rescinding the mov'C 
to delink under graduate teaching from the Universities. 

The Senate propose that in order to improve and 
strengthan higher education in Rajasthan, the State 
Government should reconstiture a committee consisting 
of teachers and eminent educationists alone. 

The Senate further resolved that the University of 
Rajasthan should take immediate steps to implent the 
long standing resolutions regarding integrated, faculty 
wise teaching in the University so that the academic 
standards at the under- graduate and. post graduate

(B) Action on Findings of the Commission Regarding Individual 

Representations : 

The Commission had received 77 representations from indi- 
viduals and groups. The findings of the Commission on these 
representations appear in Part II of the Report.

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record must perforce remain in a state of incomplction and 
imperfection and liable to be twisted and misrepresented by 
dissatisfied elements in the office. 

All this is true even in the best of circumstances. How 
much truer must it be for a period during which two major 
political changes took place— the proclamation and withdrawal 
of Emergency. For the Commission the history of this period is 
written in only two colours— black and white. The Vice-Chance- 
llor belongs to the former, the work of the Commission to the 
second phase. The Commission starts by accepting the basic point 
of view of the complainants — that the Vice-Chancellor’s motives 
must generally be unworthy and suspect and that all ambiguities 
in circumstantial evidence must be interpreted to his detriment. 
Whenever the Vice-Chancellor exercises discretion^ which he must 
do constantly, the Commission suspects ulterior motives and is 
willing to lend its ears to some dissatisfied party or the other.

1.1. The Commission garbles the facts by confusing two 
quite different meetings. The correct sequence may be seen in 
Facts Defy Fiction^ p. 1. 

1.2. The Commission surmises that the dissolution of 
Unions must have been done at the initiative of the Vice- 
Chancellors. In this it disregards clear documentary evidence 
to the contrary-vide Minutes of the meetings of the Coordination 
Committee of Vice-Chancellors held in the Committee Room of 
the Rajasthan Secretariat, Jaipur on December 3, 1975, enclosed 
with letter No. PA/DCE/76/192 dated 28-1-76 from Dr. R. N. 
Choudhary, Director of College Education, Jaipur to Dr. G.C. 
Pande, Vice-Chancellor, University of Rajasthan, Jaipur. 

1.3. Thus in the very opening para the Commission is 
guilty of confusing facts as well as of disregarding evidence on 
the basis of hypothetical reasoning and prejudice.'^ It also shows 
a personal bias against Dr. G. C. Pande. On the Commission’s 
own showing the measure in question was not the individual 
and personal invention of Dr. Pande but one taken in pursuance 
of state-level decision. And yet the Commission chooses to 
describe it as a measure devised by Dr. Pande and attributes it 
to the motive of ‘terrorizing teachers and students'. 

1.4. The general situation of Emergency certainly con- 
tained elements of terror but these existed as much for the 
Vice-Chancellors as they did for the teachers and others. 

1.5. The Commission has taken over this allegation from 
a group of teachers who were affiliated to a political party

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3. One post of unqualified lecturer should be replaced by 
qualified one. 

4. The subject wise distribution of students is lopsided and 
therefore unjust. In subjects like Sanskrit, Geography 
Economics and English the number of students fluctuates 
between 4 to 7 only whereas in subjects like commercial 
Practice and Book-keeping, History, Hindi, Civics, 
Social Studies, Maths, and General Science the number 
of students fluctuat as between 24 to 41 which is not 
desirable as it makes the real lecturer pupil ratio as 1 :4I. 
It is very strange to provide Commercial Faculty of 
22 students when there is not a single Lecturer of Com- 
merce made available throughout the session. Similarly 
to provide Science Faculty without two important 
subjects. Physics and Chemistry, nullifies the existance 
of Science Faculty itself. Moreover to admit 41 stu- 
dents in Science Faculty and to keep only two Science 
Lecturers (that two of Zoology and Maths) is basically 
unsound as Lecturer pupil ratio of 1:20 can hardly be 
justified. Instead of adjusting the subjects and students 
to the Lecturers available, lecturers should be made 
available as per subject demands. It is better to close the 
teaching subjects if the number of those who offer them 
do not exceed 4,6 and 7. Similarly there is no Lecturer 
other than the Principal himself who is M.A. in English 
and it is least expected from a Principal to teach as well 
as supervise English lessons. All these adversely affect 
practice teaching and as such rationalization of the 
staff and judicious determination of teaching subjects 
and intake in each is a must. 

5. Only a limited number of lessons of each candidate are 
supervised and not can present lessons. It is good 
however that the college is completing practice teaching 
in two rounds and also providing block-practice 
teaching. 

6 The location, structure and adequacy of the college as 
well as hostel buildings and of staff quarters arc appre- 
ciably satisfactory. 

7 The condition of library, psychological Laboratory-, 

' Audio-Visual equipment and of playgrounds facility js 

quite normal. 

8, The financial postition of the college is sound.

This finalization was. to be 
done by him after the Misra Committee had looked into the draft. 
It is, therefore, not correct to say that the Vic^-Chancellor had 
merely made a recommendation to the Committee which either 
disregarded or rejected it and that this constituted the final stete of 
afiairs binding on him. The hypothesis of disregard or rejection 
lacks all cogency and is contrary to facts because I clearly remem- 
ber that the members had agreed to my suggestion even before the 
Committee met for a second time. Sri Ranjeet Singh’s memor}^ 
clearly supports me in this (vide his note mentioned above). What 
is more, the finalization of the draft had been left to me by the 
Syndicate, not to the Committee. Thus my note on the earlier 
draft minutes had final authority unless it were rejected by the Com- 
mittee and I had agreed with it. 

8.4. The Commission says that the Minutes of the meeting 
of the Committee on 16-12-75 do not mention the deletion of the 
maximum age clause. These minutes were curiously not traceable 
when I ordered an enquiry into the matter. I am, therefore, 
unable to comment on them definitively. Assuming that Sri Jagat 
Narain is referring to genuine minutes, I would say that they must 
have inadvertently left out a reference to the matter, perhaps 
under the assumption that since the disputed item already stood 
excluded under my instructions regarding finalization and the 
members of the Committee agreed with this, no further reference to 
it was required. Had my suggestion been rejected, a most unlikely 
contingency, this would have recorded or the matter w^ould have 
been deferred to a future meeting. Sri Ranjeet Singh recalls (ride 
note dt. 11-6-77) that a modified draft was prepared by him, which 
has not been traced so far. I must have signed the minutes in a 
routine manner trusting to their correctness. '^Had I any cause for 
dissatisfaction, I would have made a note as I had done on 6/12. 
There is an apparent discrepancy here between what the minutes 
are said to record or mean and w^hat the Chairman and the Secre- 
tary of the Committee distinctly remember. The discrepancy ought 
to be resolved in the light of what is cogent as pointed out above. 
Sri Jagat Narain himself frequently interprets documentary evidence 
in the light of what he deems psychologically cogent. 

The episode of the minutes really arose from the bungling of 
the office at the lower levels. It failed to take adequate note of 
my instructions on the margin in the first place, and finally under- 
took the expedient of reprinting without obtaining anv formal 
orders or reporting. V^en there were rumors of two sets of 
minutes being found, it is the Vice-Chancellor who ordered an 
enquiry into the matter.

The Vice-Chancellor had 
nothing to do with it. The Vice-Chancellor in fact conducted an 
enquiry into the matter when he came to know of it. The reasons 
and circumstances for the decision taken by the A.R. (Estt.) were 
then stated by him in a note on Sri N.L. Mathur’s deposition 
dated 17-6-77. The decision did not appear to be raalafide. Also 
see the Vice-Chancellor’s D.O. letter to Chancellor dated 13-6-77. 

11.5. The Commission is also wrong in stating that 
the application was received on 22/7.

Regarding Regular Selections : 

_ I am of the opinion that Dr. ‘ D.C. Gautam’s appointment 
as Micro-Analyst (Chemistry) should be held in abeyance till he 
is cleared in view of adverse remarks appearing in the Justice 
Jagat Narain Commission Report about his temporary 
appointment. 

Ref. Res. No. 13 of the minates of the meeting of the Syndicate : 

Regarding Ex-cadre promotions : 

I lodge my strong protest against the approach adopted 
towards ex-cadre promotions. The* approach, which is based 
exclusively on the interview performance ignoring the career, 
experience, academic and co-currieular contributions, totally 
negates the spirit and content of the promotion Philosophy. It is 
not an objective but purely a subjective approach. 

Had it been objective, the tragic debacle in Chemistry 
Department would not have occurred. It is irreconcilable to 
think that out of six senior lecturers including some with excellent 
records have been found unsuitable for promotion on the bais of 
the so called INTERVIEWS. 'What a travesty ? 

I maintain that the seniority, academic achievements and 
■co-curricular contributions should be given utmost weightage 
for promotion. The interview performance should constitute a 
very minor consideration. I, therefore, suggest that ; 

( i ) The assessment of Chemistry Lecturers should be 
re-arranged by a properly constituted Assessment 
Committee with one expert only. 

( ii) If by-passed, the senior persons should be reassessed 
objectivelj'. 

(iii) The appointment of Dr. P. V. Bakore as Reader in 
Physics Department should not be held in abeyance 
if Dr. Gautam’s appointment as Micro-Analyst in 
Chemistry is not withheld.
